THE  student  of  pharmacy  in  Great  Britain  has  to  keep 
constantly  before  him  the  fact  that  his  success  as  a 
chemist  depends  upon  his  qualification.  However  smart  a 
business  man  he  may  be  he  cannot  by  himself  get  along  in 
pharmacy  unless  he  has  proved  to  those  appointed  to  judge 
that  he  is  a  fit  and  proper  person  to  be  registered  as  a 
chemist  and  druggist.  Originally  the  test  was  one  solely 
of  shop  experience;  now  this  is  supplemented  (we  use  the 
word  advisedly)  by  book-reading  and  laboratory  experience 
other  than  that  afforded  by  the  retail  shop.  Truth  to  tell, 
Minor  candidates  also  rely  much  upon  the  experience  of 
those  who  have  preceded  them  in  the  examination-room. 
We  are  indebted  to  several  in  the  latter  class  for  accounts 
of  their  experiences,  which  we  reproduce  in  this  Supplement 
as  the  opportunity  arises. 

One  of  the  great  evils  of  the  present  system  of  preparing 
for  the  Minor  examination  is  that  it  is  taken  as  an  excuse 
by  a  large  number  of  candidates,  perhaps  the  majority,  to 
put  off  study  until  they  get  to  the  college.  An  irretrievable 
mistake.  Apprentices  and  assistants  should  make  a  point 
of  learning  a  little,  by  reading  or  otherwise,  every  day, 
and  taking  advantage  of  local  science  classes,  competing  in 
our  Students'  Corner,  or  by  any  other  means  improving 
themselves.  The  next  "  experience  "  is 
date  who  passed  the  examination  in  Edinburgh. 

By  an  Edinburgh  Candidate. 

The  last  two  experiences  printed  were  by  candidates 
who  had  passed  the  examination  as  conducted  by  the 
Board  of  Examiners  for  England  and  Wales.  There  is  no 
difference  in  the  examination  as  conducted  in  Edinburgh 
by  the  Board  of  Examiners  for  Scotland,  other  than  that 
inevitable  in  personality.  The  subjoined  experience  refers 
to  the  Edinburgh  examination. 

It  was  my  second  attempt.  Previously  I  had  failed  to  get 
through  the  first  day.  Now  I  reached  the  delectable  ground, 
along  with  about  forty  others,  for  the  practical  examination. 
We  were,  as  usual,  divided  into  two  parties,  one  taking 
chemistry  and  the  other  pharmacy.  I  had  chemistry  in  the 
morning.  The  first  thing  I  had  given  me  to  do  was  a  salt 
for  qualitative  analysis,  which  turned  out  to  be  a  mixture  of 
silver  nitrate  and  ammonium  chloride.  I  handed  m  my 
report,  and  was  then  given  a  solution  of  iodine— 4.058  grams 
in  1,000  c.c— with  which  to  estimate  a  volumetric  solution  of 
"thio"  I  took  10  c.c.  of  the  "  thio  "  solution,  and  found 
that  it  was  decinormal  at  700  c.c.  Then  I  had  another  solu- 
tion of  iodine  given  me  to  find  the  percentage  strength  of. 
This  I  worked  out  to  just  under  4  per  cent.  That  was  all  I 
had  to  do,  and  I  came  out  feeling  pretty  comfortable. 

In  the  afternoon  I  had  practical  pharmacy  and  dispensing. 
My  paper  was  as  follows :

I  first  made  the  pills,  then  left  them  to  dry  while  I  went  on 
with  the  rest  of  the  paper,  which  I  found  no  trouble  with  at 
all,  except  that  the  granules  required  a  lot  of  manipulation.  I 
made  them  in  an  evaporating-dish  on  the  water-bath,  and  the 
dish  was  rather  small  for  the  quantity.  I  managed  to  turn 
them  out  pretty  well,  but  rather  large.  When  I  had  finished 
the  plaster  I  silvered  the  pills  and  started  to  wrap  up.  The 
examiner  came  round,  and  first  of  all  examined  the  pills, 
which  ho  said  were  very  nice.  He  asked  me  how  much  re- 
sorcin I  had  used  for  the  hair-dressing,  looked  at  the  mixture, 
and  smelt  it.  I  pointed  out  the  30-minim  dose  of  spt.  chloro- 
formi,  but  he  made  no  remark.    The  granules,  he  said,  were 


rather  large,  but  quite  satisfactory.  The  plaster  he  just 
glanced  at.  He  then  told  me  I  had  done  a  good  afternoon's 
work,  and  I  came  out  satisfied  that  I  had  had  a  good  day. 

The  next  morning  I  had  notice  to  attend  the  oral  examina- 
tion. There  were  about  thirteen  of  us,  and  I  was  sent  to 
botany  first,  along  with  two  others,  and  was  asked  questions 
while  the  other  two  were  at  the  microscope.  What  is  a 
bryophyte  ?  Name  one.  Do  you  know  any  plant  in  the  sub- 
class Glumiflorae  ?  I  was  then  shown  a  corm  and  a  bulb. 
What  is  a  corm  ?  What  is  starch  ?  I  was  then  shown  a 
flower  and  asked  the  natural  order.  I  just  glanced  at  it,  and 
said  "  Composite. "  The  examiner  then  asked  me  for  the 
characteristics  of  the  Compositse.  I  began  with  gumopetalouB 
corolla,  etc.  "  Would  you  mind  showing  me  a  gumopetalous 
corolla?"  I  then  looked  at  the  flower  closely,  and  found 
that  it  was  an  umbelliferous  one  in  fruit.  He  smiled,  and 
then  handed  me  a  typical  Compositse  flower,  which  I  had  to 
describe  fully.  I  was  then  shown  several  specimens  of  fresh 
flowers  to  recognise — digitalis,  aconite,  belladonna,  and 
several  others,  which  I  recognised  quite  easily.  I  then  had  a 
slide  under  the  microscope  to  draw  and  describe — a  transverse 
section  of  a  monocotyiedonous  stem. 

Next  I  was  sent  to  chemistry,  where  I  got  such  questions  as 
What  is  mercury  ?  How  is  it  obtained  ?  AVhat  is  arsenium,  and 
how  is  it  obtained?  What  do  you  mean  by  arsenic?  The 
examiner  then  asked  me  about  Marsh's  test  for  arsenic  and 
about  arsenious  and  arsenic  acids.  Then  I  had  a  littlo 
problem  to  work.  "  What  will  be  the  relative  rate  of  dif- 
fusion between  marsh-gas  and  hydrobromie  acid  gas?  "  Next 
I  was  asked  about  olein,  glycerol,  nitrobenzene,  and  aniline, 
and  then  told  to  go  and  sit  down. 

My  next  subject  was  materia  medica.  where  I  had  about 
thirty  specimens  of  seeds,  roots,  and  leaves  to  recognise,  and 
to  state  the  active  principles.  In  prescription-reading  I  had 
to  translate  two  English  prescriptions  into  Latin;  they  were 
very  easy.  Then  I  had  several  prescriptions  to  read.  One 
had  a  16-minim  dose  of  tr.  lyttae  to  be  taken  three  times  a 
day.  I  pointed  this  out,  and  was  asked  what  the  B.P.  dose 
is.  Then  I  was  asked  doses  for  about  ten  minutes,  till  I  was 
tired  of  answering. 

My  last  subject  was  pharmacy,  where  Mr.  Sutherland  asked 
me  about  several  extracts  and  their  method  of  preparation, 
and  the  reasons  for  different  menstrua.  He  then  took  me  over 
the  hypodermic  injections,  asking  their  strengths — how  syr. 
rhei  is  made,  and  how  liq.  quass.  cone,  and  liq.  thyroidei  are 
made.  Then  he  commenced  with  the  poison  schedule,  asking 
me  in  which  part  several  poisons  are.  Hp  asked  me  if  tr. 
digitalis  is  in  the  schedule,  and  what  I  should  do  if  I  was 
asked  for  it  in  a  shop.  That  was  all.  and  I  went  and  sat 
down,  and  presently  I  learnt  that  I  had  been  successful. 

It  almost  appears  from  this  experience  that  the  Edin- 
burgh candidate  had  the  best  of  it,  but  in  these  accounts 
much  depends  upon  the  narrator. 


College  motes. 


We  stated  last  week  that  the  Metropolitan  College  of  Phar- 
macy could  claim  nearly  one-third  of  the  total  of  successful 
London  examination  candidates  during  the  past  eleven  years. 
The  number  of  passes  gained  by  the  College  in  that  period 
should  have  been  given  as  over  1,100. 

The  Fairchild  Scholarship. — The  entries  for  this  scholar- 
ship and  prizes  examination  closed  on  June  1,  and  there  is  a 
total  of  fifty-five  candidates :  forty-one  from  England,  eight 
from  Scotland,  three  from  Ireland,  and  three  from  Wales. 
Of  these,  eighteen  will  sit  for  examination  in  London,  twenty- 
two  in  Manchester,  nine  in  Edinburgh,  three  in  Dublin,  and 
three  in  Cardiff. 

Glasgow  School  of  Pharmacy.— On  June  1  the  students  of 
this  school,  accompanied  by  Mr.  John  Lothian  and  Mr.  Peter 
Fenton,  visited  the  St.  Rollox  Chemical  Works  of  the  United 
Alkali  Company,  Ltd.  The  party  was  conducted  over  the 
works  in  two  sections  by  the  laboratory  staff,  and  the  various 
stages  in  the  manufacture  of  vitriol,  hydrochloric  acid, 
bleaching  powder,  and  the  regeneration  of  the  manganese 
dioxide,  etc.,  were  lucidly  explained.

The  exports  of  musk  from  Teng  Yueh  (China)  during  1904 
amounted  to  512  oz.,  valued  at  l,457i. 

The  Malabar  crops  of  pepper  have  been  estimated  lately  at 
7,000  tons,  against  11,000  tons  last  year. 

Among  the  imports  at  Boulogne  during  1904  were  1,150  tons 
of  chemicals,  against  713  tons  during  19u3. 

There  is  a  Bill  before  the  French  Chamber  of  Deputies  to 
increase  the  import  duties  on  foreign  honey. 

The  importation  of  "  essence  of  lager  beer"  into  the  Aus- 
tralian Commonwealth  has  been  prohibited. 

The  Calcutta  crop  of  indigo  for  1904-5  amounted  to  9,518 
chests,  of  which  2,082  chests  went  to  England. 

The  exports  of  colocynth  from  Cyprus  during  1903  amounted 
to  147  cwt.  (673/.),  against  118  cwt.  (574/.)  in  1902. 

The  value  of  opium  exported  from  Konia,  Turkey,  during 
1904  amounted  to  18,000/.,  against  5,000/.  in  1903. 

The  exports  of  aniseed  from  Cyprus  during  1903  amounted 
to  2,402  cwt.  (1,482/.),  against  221  cwt.  (213/.)  in  1902. 

The  exports  of  sarsaparilla  from  Truxillo  (Honduras) 
during  1904  amounted  to  56,651  lbs.,  valued  at  $25,991. 

The  imports  of  sulphate  of  copper  into  Batoum  during  1904 
amounted  to  1,211  tons  against  1,116  tons  during  1903. 

The  value  of  the  exports  of  aa'rowroot  from  St.  Vincent 
during  1903-4  amounted  to  21,686/.,  against  21,817/.  for  1902-3. 

The  island  of  Cyprus  imported  8,417  cwt.  of  soap  in  1903, 
valued  at  9,791/.,  against  6,456  cwt.,  valued  at  7,510/.,  in  1902. 

Among  the  imports  of  American  drugs  at  Beirut  during 
1904  were  $1,578  worth  of  drugs,  perfumery,  and  toilet-soap. 

Calcium  Carbide  has  been  exempted  from  duty  on  im- 
portation into  Chile  by  a  law  promulgated  on  December  29, 
1904. 

At  the  recent  conference  of  Australian  Premiers  held  at 
Hobart,  Tasmania,  it  was  decided  that  the  opium-traffic  is  to 
be  practically  restricted  to  importations  for  medical  purposes. 

The  yearly  output  of  antimony  is  some  500  tons.  Owing 
to  the  war  and  a  purchase  of  300  tons  by  the  Government, 
prices  have  advanced  about  20  per  cent.  At  present  no 
supplies  are  available  in  Japan. 

The  imports  of  drugs  into  Bermuda  from  the  United 
Kingdom  during  1904  amounted  in  value  to  2,635/.,  against 
2,112/.  in  1903,  and  from  the  United  States  the  imports 
amounted  to  5,774/.,  against  5,539/. 

There  has  been  a  very  large  decrease  in  the  exportation  of 
limes  and  lime-juice  from  the  Leeward  Islands  during  1903-4, 
resulting  in  a  decrease  in  the  value  of  the  exports  of  23,216/., 
as  compared  with  the  preceding  year. 

Last  year  Treport  imported  504  tons  of  sulphate  of  copper, 
compared  with  380  tons  in  1903.  Other  imports  included 
209  tons  of  oxalic  acid  (1903,  180  tons),  232  tons  of  calcium 
carbide,  and  639  tons  of  ammonia  salts. 

The  Exports  of  honey  from  Cuba  during  1903  amounted  to 
77,852  cwt,  against  75,920  cwt.  in  1902  and  42,807  cwt.  in  1901. 
In  1903  half  the  exports  went  to  Germany,  and  the  remainder 
to  the  United  States,  the  Netherlands,  and  France. 

The  only  importers  of  borax  into  Mexico,  says  the  American 
Consul  at  Mazatlan,  are  the  United  States  and  Germany, 
the  latter  country  sending  the  largest  amount.  It  is  used  by 
nearly  all  the  miners  in  Mexico,  many  of  them  buying  in 
2,000-pound  lots  or  more. 

The  lime-industry  of  Montserrat  appears  to  be  fairly  and 
substantially  re-established,  says  the  annual  report  of  the 
Governor  of  the  Leeward  Islands.  In  Dominica  this  industry 
has  been  making  steady  progress,  though  adverse  circum- 
stances seriously  reduced  the  output  in  1903. 

The  feature  of  the  olive-oil  trade  of  Nice  last  year  was  the 
comparatively  small  amount  exported  and  the  very  large 
amount  imported.  Exports  lr»st  year  were  4,110  tons 
(172,258/.),  against  1,543  tons  (33,435/.),  as  an  average  for  the 
preceding  five  years,  and  the  imports  were  9,872  tons 
(343.550/.),  against  5,735  tons  (124,838/.)  for  the  preceding  five 
years'  average. 

The  exports  of  nut  oil  from  Bordeaux  showed  a  decrease 
last  year,  the  total  sent  to  all  countries  being  26,761  cwt.,  or 
13,057  cwt.  less  than  in  1903.  British  purchases  represented 
12,875  cwt.,  or  6,815  cwt.  less;  of  other  vegetable  oils  the  total 
exported  amounted  to  12,315  cwt.,  a  slight  increase  on  1903. 
Next  to  no  business  was  done  in  these  latter  articles  with  the 
United  Kingdom. 

Drugs  and  chemicals  valued  at  42,160/.  (1,084  tons)  were 
imported  into  Alexandretta  during  1904,  compared  with 
43,890/.  (1,143  tons)  during  1903.  Sixty  per  cent,  of  the  above 
comprised  soda  compounds  from  United  Kingdom  and  Bel- 
gium, used  in  Aleppo  and  Antioch  for  making  soap ;  30  per 


cent,  was  honna  from  Egypt  and  Arabia,  used  by  natives  in 
the  interior  for  medical  purposes ;  and  10  per  cent,  pharma- 
ceutical products  from  Austria-Hungary,  Germany,  France, 
and  Italy. 

The  Brazilian  Government  prohibits  the  export  of  the 
seed  which  produces  Para  rubber,  but  nevertheless  some  of 
the  seeds  have  found  their  way  into  France.  Plants  have  been 
raised  therefrom,  and  experimental  plantings  in  West  Africa 
have  been  successful.  It  is  announced  that  plantations  on  a 
commercial  scale  are  to  be  made  in  the  Gasamaine  district  of 
Senegal,  to  bo  extended,  as  seeds  multiply,  there  and  in  Lower 
Guinea  and  Lower  Dahomey.  It  is  reported  that  in  time 
extensive  districts  now  worthless  will  produce  "  Para " 
rubber. 

The  imports  of  pepper  into  Bordeaux  during  1904  were 
returned  at  10,990  cwt.  Steady  efforts  have  been  made  to 
improve  the  quality  of  white  pepper  grown  in  Cochin-China. 
Excellent  samples  have  lately  been  received  in  Bordeaux,  and 
the  pepper  is  likely  to  secure  a  firm  footing  in  France  if,  as  is 
hoped,  the  price  can  be  reduced.  Owing  to  the  duty  on  foreign 
pepper  imported  into  France  its  success  in  that  country  will 
not  affect  the  trade  of  Singapore  pepper,  but  attention  may 
be  drawn  to  it  as  a  possible  future  competitor  in  other  than 
French  markets. 

A  Foreign  Office  consular  report  on  Nicaragua  for  1903-4 
says  that  there  is  in  that  country  a  lake,  called  Nejapa,  who6e 
waters  contain  a  strong  solution  of  bicarbonate  of  potash, 
bicarbonate  of  soda,  and  sulphate  of  magnesia.  This  water, 
when  rubbed  on  any  greasy  object,  at  once  forms  a  lather. 
It  is  used  as  a  hair-wash,  and  has  a  local  reputation,  when 
applied  externally,  as  a  cure  for  skin  diseases  and  rheuma- 
tism ;  when  taken  inwardly  it  is  said  to  be  an  efficient 
remedy  for  diseases  of  the  bladder  and  biliary  canal.  Four 
demijohns  of  the  water  were  exported  in  the  year  1903-4  to 
Guatemala.

One  was  found  to  con- 
tain 4.7  grains  of  lead  per  lb. 

William  Herbert  Lucas,  the  Southwark  engineer  indicted 
for  administering  liquid  ammonia  to  his  wife,  has  been 
acquitted  by  an  Old  Bailey  jury. 

At  Ryde,  Isle  of  Wight,  on  June  5,  Ernest  Forse, 
secretary  to  Timothy  White  Co.,  Ltd.,  was  fined  101.  and 
costs  for  keeping  more  than  three  gallons  of  petroleum 
without  a  licence. 

A  cutting  war  is  in  progress  in  Barnsley.  A  local  paper 
has  prominent  advertisements  appearing  simultaneously 
with  "some  of  our  prices"  from  Taylor's  Drug-stores, 
Oglesby's  Drug-store,  and  the  Co-operative  Stores. 

Messrs.  Granville,  Wood  &  Co.,  chemists,  30  High  Street, 
Oldham,  have  been  paid  201.  by  Mr.  W.  G.  Hearne,  as 
sellers  of  the  bottle  of  "  Hearne's  Bronchitis-cure"  which 
obtained  the  prize  in  a  guessing  competition. 

The  Halifax  Town  Council  have  appointed  Mr.  F.  W. 
Richardson,  F.I.C.  (the  Bradford  city  analyst)  to  act  as 
temporary  borough  analyst  for  Halifax  for  the  next  two 
months  pending  the  appointment  of  a  successor  to  the  late 
Mr.  Wm.  Ackroyd. 

Howell  Hughes,  described  as  a  chemist's  assistant,  was 
indicted  at  Bath  last  week  for  assaulting  a  servant,  and 
his  wife  also  asked  for  a  separation  order  on  the  ground 
that  Hughes  was  an  habitual  drunkard.  The  Magistrates 
granted  Mrs.  Hughes  a  separation  order,  and  the  assault 
summons  was  withdrawn. 

At  North  London  Police  Court  on  June  6,  Messrs.  W.  C. 
Barnes  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  of  the  Phoenix  Chemical  Works, 
Hackney  Wick,  were  fined  10/.,  with  3/.

Awarding  the  Prizes. 
In  connection  with  the  recent  Hairdressers'  Exhibition 
(dealt  with  in  the  C.  <£■  D.,  May  27,  p.  816),  Grand  Prizes 
have  been  awarded  to  Messrs.  Osborne,  Garrett  &  Co.  for 
hairdressing  specialities,  and  to  the  Aberdeen  Comb  Works 
Co.  for  British-made  horn  combs.  Gold  Medals  were  given 
to  Jeyes'  Sanitary  Compounds,  Ltd.,  for  disinfectants; 
C.  Dubras  (Jersey),  for  antiseptic  toilet  preparations;  V. 
Deroy,  for  horn  combs;  Anzora  Perfumery  Co.,  for  per- 
fumes; Elite  Toilet  Co.,  for  Hill's  specialities;  and  the 
Junon  Co.,  for  perfumery.  Pearson's  Antiseptic  Co.,  Ltd., 
obtained  a  silver  medal  for  antiseptic  specialities. 

The  Sale  of  Poisons. 
At  Kensington  on  June  1,  Mr.  Luxmoore  Drew  con- 
ducted an  inquiry  with  reference  to  the  death  of  Rose 
Caroline  Lawson,  a  chorus-girl  (24),  who  died  in  the 
Kensington  Infirmary.  It  was  stated  that  deceased  had 
been  for  years  so  greatly  addicted  to  the  laudanum-habit 
as  to  be  a  great  source  of  trouble  to  her  family.  She  had 
been  in  one  of  Dr.  Forbes  Winslow's  Homes,  but  ran  away, 
and  being  of  age  nothing  could  be  done  to  restrain  her. 
Frank  Bentley  (11)  said  that  for  some  time  he  had  bought 
the  laudanum  for  deceased  daily.  He  used  to  put  the 
bottle  and  Qd.  on  the  counter  at  the  chemist's  and  receive 
the  bottle  full.  Newman  Howard  Schollar,  a  registered 
chemist,  trading  as  Tennant  at  29  Sussex  Place,  South 
Kensington,  said  when  deceased  first  came  to  his  shop 
she  gave  her  card.  She  told  him  she  was  a  chorus-girl, 
and  that  since  she  had  an  operation,  during  which  she 
was  given  opiates  to  relieve  pain,  she  had  been  addicted 
to  the  opium-habit.  The  Coroner  commented  on  the 
sale  of  poison  to  a  lad  of  eleven  years,  and  said  it  was 
very  indiscreet.  There  was  a  law  which  prevented 
children  from  being  served  in  public-houses,  and  there 
was  something  wrong  with  the  law  which  allowed  poison 
to  be  obtained  by  children  in  this  way  with  impunity. 
Dr.  H.  Percy  Potter,  the  medical  superintendent  at  the 
Infirmary,  said  deceased  told  him  she  had  taken  as  much  as 
ten  ounces  of  laudanum  daily.  Death  was  due  to  pneu- 
monia, accelerated  by  laudanum  poisoning.  Death  from 
misadventure  was  the  verdict. 

Dr.  F.  J.  Waldo,  the  Southwark  Coroner,  held  an  inquest 
on  June  2  into  the  death  of  Henry  Pettitt  (48),  a  foreman 
platelayer,  who  poisoned  himself  with  hydrochloric  acid. 
Mr.  John  Smith,  a  registered  chemist,  of  74  Deacon  Street, 
Walworth,  stated  that  the  bottle  labelled  "  Galway's  Drug- 
stores, the  cheapest  chemists  in  South  London,"  was  the 
one  in  which  he  supplied  the  poison.  The  deceased  said  he 
wanted  it  for  brass  cleaning  and  he  appeared  quite  rational. 
Witness  told  him  the  story  of  the  old  man  who  for  fifty 
years  had  kept  spirit  of  salt  in  a  ginger-beer  bottle  and  then 
one  very  hot  day,  forgetting  it  was  poison,  had  drunk  it  and 
died.  The  Coroner  :  I  see  you  put  two  poison  labels  on  the 
bottle  as  well  as  giving  warning,  so  you  did  everything  you 
could.  Is  it  not  a  fact,  however,  that  you  have  no  need 
to  even  label  it  "  Poison  "  ?  Witness  :  Oh,  no,  no  need  at  all, 
that  is  one  of  the  absurdities  of  the  Poisons  Act.  The 
Coroner  :  I  quite  agree  with  you.  The  Legislature  are 
very  careful  to  make  sure  that  a  child  who  is  going  to  fetch 
its  father's  beer  shall  have  it  served  in  a  sealed  bottle,  or 
Lord  knows  the  penalties;  but  on  the  other  hand,  the  same 
child  can  be  sent  to  an  oil  shop  and  be  served  with  as  much 
as  required  of  this  deadly  poison  in  a  gin-bottle.  It  is  a 
great  scandal.  But  there  are  quite  a  number  of  other 
poisons  which  ought  to  be  in  the  schedule,  are  there  not — 
ammonia,  nitric  acid,  sulphuric  acid,  and  others?  All 
mineral  acids  should  be  on  the  schedule  should  they  not? 
Witness  :  Yes,  certainly,  they  are  a  great  danger  as  they 
are.  Eventually  the  jury  returned  a  verdict  of  suicide 
while  of  unsound  mind,  and  added  a  rider  that  in  their 
opinion  it  was  high  time  the  schedule  of  the  Pharmacy  Act 
was  altered  to  include  the  poisons  mentioned.  The  Coroner 
said  he  would  see  that  the  rider  was  forwarded  to  the  proper 
authorities. 

Charges  of  Stealing. 

At  Saffron  Walden  Police  Court  on  May  27,  a  woman 
named  Rule  was  sentenced  to  two  months'  imprisonment 
for  stealing  goods  to  the  value  of  15s.  from  the  shop  of 
Mr.  John  Clayton,  chemist  and  druggist,  of  High  Street, 
Saffron  Walden. 
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At  Hampstead  Police  Court  on  May  30,  a  man  named 
Schmidt  was  remanded  on  a  charge  of  stealing  money, 
jewellery,  and  clothing,  to  the  value  of  300?.,  from  his 
employer,  Mr.  Frederick  Schutze,  wholesale  druggist,  of 
5  Parsifal  Road,  West  Hampstead. 

At  Bow  Street  Police  Court  on  June  5,  John  Esau 
Holloway,  a  builder's  labourer,  was  remanded  on  a  charge 
of  stealing  ninety-five  boxes  of  pills,  some  porous  plasters, 
lip  salve,  chewing-gum,  teething-powders,  patent  food, 
patent  medicines,  perfumery,  elastic  stockings,  etc..  to  the 
value  of  37?.,  from  Taylor's  Drug-stores,  at  26  and  27  High 
Holborn,  W.C.,  where  he  had  been  engaged  for  some 
months  with  other  men  in  carrying  out  extensive  struc- 
tural alterations. 

Obstructing  the  Pathway. 
The  decision  in  the  adjourned  case  against  Mr.  George 
Pattrick,  chemist  and  florist,  Front  Street,  Consett,  for 
causing  an  obstruction  on  the  footpath  in  front  of  his 
shops,  was  given  on  June  5.  The  Chairman  said  the 
Bench  were  not  unanimous  on  all  points,  but  the  decision 
of  the  majority  of  the  justices  was  that  the  street  was  a 
public  highway  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act.  If  the 
summons  had  been  taken  under  the  Police  Clauses  Act, 
some  evidence  as  to  personal  obstruction  would  have  been 
necessary.  Under  the  Highway  Act,  however,  no  such 
proof  was  necessary  if  it  was  established — as  it  was  in 
this  case — that  the  "  free  passage  of  any  part  of  the 
highway  "  was  interfered  with  by  the  erection  complained 
of.  In  the  civil  case  of  Harrison  v.  Duke  of  Rutland, 
it  was  held  that  anyone  using  a  highway  for  any  other 
purpose  than  passing  or  re-passing  was  a  trespasser.  In 
conclusion,  the  Chairman  said  it  appeared  to  the  Bench 
both  good  law  and  sound  common-sense  that  such  obstruc- 
tions of  free  passage  should  not  be  allowed  to  assume  the 
appearance  of  rights.  A  nominal  fine  of  5s.  and  costs  was 
imposed,  and  leave  was  given  to  appeal. 

Birmingham  Notes. 
Death  has,  unfortunately,  been  visiting  the  ranks  of 
pharmacy    of   late,    and    much   sympathy    will   be  ex- 
tended to  Mr.  Prosser  and  Mr.  Blunt,  who  have  respec- 
tively lost  father  and  wife  recently. 

A  very  interesting  "show"  may  be  seen  in  the  windows 
of  a  large  firm  of  manufacturing  pharmacists  in  Edmund 
Street.  A  number  of  growing  plants  in  pots  are  shown, 
among  them  being  hyoscyamus,  belladonna,  stramonium, 
conium,  and  poppy,  mostly  in  flower. 

Professor  Saundby  will  lecture  on  "  Medical  Ethics,"  at 
the  University,  on  Thursday,  June  15,  at  4  p.m.  Dr. 
Saundby  led  the  successful  attack  against  the  Consulta- 
tive Institute,  and  pharmacists  may  learn  something  from 
his  address.  Application  should  be  made  to  the  Registrar 
for  tickets. 

Those  who  have  not  yet  been  to  Bingley  Hall  should  cer- 
tainly go  within  three  weeks,  before  it  closes,  and  see  the 
'Varsity  exhibit.  There  are  some  chemical  specimens  and 
apparatus  well  worth  inspection,  and  a  unique  series  of 
specimens  illustrative  of  morphological  and  physiological 
botany. 

The  University  of  Birmingham  are  about  to  offer  three 
Priestley  Chemistry  Scholarships,  of  the  value  of  961.  per 
annum,  tenable  for  one  year.  Applications  should  reach 
the  Registrar  on  or  before  June  19.  This  is  a  chance  for 
ambitious  young  pharmacists  desirous  of  reaching  the  higher 
branches  of  chemical  science. 

There  must  be  a  better  time  for  pharmacy  prevailing,  for 
a  number  of  pharmacists  found  their  way  to  join  a  large 
crowd  at  the  Cathedral  Church  on  Ascension  Day  (Thurs- 
day and  market  day,  and  during  the  dinner  hour  too)  to 
hear  a  discourse  by  Bishop  Gore. 

Another  sign  of  prosperity  is  only  partially  ecclesiastical. 
It  is  said  that  increasing  numbers  of  marriages  denotes 
good  times  either  at  hand  or  in  prospect.  Be  this  as  it 
may,  no  fewer  than  ten  young  people  connected  with  phar- 
macy in  the  city  and  district  have  joined  hands  and  hearts. 
But,  alas  !  it  must  be  recorded  :  they  are  none  of  them  quali- 
fied ;  their  metier  is  assistantship.  Two,  however,  have 
married  heiresses  in  a  small  way. 


Sheffield  Notes. 

Councillor  A.  Russell  Fox,  F.L.S.,  presided  at  one  of 
the  first  of  the  season's  Court  and  Alley  Concerts  promoted 
by  the  Corporation,  which  was  held  on  Wednesday  even- 
ing last  week  off  Watery  Lane. 

The  Charter  of  the  new  University  of  Sheffield  was 
brought  into  the  city  on  June  3,  when  the  pro-Chancellor, 
bearing  the  trophy  won  after  such  hard  work,  was  met 
by  a  crowd  of  students  and  other  sympathisers,  who 
escorted  him  in  procession,  with  college  colours  flying,  to 
the  headquarters  in  Leopold  Street.  A  pleasant  congratula- 
tory function  followed,  the  proceedings  finishing  up  with  a 
concert. 

What  is  Adulteration? 

Dr.  Collingridge,  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  City 
of  London,  in  his  annual  report,  says  that  in  the  course  of 
the  year  52  drugs  were  analysed,  of  which  four,  or  7.69  per 
cent.,  were  reported  against.  This  figure  is  too  high, 
the  report  states,  especially  as  this  class  of  offence  shows 
no  signs  of  decreasing  in  the  City,  the  figures  for  the  three 
preceding  years  being  7.2  per  cent,  in  1901,  6.3  per  cent, 
in  1902,  and  7.69  per  cent,  in  1903.  In  England  and  Wales 
drug  adulteration  appears  to  be  steadily  diminishing,  the 
percentage  of  adulteration  for  the  years  1900,  1901,  and 
1902  being  15.4,  11.6,  and  9.5  respectively.  Bearing  in 
mind,  concludes  the  report,  the  purpose  for  which  drugs  are 
used,  their  adulteration  is  a  particularly  discreditable  and 
dangerous  practice. 

Alleged  Impersonation. 

At  the  South- Western  Police  Court,  on  June  2,  Ernest 
Hale  Eggar  (26),  a  chemist's  assistant,  of  44  Wellesley  Road, 
Ilford,  was  brought  up  on  a  warrant  charged  with  im- 
personating a  fully-qualified  chemist  and  druggist,  and  so 
obtaining  a  situation.  Mr.  Quarrell,  who  prosecuted,  said 
the  prosecutor  is  Mr.  John  Timmis,  a  chemist  carrying  on. 
business  at  290  Clapham  Road.  S.W.,  and  the  prisoner,  it 
is  alleged,  applied  to  him  for  the  position  of  assistant  then 
vacant,  representing  himself  to  be  Joseph  P.  Kendall,  a 
qualified  chemist.  Mr.  Timmis  being  satisfied  with  that 
gentleman's  qualifications,  and  believing  in  the  prisoner's 
representations,  appointed  him  to  manage  his  business  at 
Ilford.  Prisoner  represented  that  he  had  served  with  Mr. 
J.  H.  Matthew,  of  722  High  Street,  Leytonstone,  and  with 
Messrs.  Hairsine,  of  Haymarket.  Subsequent  information 
satisfied  the  prosecutor  that  he  had  been  imposed  upon,  and 
steps  were  taken  to  bring  about  these  proceedings.  Detec- 
tive-Sergeant Andrews  gave  evidence  of  arresting  prisoner 
at  102  High  Road,  Ilford,  and  Mr.  de  Grey  ordered  a 
remand. 

A  Dewy  Day. 

It  is  not  often  that  the  elements  are  unkind  when  the 
staff  at  42  Cannon  Street  have  their  annual  outing,  but  this 
year  was  an  exception.  The  rain  came  after  a  long-con- 
tinued drought  on  Monday,  June  5,  the  very  day  fixed  for 
the  "  annual  "  at  Brighton.  Jupiter  Pluvius  began  his  work 
early  in  the  morning,  and  continued  without  intermission 
the  whole  day.  The  projected  sea-trips  and  drives  to 
various  points* of  interest  near  Brighton  had.  therefore,  to 
I  be  abandoned,  but  it  says  much  for  the  philosophic  tempera- 
I  ment  of  the  staff  that  they  made  the  best  of  things  in  their 
j  headquarters,  the  Grand  Hotel.

The  anniversary  dinner  of  the  Sphinx  Club  took  place 
at  the  Hotel  Cecil  on  June  7.  with  Mr.  John  Morgan 
Richards  (President  of  the  Club)  in  the  chair.  There  were 
about  140  present,  among  those  at  the  top  table  being 
General  Sir  Harry  Prendergast.  Colonel  Henry  Watterson 
(of  Louisville,  Ky.),  Messrs.  F.  Carruthers  Gould  (the 
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caricaturist),  E.  Marshall  Hall,  K.C.,  William  O'Malley, 
M.P.,  E.  Linstead,  John  C.  Umney,  and  H.  C.  Wright. 
After  "The  King"  had  been  honoured,  "The  Sphinx" 
was  toasted  in  darkness,  and  replied — with  a  decided 
American  accent  (  a  noteworthy  archaeological  fact).  "  The 
health  of  Colonel  Watterson "  was  received  with  ap- 
plause, and  the  Colonel's  racy  reply  was  much  appreciated. 
Thereafter  four  Assyrians  entered,  bearing  a  litter  filled 
with  papyrus  scrolls,  one  of  which  was  handed  to  each 
member  or  guest  present.  The  scroll  turned  out  to  be  an 
excellent  reproduction  in  colours  of  a  clever  series  of 
amusing  archaeological  designs  by  Mr.  Carruthers  Gould, 
illustrative  of  the  doings  of  the  Club.  Mr.  Gould's  health 
was  done  full  justice  to,  and  he  made  a  quaintly  humorous 
speech  in  reply.  The  toast  of  "Mr.  R.  Balch,"  who  more 
than  anyone  else  has  been  responsible  for  the  success  of  the 
Club's  gatherings,  was  received  with  acclamation  by  every- 
one present  except  Mr.  Balch,  who  appeared  to  regard  that 
part  of  the  proceedings  with  extreme  disfavour,  and  replied 
grudgingly  in  a  very  few  words.

Mr.  Piggott  sang  to  his  own  accom- 
paniment as  part  of  the  sketch  a  stirring  ballad  illustrative 
of  the  poetry  that  is  prevalent  in  contemporary  advertising- 
matter. 

The  Raucous  Fishmonger. 
Some  amusing  evidence  was  given  in  a  case  heard  at  Nor- 
wich on  June  1,  arising  out  of  the  raucous  cries  of  a  fish- 
merchant  who  plied  tongue  and  lungs  with  extreme  vigour 
in  too  close  proximity  to  the  establishment  of  Mr.  John 
Staton,  chemist  and  druggist,  in  St.  Benedict's  Street.  Mr. 
Staton  said  the  constant  shouting  of  "Mackerel"  worried 
him  so  much  that  he  could  not  conduct  his  business  pro- 
perly. He  had,  owing  to  the  annoyance,  written 
"  Mackerel "  by  mistake  on  some  of  his  prescriptions.  He 
had  complained  to  the  defendant,  Benjamin  Betts,  but  had 
only  received  abuse,  and  there  was  no  cessation  of  the  noise. 
The  defence  was  that  Mr.  Staton  wished  to  prevent  defend- 
ant gaining  a  livelihood,  but  the  Magistrates  were  of  opinion 
that  defendant  had  caused  annoyance,  and  inflicted  a 
mominal  fine  of  2s.  6d. 

Fires. 

A  fire  occurred  on  May  31  at  the  premises  of  Mr.  Henry 
Arthur  Martin,  chemist  and  druggist,  of  58  Willow  Bridge 
•Street,  Leicester.  Happily  the  flames  were  subdued  before 
serious  damage  had  been  done. 

The  ignition  and  explosion  of  some  benzine  caused  a  fire 
at  the  premises  of  Mr.  C.  R.  Gaulter,  chemist  and  drug- 
gist, in  the  Central  Drive,  Blackpool,  on  June  2.  The 
outbreak  was  quickly  subdued  by  the  chemical  fire  engine, 
but  damage  estimated  at  20/.  was  done. 

Cricket. 

May  &  Baker  C.C.  v.  Road-Car  C.C.— Played  on 
June  3  at  Raynes  Park,  Wimbledcn,  when  the  "Cars" 
secured  the  victory  by  30  runs,  the  respective  scores  being  : 
May  &  Baker,  33  ;  Road  Car,  63. 

Leicester  and  Leicestershire  Chemists'  C.  C.  v.  Leicester 
Y.M.C.A.  (second  eleven). — Played  on  the  old  County 
Ground,  Ayleston,  on  June  1.  The  Y.M.C.A.  had  a  very 
strong  team,  and  scored  168  for  four  wickets  and  then 
declared  innings  closed.  The  chemists,  who  were  playing 
practically  their  second  eleven,  only  made  28  all  out. 
Archer  for  Y.M.C.A.  scored  101  and  took  all  ten  wickets, 
including  the  hat  trick,  for  eleven  runs. 

The  Week's  Poisonings. 

Two  of  the  twelve  deaths  from  poisoning  that  have 
taken  place  during  the  week  were  .misadventures.  One 
was  the  laudanum  overdose  taken  by  Miss  Lawson,  the 
Gaiety  chorus-girl  (mentioned  elsewhere),  and  the  other 
was  the  case  of  a  child  at  Brynmawr,  named  Hasquencort, 
two  years  old,  who  died  from  phosphorus-poisoning  after 
sucking  match-heads. — Laudanum  was  taken  with  suicidal 
intent  by  William  Henry  Allan  (39),  a  Sheffield  cooper. — 
Oxalic  acid  was  the  poison  employed  by  an  unknown  man 


at  Wormwood  Scrubbs,  and  by  Rebecca  Robertson,  of 
Manchester.  At  the  same  court,  and  on  the  same  day  as 
the  inquest  on  the  latter  was  held  at  Manchester,  two 
suicides  by  carbolic  acid  were  investigated — the  victims 
being  Ellen  Robinson  (25).  and  Alice  Hughes  (52). — 
William  Reeder,  a  gamekeeper,  at  Wallop  Hall,  poisoned 
himself  with  strychnine. — Albert  Edward  Barber  (35).  an 
outside  porter  at  Portsmouth  Station,  committed  suicide  with 
rat-poison.— James  P.  Walker  (64),  a  well-known  Oxford 
veterinary  surgeon,  died  as  the  result  of  taking  a  dese  of 
prussic  acid. — At  Bristol,  Florence  Wilton  Burge  (26) 
died  from  some  irritant  poison.  Mr.  J.  Wallis  Stoddart 
deposed  to  analysing  the  contents  of  the  stomach  and  find- 
ing white  arsenic  present  in  two  forms.  In  coarse  powder 
there  was  .37  grain  of  arsenic  and  in  solution  there  was 
.4  grain.  In  an  envelope  submitted  to  him.  and  which 
was  discovered  in  deceased's  room,  he  found  a  consider- 
able quantity  of  arsenic.  Death,  in  his  opinicn,  was  due 
to  a  poisonous  dose  of  arsenic  in  powder.  Further  evi- 
dence showed  that  a  lump  of  white  arsenic  was  found 
in  the  room,  but  no  one  knew  what  deceased  took  i*  for. 
or  where  it  was  obtained.

Alimentary  Hygiene. — Dr.  Henry  de  Rothschild  has 
recently  offered  two  prizes  for  competition  which  will  be 
awarded  next  year.  The  first  one  is  a  prize  of  200Z.  for  the 
best  work  on  the  subject  of  the  best  alimentary  rations  of  a 
child  from  its  birth  until  the  age  of  two  years.  The  second 
one  is  a  prize  of  120^.  for  the  best  study  on  the  supply  of  milk 
to  a  big  city  (hygiene,  technology,  transport,  legislation, 
sale,  etc.).  These  prizes  may  be  divided  should  the  jury  of 
award  consider  it  advisable.  The  competition  is  open  to 
foreigners,  and  papers  should  be  sent  in  before  June  1, 
1906.  The  Secretary  is  M.  C.  Nourry,  49  rue  des  Saints- 
Peres,  Paris. 

Pension  Fund. — At  the  first  annual  meeting  of  the 
Mutual  Pharmaceutical  Retiring  Fund  it  was  announced 
that  the  fund  is  making  good  progress.  The  members 
of  this  society  subscribe  for  one  or  several  parts  of 
100  fr.  (4?.)  per  annum,  paying  in  addition  an  entrance 
fee  of  10  fr.  for  the  first  year  and  5  fr.  as  management 
fee  annually.  The  members  must  belong  to  a  syndicate 
of  pharmacy  affiliated  to  the  General  Association  of  French 
Pharmacists.  The  amount  for  each  part  subscribed  for  a 
period  of  at  least  fifteen  years,  and  on  which  at  least 
fifteen  payments  of  100  fr.  each  have  been  made,  may  be 
transformed  into  a  capital  if  the  owner  is  at  least  fifty 
years  of  age.  The  society  has  received  subventions  from 
various  sources,  and  interesting  features  are  that  the 
amounts  paid  in  may  be  made  payable  to  the  widow  or 
orphans  in  the  case  of  the  subscriber's  death. 

The  Chemists'  Assistants'  Association. — The  Paris 
Chemists'  Assistants'  Association  recently  held  a  banquet 
and  ball  in  one  of  the  well-known  restaurants  of  the  Palais 
Royal.  This  fete  was  given  in  aid  of  the  Association's  fund 
for  helping  chemists'  assistants  in  temporary  distress,  and 
the  evening  proved  very  successful.  The  Association  has 
recently  issued  in  pamphlet  form  a  complete  and  interest- 
ing report  of  the  Congress  of  Pharmacists'  Assistants  held 
in  Paris  last  autumn.    It  contains  in  extenso  the  subjects 


and  claims  of  the  Association  and  forms  an  interesting 
study  of  one  side  of  pharmacy  in  France.  Associations 
of  chemists'  assistants  are  now  to  be  found  in  a  number 
of  important  towns,  such  as  Lyons,  Marseilles,  and  St. 
Etienne. 

Obituary. — A  personality  of  considerable  note  in  the 
world  of  pharmacy  has  passed  away  in  the  person  of  M. 
Pierre  Vigier.  who  died  recently  at  the  age  of  seventy-two, 
after  a  long  and  painful  malady.  The  deceased  pharmacist 
had  been  proprietor  of  one  of  the  historic  pharmacies  of 
Paris,  in  the  rue  du  Bac,  for  nearly  forty-five  years.  He 
was  a  past  President  of  the  Paris  Society  of  Pharmacy,  to 
which  he  had  belonged  since  1864,  and  was  also  a  member  of 
several  other  societies  connected  with  his  profession.  He 
had  been  a  member  of  the  last  three  committees  for  the  Re- 
vision of  the  French  Codex,  and  his  extensive  practical 
knowledge,  as  well  as  his  sound  common  sense,  proved  of 
great  value.  He  was  a  Knight  of  the  Legicn  of  Honour, 
and  his  personality  represented  some  of  the  best  traditions 
connected  with  French  pharmacy. 

The  Decorations  for  the  King  of  Spain's  Visit  in  the 
central  shopping  quarter  of  Paris  were  numerous  and  taste- 
ful. Pharmacists  rarely  shine  in  this  way;  but  some  of  tho 
perfumery  houses  were  noticeable.  As  a  rule,  their  decora- 
tion took  the  form  of  garlands  of  luminous  flowers,  which 
have  the  advantage  of  being  equally  ornamental  by  night  and 
day.  Gelle's  was  a  specimen  of  this  style,  and  Guerlain's 
also  had  flowers  simply  arranger) ,  The  two  best  shows 
were  perhaps  Delettrez's  and  Lentheric's.  The  former  had 
extensive  and  varied  decorations,  of  which  a  huge  luminous 
escutcheon  with  the  Spanish  Royal  Arms  was  a  prominent 
feature,  and  of  which  even  the  large  bright-coloured  arch 
across  the  street  "  next  door  "  (Delettrez's  is  a  corner  house) 
failed  to  "  kill  "  the  effect.  The  huge  illumination  of  Maggi 
(preserved-soup  firm)  in  the  Place  de  l'Opera  was  a  speci- 
men of  how  an  enterprising  firm  can  profit  by  every  fete  to 
put  its  name  before  the  public  in  a  conspicuous  and  tasteful 
fashion.  The  King  of  Spain  has  conferred  the  grade  of 
Commander  of  the  Order  (of  knighthood)  of  Carlos  III.  on 
M.  Girard,  head  chemist  of  the  Paris  Municipal  Laboratory. 

"Assisting"  at  the  King  of  Spain's  Departure  from 
Notre  Dame,  what  particularly  struck  me  was  the  contrast 
between  the  Royal  pageant  that  delighted  the  eye  and — 
the  odour  of  carbolic  that  greeted  the  olfactory  organ.  The 
windows  of  the  Hotel  Dieu  and  other  hospitals  on  the  "  rive 
gauche  "  were  thrown  open  and  crowded  with  patients  in 
the  quaint  hospital  attire  of  white  nightcaps,  etc.,  and  the 
whiffs  of  carbolic  that  emanated  from  the  wards  were  like 
miners'  Bret  Harte  language — "  frequent  and  powerful  and 
free."  The  nurses  and  "  internes  "  (medical  and  pharmaceu- 
tical) were  also  conspicuous.  I  suspect  some  of  the  battery 
of  cameras  levelled  from  the  Hotel  Dieu  were  manned  by 
our  pharmaceutical  friends. 

Explosion. — A  serious  explosion  occurred  on  June  5  at 
the  Paris  School  of  Pharmacy.  It  was  a  few  minutes  to 
11  o'clock  and  Professor  Behal  was  giving  a  lecture  cn  the 
toxicology  of  alkaloids,  and  especially  of  morphine,  when  a 
violent  explosion  was  heard.  M.  Behal  at  once  recognised 
that  an  accident  had  occurred  in  his  laboratory,  though  it 
is  some  distance  from  the  lecture-hall.  As  a  matter  of  fact 
an  alembic  had  exploded  in  his  laboratory,  and  cne  of  his 
preparators,  M.  Roux,  was  seriously  burned  on  the  head  and 
arms.  M.  Behal  rushed  to  his  laboratory,  turned  off  the 
gas,  and  rendered  immediate  help  to  his  unfortunate 
assistant,  who  was  already  half  suffocated  by  smoke.  The 
firemen  were  quickly  on  the  spot  and  soon  obtained  mastery 
of  the  flames  by  water  and  sand,  the  latter  being  especially 
useful  in  covering  a  number  of  carboys  of  turpentine  which 
were  near  the  laboratory.  All  the  windows  of  the  room 
were  blown  out,  a  partition  knocked  down,  and  the  doors 
were  also  damaged.  The  still  in  question  was  in  good 
condition  and  the  reason  of  the  explosion  is  difficult  to 
explain.  M.  Emile  Roux,  who  is  a  House  Pharmacist  at 
the  Maternity  Hospital,  was  carried  to  the  Cochin  Hospital, 
where  it  is  said  his  condition  is  forunately  not  very  serious. 
The  experiment  that  M.  Roux  was  engaged  on  was  in  connec- 
tion with  the  synthetic  production  of  camphor  from  hydro- 
chloric acid  and  turpentine.  For  some  time  past  he  had 
been  producing  a  few  pounds'  weight  of  camphor  daily  by 
his  process. 
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COUNCIL-MEETING. 

ALL  the  members  of  the  Council  were  present  at 
Wednesday's  meeting — the  first  of  the  new  Council. 
Mr.  R.  A.  Robinson,  Mr.  J.  R.  Young,  and  Mr.  Walter 
Hills  were  re-elected  President,  Vice-President,  and 
Treasurer  of  the  Society  for  the  ensuing  year.  Condo- 
latory motions  were  passed  on  the  death  of  Mr.  Francis 
Yates,  an  auditor  of  the  Society,  and  Mr.  Lloyd  Bullock, 
the  last  surviving  founder.  A  portrait  in  oils  of  the  late 
Mr.  Robert  Hampson  was  presented  to  the  Society  by 
Mr.  A.  B.  Hampson,  and  Mr.  Atkins  in  seconding  the 
vote  of  thanks  to  the  donor  referred  to  the  many  good 
traits  of  character  possessed  by  his  old  friend.  A  sum  of 
96?.  was  granted  from  the  Benevolent  Fund  to  seven 
applicants.  A  recommendation  of  the  library,  etc.  Com- 
mittee that  the  stipend  of  Professor  Greenish  be  increased 
by  100Z.  a  year  was  agreed  to.  Mr.  Treneer  was  appointed 
Burroughs  scholar  from  among  three  applicants.  The  list 
of  school  prizes  awarded  included  the  first  Martindale 
memorial  medal,  to  Mr.  A.  G.  Harrington,  son  of  a 
member  of  Council.  The  Pharmacy  Bill  is  down  for 
second  reading  on  June  23,  and  although  the  prospects  are 
not  very  rosy,  a  sub-committee  was  appointed  to  act  if 
the  Bill  passed  that  stage.  Dr.  Symes  raised  the  question 
of  uniformity  in  regard  to  the  sale  of  poisons,  which  was 
referred  to  the  General  Purposes  Committee  for  con- 
sideration. The  large  number  of  lapses  from  membership 
is  causing  special  steps  to  be  taken  to  see  what  can  be 
done  to  prevent  secession,  and  Mr.  Gibson  would  like  to 
see  an  increase  of  membership,  which  would  be  attained, 
he  thinks,  if  free  membership  for  a  year  were  given  to  all 
those  who  pass  the  qualifying  examinations.  A  committee 
is  to  look  into  the  matter.  Dr.  E.  Schmidt,  who  was 
awarded  the  Hanbury  medal,  will  not  be  able  to  be  present 
on  October  2  to  receive  it,  but  one  of  the  staff  from  the 
German  Embassy  will  attend. 


A  meeting  of  Council  was  held  at  16  Bloomsbury  Square, 
W.C.,  on  June  7.  There  were  present  Messrs.  S.  R. 
Atkins,  A.  S.  Campkin,  M.  Carteighe,  A.  Cooper.  W.  G. 
Cross,  W.  L.  Currie,  R.  L.  Gilford,  W.  H.  Gibson, 
A.  Hagon,  J.  F.  Harrington,  J.  Harrison.  W.  Hills,  A.  E. 
Hobbs,  G.  T.  W.  Newsholme,  C.  J.  Park,  R.  A.  Robin- 
son, A.  Southall,  D.  Storrar,  C.  Symes,  and  A.  C. 
Wootton. 

Mr.  Robinson  occupied  the  chair  while  the  minutes  of  the 
previous  meeting  were  read,  arid  then  vacated  his  place 
during  the  ballot  for  the 

Election  of  President. 

The  Secretary,  having  previously  distributed  voting- 
papers,  collected  them  in  the  ballot-box.  The  counting 
showed  twenty  votes  for  Mr.  Robinson  and  one  blank 
paper.  Mr.  Robinson  accordingly  took  the  chair,  the 
Secretary  investing  him  with  the  chain  of  office. 

The  President  thanked  the  members  of  Council  for 
re-electing  him ;  he  accepted  the  position  with  gratitude, 
although  he  had  been  anxious  to  have  a  successor.  He 
was  glad  to  see  at  the  annual  meeting  that  the  policy  of 
the  Council  was  approved  by  the  members  generally,  but 
added  a  warning  that  in  the  ensuing  year  he  would  not  be 
able  to  travel  so  much  round  the  country  as  he  had  done 
in  the  previous  year. 

Election  of  Vice-President  and  Treasurer. 
A  similar  process  of  election  was  gone  through  in  the  case 
of  the  Vice-President  and  Treasurer,  the  re-election  of  Mr. 
J.  R.  Young  and  Mr.  Walter  Hills  being  the  result.  These 
gentlemen  having  returned  thanks,  the  following  officials  of 
the  Society  were  appointed  :  Secretary  and  Registrar,  Mr. 


Richard  Bremridge ;  Curator,  Mr.  E.  M.  Holmes;  Editor, 
Mr.  John  Humphrey;  Assistant  Secretary  in  Scotland,  Mr. 
J.  R.  Hill. 

The  standing  orders  were  next  adopted. 

Death  of  Mr.  Yates. 
The  President  referred  to  the  death  of  Mr.  Francis  Yates, 
which  occurred  last  month.  Mr.  Yates  was  seventy  years  of 
age.  He  entered  the  School  of  Pharmacy  in  1855  and  re- 
ceived certificates  in  chemistry,  pharmacy,  botany,  and 
materia  medica.  Mr.  Yates  joined  the  Society  in  1859,  and 
thirty  years  later  was  elected  an  auditor.  He  was  a  generous 
contributor  to  the  Benevolent  Fund,  and  was  connected  with 
several  benevolent  institutions.  A  vote  of  condolence  with 
the  family  was  passed,  the  Council  all  standing. 

The  Late  Mr.  Bullock. 

The  President  next  spoke  of  the  death  of  Mr.  Lloyd 
Bullock,  the  last  surviving  founder  of  the  Society,  which 
occurred  on  June  3.  He  (the  speaker)  understood  that  Mr. 
Bullock  was  the  last  of  his  family,  so  that  a  vote  of  con- 
dolence would  not  be  suitable,  but  he  proposed  that  the 
regrets  of  the  Council  be  entered  on  the  minutes. 

Mr.  Carteighe  said  Mr.  Bullock  belonged  to  an  age  when 
very  few  of  the  present  generation  could  know  anything  of 
him.  When  he  (the  speaker)  first  made  the  acquaintance 
of  Mr.  Bullock  some  forty-five  years  ago,  he  was  looked  upon 
as  a  senior  in  pharmacy,  and  highly  esteemed  by  all  classes 
of  scientific  men.  Mr.  Bullock  was  one  of  the  first  to  go  to 
Germany  in  those  prehistoric  days  to  learn  chemistry.  He 
returned  without  a  degree  but  with  a  knowledge  of 
chemistry  which  he  devoted  to  pharmacy.  He  was  one  of 
the  two  great  lights  of  pharmacy,  with  Mr.  Morson,  to  whom 
members  of  the  Royal  Institution  and  others  appealed  for 
practical  information  on  the  subject  of  chemistry  and 
pharmacy.  He  had  a  number  of  distinguished  pupils — 
Linford,  Bolton,  Stephen  Darby,  and  others— who  became 
the  operative  chemists  of  the  time.  The  affection  which  his 
pupils  had  for  Mr.  Bullock  was  astonishing,  which  weekly 
reunions  kept  alive.  Mr.  Bullock  was  a  pioneer  in  scien- 
tific pharmacy,  and  one  who  brought  lustre  to  the  Society. 
He  was  not  a  talking  man,  but  a  profound  philosopher  and 
careful  worker.  "  He  was,"  said  Mr.  Carteighe,  "  the  best 
manipulator  in  analytical  chemistry  I  have  ever  come  across." 
Continuing,  Mr.  Carteighe  referred  to  the  large  number  of 
medical  men  who  knew  and  respected  Mr.  Bullock  for  his 
character  and  ability.  Treating  the  matter  historically,  Mr. 
Carteighe  said  there  was  a  period  when  Mr.  Bullock  was  a 
little  estranged  from  the  active  work  of  the  Society  by 
differences  in  political  views  of  the  Society's  functions. 
Mr.  Bullock  differed  from  Jacob  Bell  on  the  broad  lines  on 
which  admission  to  the  Society  was  governed  by  the  1852 
Act.  There  was  an  action  at  law  in  which,  although  Mr. 
Bullock  was  not  engaged,  he  was  in  sympathy  with  the 
small  group  who  thought  that  the  admission  of  all  chemists 
to  the  Society  without  any  qualification  was  a  mistake.  It 
must  not  be  forgotten  that  the  men  who  belonged  to  the 
Society  in  those  days  were  strong  men,  and  they  naturally 
thought  it  was  a  little  unfortunate  to  open  the  door  to  every- 
one. The  chemists  and  druggists  of  that  time  did  not  avail 
themselves  of  the  privileges,  and  much  of  the  work  had  to  be 
done  over  again  by  the  1868  Act  before  the  trade  became 
united  When  the  difficulties  were  over  Mr.  Bullock  made 
no  secret  of  his  desire  to  help  the  Society.  Those  who  have 
had  anything  to  do  with  the  executive  work  of  the  Society 
know  that  he  was  a  "prince"  of  generosity,  and,  added 
Mr.  Carteighe,  "  I  should  not  be  surprised  to  learn  that  he 
has  left  all  he  possessed  for  the  benefit  of  mankind  and  the 
craft."  , 

The  motion  to  record  the  regret  of  the  Council'on  the 
minutes  was  carried,  all  upstanding. 

The  Secretary  said  that,  hearing  Mr.  Bullock  was  ill,  lie 
called  at  his  house  last  Sunday,  only  to  find  that  he  had 
passed  away.  He  (the  Secretary)  had  written  to  Mr. 
Stephen  Darby  for  some  particulars  of  Mr.  Bullock's 
career,  and  Mr.  Darby  informed  him  that  although  he 
had  not  much  to  say  about  Mr.  Bullock's  career,  he  could 
write  much  about  him  as  a  man.  Mr.  Bullock  was  ap- 
prenticed to  a  Mr.  Williams,  of  New  Town,  and  then 
went  as  a  pupil  to  Dumas,  of  Paris.  Next,  he  studied 
at  Giessen  under  Liebig,  and  returned  to  M.  Dumas. 
During  his  residence  in  Paris,  Mr.  Bullock  took  a  course 
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of  toxicology  with  Orfila,  and  a  course  of  comparative 
anatomy  under  another  professor.  In  1841  Mr.  Bullcck 
commenced  business,  in  1843  starting  the  College  of 
Chemistry  mainly  with  the  idea  of  finding  an  opening 
for  Dr.  Heinrich  Will,  one  of  his  former  teachers.  Dr. 
Will,  shortly  afterwards  receiving  an  important  position 
at  Griessen,  was  succeeded  by  Dr.  Hoffmann,  another  of 
Mr.  Bullock's  old  demonstrators.  Mr.  Bullock  translated 
into  English  Fresinius's  "  Qualitative  Chemical  Analysis." 

The  Secretary  at  this  stage  said  that  some  years  ago 
Mr.  Bullock  brought  to  the  office  two  portraits  of  Liebig, 
one  at  the  age  of  eighteen,  and  the  other,  a  signed  one, 
at  a  later  age.  Mr.  Bullock  asked  him  (the  Secretary)  to 
present  the  portraits  to  the  Society,  but  not  to  disclose  the 
name  of  the  donor  till  his  (Mr.  Bullock's)  death. 

The  President  on  behalf  of  the  Society  accepted  the 
portraits,  remarking  that  the  Secretary  had  disclosed  a  de- 
lightful trait  in  Mr.  Bullock's  character. 

Mr.  Carteighe  said  it  must  not  be  forgotten  that  Mr. 
Bullock  commenced  his  career  before  the  foundation  of 
the  Society. 

Portrait  of  the  late  Mr.  Hampson. 

The  President  then  announced  that  the  adopted  son 
of  the  late  Mr.  Robert  Hampson  had  asked  the  acceptance 
of  the  Society  of  a  portrait  in  oils  of  his  father.  Having 
moved  that  the  portrait  be  accepted  with  gratitude,  the 
President  called  on  Mr.  Atkins  to  second  the  motion. 

Mr.  Atkins  said  the  picture  was  a  happy  reproduction  of 
the  face  of  his  esteemed  friend.  Politically,  Mr.  Hamp- 
son and  he  were  in  accord,  ethically  and  socially  they 
frequently  had  differences,  but  throughout  his  (the 
speaker's)  life  he  never  met  a  man  more  true,  sincere,  and 
profound  in  his  convictions  than  Robert  Hampson.  It 
would  not,  he  thought,  be  betraying  any  confidences  to 
say  that  the  placing  of  the  portrait  in  the  Society's  house 
would  be  a  fulfilment  of  an  ideal  that  Mr.  Hampson  had 
during  his  life.  It  was  one  of  his  (Mr.  Hampson's) 
greatest  hopes  that  he  would  be  President  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society.  His  health,  however,  had  not  permitted 
that.  He  (Mr.  Atkins)  never  knew  a  more  unselfish  life 
amidst  physical  disabilities  during  which  the  sense  of  pain 
and  anxiety  were  never  absent,  and  yet,  added  Mr.  Atkins, 
"his  loyalty  to  the  Society  and  the  craft  was  one  of  the 
noblest  things  I  have  ever  come  across.  He  loved  beauti- 
ful things,  he  was  a  lover  of  art,  literature,  science,  and 
humanity  in  the  highest  sense." 

Elections  and  Restorations. 
A  number  of  members  and  student  associates  were  elected 
and  some  others  restored  to  their  former  positions  in  the 
Society.  The  names  of  three  persons  were  also  restored  to 
the  register  of  chemists  and  druggists  after  having  made 
the  required  declaration. 

Finance. 

The  report  of  the  members  of  Council  who  sat  as  a  Finance 
Committee  was  then  presented  by  Mr.  Harrington  and 
approved  of.    The  report  showed  the  following  balances  :

Benevolence. 

The  report  of  the  acting  Benevolent  Fund  Committee  was 
next  considered  in  camera,  after  which 

Mr.  Atkins  proposed  the  adoption  of  the  report.  There 
were,  he  said,  eleven  cases  before  the  committee  :  two  were 
deferred,  two  declined,  and  seven  relieved.    The  amount 


spent  was  96/.  Some  of  the  cases  were  rather  intricate,  but 
in  some  of  these  the  committee  were  very  greatly  helped  by 
members  of  Council,  who  took  a  lot  of  trouble  in  investi- 
gating cases  in  their  neighbourhood. 

Mr.  Gibson  seconded,  and  the  report  was  adopted. 

The  Treasurer  was  authorised  to  pay  30/.  to  the  London 
Orphan  Asylum  for  the  support  of  the  boy  Bennet  till 
May  31  next  year. 

Library,  etc..  Committee. 

The  report  of  the  councillors  who  acted  as  a  Library, 
Museum,  School,  and  House  Committee  was  then  taken. 
The  report  referred  to  the  Society's  libraries  and  museums, 
the  closing  hours  being  readjusted  for  the  summer.  Messrs. 
Parkinson's  account  for  21.  19s.  9r/.  was  approved.  The 
paragraphs  about  the  school  stated  that  Mr.  C.  H.  Warner, 
the  new  demonstrator  in  the  chemical  laboratory,  had  com- 
menced his  duties,  and  that  Mr.  Naylor  desired  to  work 
in  the  laboratories  for  a  month.  The  stipend  of  the  Pro- 
fessor of  Pharmaceutics  was  recommended  to  be  increased 
by  100/.  from  July  1.  Dealing  with  the  research  laboratory, 
a  Major  student  asked  to  be  admitted  to  the  laboratory  of 
applied  pharmaceutics,  and  his  application  was  granted.  A 
member  of  the  Society  also  applied  to  be  admitted  for  one 
week,  but  his  request  was  not  acceded  to.  Three  applica- 
tions for  the  Burroughs  Scholarship  were  received,  and  it 
was  recommended  that  Mr.  Treneer  be  appointed  for  the 
ensuing  session. 

Mr.  Carteighe,  in  proposing  the  adoption  of  the  report, 
said  the  increase  in  the  stipend  of  the  Professor  of  Phar- 
maceutics was  the  outcome  of  long  consideration.  When 
the  school  was  taken  over  by  the  Society  some  years  ago  it 
was  necessary  to  feel  their  way,  and  learn  by  experience, 
what  the  emoluments  of  the  positions  were.  It  was  neces- 
sary to  make  certain  guarantees  to  the  professors  of  chemis- 
try and  pharmaceutics.  That  system  had  been  discontinued, 
and  it  has  been  found  that  the  professors  have  suffered. 
Professor  Greenish  not  only  devotes  his  whole  time  to  the 
school,  but  is  one  of  the  most  important  officials  in  connec- 
tion with  the  evening  meetings.  All  his  time  is  thus  taken 
up,  and  he  has  no  spare  time  in  which  to  add  to  his  salary. 
He  is  so  unassuming,  unaggressive,  and  conscientious  that  he 
scarcely  makes  any  serious  attempt  to  get  his  case  considered 
by  the  committee.  The  committee  had,  however,  approached 
the  matter  from  the  outside,  and,  considering  the  additional 
work  resulting  from  the  extension  of  the  laboratories  and 
the  work  in  connection  with  the  evening  meetings,  thought 
that  the  increase  has  been  fairly  earned.  The  increase  is 
not  on  account  of  the  school,  but  on  account  of  the  general 
work  of  the  Society. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

Organisation. 
The  report  of  the  acting  Organisation  Committee  dealt 
with  visits  paid  by  the  Secretary  to  Hull,  Wakefield,  and 
Huddersfield.  The  procedure  to  be  adopted  at  the  district 
meetings  was  discussed,  and  it  was  decided  that  the  Chair 
man  should  deliver  an  address  on  some  subject  connected 
with  the  relationship  of  chemists  and  druggists  to  the 
public. 

The  President,  in  moving  the  adoption  of  the  report, 
said  district  meetings  have  been  arranged  to  be  held  at 
Leeds,  York.  Bristol,  and  Brighton. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

Appointment  of  Auditor. 
Mr.  Frederick  Janson  Hanbury  was,  on  the  proposition  of 
the  President,  elected  an  auditor  of  the  Society  in  place  of 
the  late  Mr.  Yates. 

The  Pharmacy  Bill. 
The  acting  Parliamentary  Committee  reported  that  the 
Pharmacy  Bill  is  first  on  the  orders  of  the  day  for  June  23, 
and  Mr.  Lough  had  been  communicated  with  to  see  what 
steps  can  be  taken  to  further  the  passing  of  the  Bill 
through  that  stage.  It  is  proposed  to  appoint  a  sub-com- 
mittee of  the  London  members  of  Council  to  be  ready 
to  meet  any  further  development  and  put  the  views  of  the 
Society  before  the  Parliamentary  Committee,  to  whom  the 
Bill  would  be  referred.  In  regard  to  the  deputation  which 
waited  on  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture, 
urging  him  to  promote  legislation  having  for  its  object 
the  relaxation  of  the  poison  regulations,  it  was  resolved 
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ro  ask  Mr.  Fellowes  to  receive  a  deputation  to  point  out 
the  unfounded  nature  of  the  demands. 

The  President,  moving  the  adoption  of  the  report, 
hoped  the  Government  would  not  take  up  the  whole  of  the 
time  of  the  House  after  Whitsuntide.  A  chat  he  had  had 
with  some  parliamentarians  the  other  night  was  not  very 
encouraging  as  to  the  progress  the  Bill  is  likely  to  make. 
It  is  necessary,  however,  to  take  all  precautions.  The 
Society  will  not  hesitate  to  ask  the  divisional  secretaries 
to  write  to  their  members  of  Parliament  if  required. 
It  was  considered  better  to  see  the  Board  of  Agriculture 
in  regard  to  the  suggested  relaxation  of  the  poison  regula- 
tions, although  the  Board  would  probably  find  out  when 
approaching  the  Privy  Council  that  the' matter  is  not  so 
simple  as  it  seems. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

General  Purposes  Committee. 

The  report  of  the  councillors  acting  as  a  General  Pur- 
poses Committee  referred  to  the  standing  committees  for  the 
ensuing  year.  These  are  practically  the  same  as  last  year, 
except  that  on  the  Finance  Committee  Mr.  Wootton  takes 
the  place  of  Mr.  Cooper,  on  the  Law  Committee  Mr.  Currie 
replaces  Mr.  Storrar,  Mr.  Harrington  is  added  to  the 
"Journal"  Committee,  and  Mr.  Gifford  to  the  Organisa- 
tion Committee.  The  committee  also  considered  what 
steps  could  be  taken  to  induce  chemists  whose  subscriptions 
had  lapsed  to  rejoin  the  Society.  Four  hundred  subscrip- 
tions have  lapsed  in  addition  to  the  members  who  have 
definitely  retired.  By  communicating  with  the  divisional 
secretaries  sixty  had  been  induced  to  rejoin.  The  others 
have  been  asked  to  return  their  certificate  of  membership, 
and  it  has  been  arranged  that  the  divisional  secretaries 
shall  call  on  the  lapsed  members  in  their  district  and  inquire 
the  reason  for  discontinuance.  A  form  is  to  be  filled  in 
by  the  divisional  secretaries. 

The  report  also  dealt  with  the  results  of  the  competition 
for  school  prizes.  The  Dean  recommended  the  following 
awards  : 

Botany. — Bronze  Medal,  Charles  Gilling ;  Certificates  of 
Honour,  C.  S.  White  and  C.  H.  Dixon. 

Practical  Chemistry. — Bronze  Medal,  Charles  Gilling;  Cer- 
tificate of  Honour,  Percy  A.  W.  Self  ;  Certificates  of  Honour 
(equal),  A.  W.  Thompson  and  C.  S.  White. 

Theoretical  Chemistry. — Bronze  Modal,  Percy  A.  W.  Self. 

Materia  Medico,. — Bronze  Medal,  Charles  Gilling;  Certi- 
ficates of  Honour,  Percy  A.  W.  Self  and  C.  H.  Dixon. 

Pharmacy. — Martindale  Memorial  Medal.  A.  G.  Harring- 
ton ;  Certificates  of  Honour,  Percy  A.  W.  Self  and  Adah 
Falconer. 

The  President,  in  moving  the  adoption  of  the  report, 
said  in  a  large  society  it  must  be  expected  that  a  considerable 
number  of  members  would  leave  each  year,  but  it  is  the 
duty  of  every  member  of  Council  to  keeit  down  the  leakage. 
It  must  not  be  thought,  however,  that  the  greatest  care  has 
not  hitherto  been  taken. 

Dr.  Symes  said  he  believed  that  the  members  got  notice 
that  their  subscription  had  expired  two  mcnths  before  the 
time  for  payment.  He  did  not  think  this  a  good  plan  ;  three 
days  before  would  be  enough,  as  if  too  long  notice  is  given 
the  letters  are  apt  to  be  put  on  one  side  and  forgotten. 

Mr.  Newsholme  asked  if  the  Secretary  would  tell  the 
Council  what  steps  he  takes  to  obtain  the  renewal  of  sub- 
scriptions. 

The  Secretary  outlined  the  process,  which  consists  in 
sending  out  notices  in  the  first  three  weeks  in  January  and 
last  reminders  at  the  end  of  March.  A  few  weeks'  grace  is 
then  allowed  and  the  stoppage  of  the  "  Journal  "  brings  in 
a  few  subscriptions.  Letters  had  been  sent  to  163  divisional 
secretaries  asking  them  to  call  on  defaulters  in  their  district 
and  inquire  why  the  subscriptions  have  been  stopped. 
These  replies,  which  are  reaching  the  office  gradually,  have 
not  yet  been  analysed. 

Dr.  Symes  said  he  did  not  wish  to  blame  the  office. 

Mr.  Storrar  said  the  suggested  form  would  relieve  the 
office  of  the  necessity  of  analysing  the  replies. 

The  Secretary  :  It  will  be  much  better. 

Mr.  Storrar  (continuing)  said  the  secessions  were  due  to 
practical  indifference  to  the  work  of  the  Society.  Chemists 
do  not  recognise  the  Society  as  a  benefit  society  at  all,  and 
fancy  they  do  not  get  a  return  for  their  mcney. 


Divisional  Secretaries. 
Mr.  F.  G.  Curtis  was  appointed  divisional  secretary  for 
Hythe.  Mr.  S.  V.  Booth  for  Tunbridge  Wells,  and  Mr. 
J.'H.  Hull  for  the  Barkeston  Division  of  Yorkshire. 
The  Sale  of  Poison. 
Dr.  Symes  then  moved  : 

That  the  General  Purposes  Committee  be  requested  to 
consider  and  report  to  the  Council  on  the  best  means  of 
securing  uniform  practice  in  regard  to  the  sale  of  poisons 
in  Parts  1  and  2  of  the  Poisons  Schedule  of  the  Pharmacy 
Act. 

His  object,  Dr.  Symes  explained,  is  to  obtain  something 
like  uniformity  in  the  practice  adopted  in  the  sale  of 
poisons  by  chemists.  He  knew  it  was  a  difficult  question  to 
solve,  but  he  thought  it  was  the  moral  duty  of  the  Council 
to  assist  in  obtaining  a  solution.  The  public  confidence 
would  be  increased  by  uniformity  in  practice.  Differences 
of  procedure  by  chemists  tended  to  weaken  the  confidence 
of  the  public  in  pharmacy  and  the  laws  surrounding  the 
sale  of  poison.  The  Council  should  not  leave  it  to  the 
discretion  of  each  chemist,  but  try  to  formulate  a  definition 
as  to  what  is  meant  by  a  preparation. 

Mr.  Hobbs  seconded  the  motion  and  said  that  there  is  a 
tendency  amongst  chemists,  owing  to  stress  of  competition, 
to  fulfil  onlv  the  legal  obligations  in  the  sale  of  poison  and 
neglect  the"moral  duties.  There  have,  he  thought,  been 
circumstances  since  the  passing  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868. 
to  justify  a  reconsideration  of  the  subject. 

Mr.  Wootton  said  he  strongly  supported  the  two  previous 
speakers,  as  he  saw  extreme  danger  to  the  stability  of  the 
Pharmacy  Act  if  the  poison  schedule  is  to  be  used  in  the  way 
the  legal"  authorities  say  it  should  be.  To  treat  compara- 
tively harmless  substances  with  the  same  restrictions  as 
prussic  acid  tended  to  bring  the  Act  into  ridicule.  He 
did  not  altogether  agree  that  a  definition  of  a  preparation 
would  help  chemists,  as  the  courts  of  law  have  already 
settled  the  matter.  He  saw  great  difficulties  in  framing  a 
system,  but  many  points  could  be  usefully  discussed  by  the 
committee.  Possibly  it  would  be  found  that  the  Act  would 
need  amending,  and  in  that  case  he  would  like  to  know 
whether  it  would  be  possible,  if  the  matter  could  be  arranged, 
to  introduce  it  in  the  Pharmacy  Bill.  It  would  probably 
be  too  late  next  month. 

The  President  said  that  would  not  stop  the  committee 
from  discussing  the  matter.  He  suggested  that  the  mover 
and  seconder  of  the  resolution  should  formulate  schemes 
and  submit  them  to  the  committee.  Any  scheme  which  the 
Council  evolved  could  not  have  legal  force,  but  might  do  good 
in  guiding  the  trade. 

The  resolution  was  passed. 

The  Membership. 
Mr.  Gibson  had  a  motion  to  propose  suggesting  that  every 
student  passing  the  qualifying  examination  should  be  made  a 
member  of  the  Society  without  cost  for  a  year.  He  had 
learnt,  however,  that  such  a  resolution  was  not  possible 
owing  to  the  by-laws.  His  only  object  was  to  increase  the. 
number  of  members  of  the  Society,  and  he  would  withdraw 
his  motion,  and  with  permission  from  the  President  sub- 
:  stitute  the  following  : 

That  it  to  referred  to  the  General  Purposes  Committee  to 
consider  what  steps,  if  any,  be  taken  to  increase  the  mem- 
bership of  the  Society,  especially  in  the  case  of  those  who 
have  just  passed  the  examination  of  the  Society. 
Mr.  Harrington  seconded,  and  asked  that  the  com- 
mittee do  not  confine  themeselves  to  the  resolution,  but 
consider  the  question  of  giving  full  membership  of  the 
Society  to  those  who  pass  the  examinations.  Simply 
giving  a  man  the  "Journal''  would  not  appeal  to  him  at 

!  ail.  ,  ;•  ., 

The  President  pointed  out  that  the  resolution  is  wide 
enough  to  admit  of  a  discussion  of  the  point. 

Mr.  Campkin  thought  the  propositicn  of  great  benefit 
as  it  would  keep  alive  the  members'  interest.  It  should 
not  be  lost  sight  of,  however,  that  the  chemist  is  first 
given  the  advantage  of  being  registered  for  all  time  as 
a  chemist  and  druggist.  Many  do  not  look  beyend  tins 
point,  but  inducements  should  be  offered  for  chemists  to 
become  members  and  make  the  benefits  apparent,  which  at 
present  are  imperfectly  realised.  The  membership  title 
is  becoming  more  and  more  valuable  to  these  in  business> 
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and  it  behoves  those  not  yet  in  business  to  do  nothing  i 
that  would  bring  the  title  in  disrepute  by  engaging  them- 
selves with  unqualified  companies.  The  proposition  is  a 
step  in  the  right  direction,  but  the  old  saying  must  not  be 
forgotten  that  "  if  you  get  anything  for  nothing  it  is  worth 
the  price  you  pay  for  it.''

5.  From  the  Queensland  Pharmacy  Board,  requesting  that 
the  Council  should  make  provision  such  as  would  permit  of 
the  recognition  of  Australian  Pharmaceutical  Certificates, 
and  forwarding  a  copy  of  the  Regulations  providing  for 
reciprocity  with  Tasmania  and  Cape  Colony. 

6.  From  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  South  Australia 
inviting  the  appointment  of  Delegates  to  attend  a  Phar- 
maceutical Conference  in  Adelaide  next  year. 

7.  From  the  Trustees  of  the  London  Parochial  Charities, 
forwarding  copies  of  the  First  Report  of  the  Committee  of 
Management  of  the  Chelsea  Physic  Garden. 

8.  From  the  Royal  Institute  of  Public  Health,  inviting 
the  Council  to  appoint  Delegates  to  attend  tne  London 
Congress  in  July. 

9.  From  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference,  inviting 
the  appointment  of  Delegates  to  the  Brighton  Conference. 

10.  From  Mr.  A.  E.  Hobbs,  of  Tunbridge  Wells,  resign- 
ing his  position  as  Divisional  Secretary  for  Tonbridge. 

11.  From  the  Tunbridge  Wells  and  District  Chemists' 
Association,  suggesting  the  name  of  S.  V.  Booth  for 
appointment  as  Divisional  Secretary  for  Tonbridge. 

The  President,  referring  to  item  6,  said  the  Con- 
ference is  to  be  held  in  September  1906.  Delegates  to  the 
Royal  Institute  of  Public  Health  have  to  pay  one  guinea 
each  for  the  privilege.  The  delegates  appointed  to  the 
British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  were  the  President, 
Vice-President.  Treasurer,  and  Messrs.  Harrington,  Park, 
Hagon,  Currie,  Wootton,  Carteighe.  Cooper,  Gibson.  Symes, 
Gifford,  Atkins.  Newsholme,  Cross,  Atkins,  and  Hobbs. 

An  additional  letter  was  from  the  Vice-Chancellor  of 
the  University  of  Manchester,  calling  attention  to  the 
pharmacy  department  of  the  University  and  applying  for 
a  grant  from  the  funds  of  the  Society. 

The  Educational  Committee  are  to  discuss  this. 

The  Haneury  Medal. 

The  award  of  the  adjudicators  of  the  Hanbury  Medal, 
which  has  already  been  made  public,  was  read,  and  an 
additional  letter  from  Professor  E.  Schmidt  wTas  read, 
thanking  the  adjudicators  for  the  honour  conferred  on 
him.  Professor  Schmidt  will  not  be  able  from  reasons  of 
health  to  come  to  London  to  receive  the  medal,  but  a 
delegate  from  the  German  Embassy  will  attend  on 
October  2  to  receive  the  medal  on  behalf  of  the  professor. 

This  concluded  the  public  business. 


In  an  obituary  notice  of  the  Rev.  R.  E.  G.  Oakley,  who 
was  killed  in  a  cycle  accident,  the  "Times"  says  :  "Mr. 
Oakley  was  untiring  and  fearless  in  his  attendance  on  the 
sick  who  came  within  the  sphere  of  his  duties.  On  one 
occasion  a  patient  was  lying  ill  whose  case  needed  the  use  of 
oxygen.  It  was  late  at  night,  and  none  was  believed  to  be 
available,  but  Mr.  Oakley  knew  that  a  cylinder  of  the  gas 
had  been  sent  down  to  High  Wycombe  that  afternoon  for 
use  at  a  lantern-slide  exhibition  the  following  evening,  and 
was  probably  lying  at  the  goods  station.  He  secured  the 
cylinder  by  methods  akin  to  burglary,  we  believe,  but  the 
life  of  the  sick  person  was  saved. "

— In  addition  to  advertising 
"Throne"  soap  by  means  of  a  motor-car  en  route  to  the 
"Oaks"  at  Epsom,  Messrs.  Edward  Cook  &  Co.,  soap 
specialists,  Bow,  E.,  liberated  500  pigeons  and  doves.  To 
the  leg  of  each  bird  a  small  flexible  label  was  attached,  and 
those  persons  to  whom  the  winged  messengers  flew  were 
asked  to  detach  the  address-label  and  return  it  to  E.  Cook  &

Poison-prevention. — Dr.  Haydn  Brown  has  submitted  to 
us  one  of  his  patented  poison-preventing  discs,  which  seems 
to  be  a  useful  mechanical  aid  for  preventing  accidental 
poisoning.  The  appliance  can  be  attached  to  any  bottle,  so 
that  one  brand  of  poison-bottle  is  not  needed,  and  it  is  easily 
applied  by  pulling  the  free  ends  apart  at  right  angles  to  the 


plane  of  the  disc.  After  placing  in  position,  the  disc  is 
straightened.  It  is  made  of  tin,  and  whenever  the  bottle 
is  touched  there  is  a  distinct  jingle,  which  in  the  dark  would 
remind  the  patient  that  the  bottle  contains  a  poisonous'fluid. 
It  will  also  be  seen  from  the  illustration  that  the  pointed 
edges  and  the  word  poison  are  additional  safeguards.  The 
appliance  is  made  in  three  sizes,  and  Dr.  Haydn  Brown  in- 
forms us  that  the  cost  to  chemists  will  be  only  about  six  a 
penny,  so  that  expense  will  not  stand  in  the  way  of  popular- 
ising the  invention. 


The  Opium  Revenue  in  India  may  be  gauged  by  the 
fact  that  the  two  sales  of  Bengal  opium  in  April  and  May 
show  a  result  of  Rs.  9,15,725  better  than  the  estimate, 
while  the  duty  on  Malwa  opium  for  April  shows  a  decrease 
of  Rs.  3.87,603  on  the  estimate.

Bullock. — At  3  Hanover  Street,  W.,  on  June  3,  Mr.  John 
Lloyd  Bullock,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  aged  ninety-three. 
With  Mr.  Bullock  dies  the  last  of  the  founders  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society.  Mr.  Bullock  was  apprenticed 
with  Mr.  William,  of  Newtown,  and  then  went  as  a  pupil 
to  M.  Dumas,  of  Paris.  Next  he  studied  chemistry  under 
Liebig  at  Giessen,  returning  to  Paris  for  a  course  of  toxi- 
cology under  Orfila.  Mr.  Bullock  commenced  business  as 
an  operative  chemist  at  22  Conduit  Street,  W.,  in  1841. 
a  few  years  afterwards  moving  to  Hanover  Street,  the 
business  being  known  as  Bullock  &  Reynolds,  changing  its 
style  to  J.  L.  Bullock  &  Co.  on  the  retirement  of  the  junior 
partner.  Mr.  Bullock  was  at  the  time  of  his  death  the 
doyen  of  the  Chemical  Society,  having  been  elected  a 
member  as  far  back  as  1842.  He  was  also  a  founder  of  the 
Institute  of  Chemistry  and  the  Society  of  Chemical  In- 
dustry. His  connection  with  pharmacy  has  always  been 
on  the  side  of  scientific  chemistry,  which  is  easily  accounted 
for  when  it  is  remembered  that  on  his  return  from  Germany 
Mr.  Bullock  started  the  historic  (afterwards  Royal) 
College  of  Chemistry  in  Oxford  Street.  He  induced  Dr. 
Heinrich  Will  and  afterwards  Dr.  Hoffmann  to  accept 
the  charge  of  the  school,  and  it  is  well  known  what 
remarkable  effects  the  work  of  this  college — due  to  the 
initiative  of  Mr.  Bullock — had  upon  the  British  chemical 
industry.  To  assist  the  teaching  of  chemistry  Mr.  Bul- 
lock translated  Fresenius'  works  on  chemical  analysis 
into  English.  Mr.  Bullock,  as  mentioned  above,  was  one  of 
the  little  band  of  pharmacists  who  started  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  in  1841,  but  his  scientific  training  was  such 
that  he  did  not  always  see  eye  to  eye  with  his  colleagues 
as  to  the  policy  ©f  the  Society.  He  differed  on  the  question 
of  admitting  as  members  chemists  who  had  not  passed  the 
Society's  examinations,  and  perhaps  he  thought  that  as  the 
examinations  were  purposely  so  modified  as  to  enable  tyros 
in  chemistry  to  pass  them,  he  was  not  unreasonable.  Jacob 
Bell's  view  was,  however,  adopted,  and  unexamined 
chemists  were  able  to  secure  full  membership  of  the  Society. 
There  was  another  little  difference  with  the  Society  over  a 
patent  which  Mr.  Bullock  took  out  in  1846  for  "  amorphous 
quinine."  Baron  Liebig  contributed  a  paper  to  the 
"  Lancet "  in  May  of  that  year  in  which  he  pointed  out  the 
advantages  of  "  amorphous  quinine,"  and  it  rather  surprised 
some  of  his  pharmaceutical  friends  to  find  that  the  Baron, 
through  his  friend  and  pupil  Lloyd  Bullock,  had  filed  a 
specification  at  the  British  Patent  Office  for  this  cin- 
chona salt.  The  patent  specification  taken  out  by  Bullock 
as  "  a  communication  from  abroad"  protected  the  prepara- 
tion of  purified  quinoidine  or  chinoidine  (the  bark  was 
exhausted  with  dilute  sulphuric  acid  and  sulphuretted 
hydrogen  passed  through  the  solution  "to  precipitate 
metallic  and  other  impurities")  and  preparing  from  this 
"amorphous  quinine"  (the  ether  soluble  portion)  and 
"basic  extract  of  bark"  (the  residue  insoluble  in  ether). 
Profe  ssor  Redwood  crossed  swords  with  Bullock  in  the 
"Lancet,"  and  Bullock  vigorously  defended  his  amorphous 
quinine,  which  by  this  time  was  on  the  market.  Redwood's 
contention  was  that  quinoidine  had  been  previously  pre- 


pared in  this  country  by  Howards,  and  that  Bullock's  "amor- 
phous quinine  "  was  but  a  roughly-made  quinoidine.  Mr. 
Bullock  built  up  many  friendships  with  the  West-end  medical 
men  of  that  time.  When  Dr.  Lionel  Beale  suggested  a 
process  in  the  late  'sixties  for  preparing  pepsin  he  got 
Bullock  to  carry  out  the  details,  the  result  being  the  pro- 
duction of  a  pepsina  porci  of  exceptional  strength,  and 
which  was  the  standard  brand  of  pepsin  for  many  years. 
A  short  time  after  there  came  a  demand  for  a  liquid  prepara- 
tion of  pepsin,  and  working  on  the  suggestion  of  Von 
Wittich  to  use  glycerin  as  a  solvent  for  extracting  ferments, 
which  Sir  Michael  Foster  confirmed,  Bullock  produced  this 
well-known  acid  glycerin  of  pepsin.  His  personal  connec- 
tion with  West-end  doctors,  who  extensively  ordered  the 
glycerin  of  pepsin,  built  up  an  enormous  demand — indeed. 
Mr.  Bullock  has  publicly  acknowledged  that  to  the  late  Sir 
W.  B.  Richardson's  recommendation  much  of  the  popularity 
of  his  liquid  preparation  of  pepsin  depends.  Among  other 
pharmaceutical  points  investigated  by  Mr.  Bullock  was  the 
condition  in  which  the  arsenic  exists  in  liquor  arsenicalis. 
His  paper  on  the  subject  some  fifty-five  years  ago  will  be 
found  in  the  "  Lancet."  The  gist  of  the  research  was  that 
a  solution  or  pill  of  arseniate  of  soda  was  a  preferable  mode 
of  administering  arsenic.  The  very  popular  quinine  pre- 
paration known  as  ammoniated  tincture  of  quinine  was 
originally  devised  by  Mr.  Bullock  as  a  result  of  a  desire  to 
improve  on  the  old  ammoniated  tincture  of  cinchona.  Mr. 
Bullock  was  connected  with  many  other  scientific  societies 
than  those  mentioned  above.  He  was  an  active  worker  at 
the  Royal  Institution,  and  joined  the  British  Pharma- 
ceutical Conference  soon  after  its  foundation.  The  late  Mr. 
Linford  was  one  of  Mr.  Bullock's  pupils,  and  Mr.  Stephen 
Darby,  who  is  still  among  us,  speaks  enthusiastically  of 
the  many  characteristics  of  his  former  master.  Mr.  Bullock 
was  always  ready  for  a  chat  on  matters  pharmaceutical,  but 
he  never  desired  publicity;  in  fact,  a  few  months  ago.  in 
the  course  of  an  interesting  letter  in  a  remarkably  firm 
hand-writing,  he  especially  asked  "'us  to  refrain  from  placing 
him  among  our  "veterans."  Another  characteristic  of  Mr. 
Bullock  was  his  habit  of  contributing  money  to  charities 
anonymously.  The  Benevolent  Fund  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  often  benefited  in  this  way,  and  the  Secretary  could 
tell  of  many  visits  he  has  had  at  Christmas  time  and  many 
sums  received  which  the  outside  world  only  knew  were  from 
anonymous  donors.  Mr.  Bullock  was  the  last  of  his  line 
having  survived  all  his  relatives.  Mr.  S.  W.  Ord  has  been 
for  some  years  managing  partner  of  the  business  at 
Hanover  Street,  Mr.  Bullock,  owing  to  his  age,  having 
ceased  to  take  any  active  part  in  his  business  for  many  years. 

Chesebrough. — At  10  Cadogan  Place,  W.,  on  June  7, 
Colonel  William  Henry  Chesebrough,  manager  of  the 
London  branch  of 
the  Chesebrough 
Manufacturing  Co., 
the  proprietors  of 
vaseline.  It  was  Mr. 
Robert  A.  Chese- 
brough, Colonel 
Chesebrough's  bro- 
ther, who  invented 
vaseline,  but  the  two 
brothers  have  been 
so  closely  identified 
that  it  is  not  easy  to 
apportion  to  each 
his  share  in  popu- 
larising the  now  uni- 
versally used  un- 
guent. Vaseline  was 
invented  about  1869 
by  Mr.  R.  A.  Chese- 
brough. and  subse- 
quently patented,  but 

it  was  not  till  about  1876  that  the  medical  profession 
and  the  public  began  to  recognise  the  merits  of  the 
new  substance.  A  short  time  after  this  the  Standard 
Oil  Company  obtained  a  controlling  influence  in  the  manage- 
ment of  the  company.  Mr.  R.  A.  Chesebrough,  how- 
ever, retaining  the  presidency  and  Colonel  W.  fl.  Chese- 
brough the  management  of  the  London  business.  Colonel 
Chesebrough  before  this  was  secretary  to  the  AmericaD

Legation,  having  previously  participated  in  the  American 
war.  At  the  first  battle  of  Bull  Run  he  was  first  lieutenant 
in  the  11th  Infantry  Regiment,  and  after  the  war  became 
Adjutant-General  of  the  division  of  Militia  in  New  York 
City.  Colonel  Chesebrough  had  become  a  well-known  figure 
in  Anglo-American  society  in  London,  and  all  who  came  in 
contact  with  him  either  in  private  or  business  life  testify 
to  the  great  courtesy  and  geniality  with  which  he  treated 
everybody.  Colonel  Chesebrough  was  about  seventy  years 
of  age.  He  had  been  ailing  for  some  time,  and  about 
a  fortnight  ago  he  became  suddenly  worse  and  an  operation 
wa;s  performed.  The  operation  was  successful  and  the 
illness  seemed  to  be  taking  a  more  favourable  turn,  when  a 
relapse  occurred  and  Colonel  Chesebrough  passed  away. 
He  leaves  a  widow  but  no  family.

The  partnership  between  Mr.  Charles  Frederick  Wood- 
bridge  and  Mr.  John  Henry  Wakefield,  chemists  and  drug- 
gists, trading  as  "  Mclsaac  &  Co.,"  chemists,  at  165  Hagley 
Road,  Birmingham,  has  been  dissolved,  and  the  business  will 
in  future  be  carried  on  by  Mr.  Wakefield  alone. 


Hmerican  IRotes. 

(From  our  Correspondent.) 

The  A.  B.  C. — New  York  City  has  what  it  calls  the 
"Apothecaries' Bicycle  Club,"  and  it  is  an  excellent  organi- 
sation. Many  of  the  prominent  druggists  of  the  city  are 
members,  and  every  Thursday  a  cross-country  ride  is  taken 
covering  the  entire  day.  Already  a  schedule  of  the  entire 
season's  run  for  this  year  has  been  drawn  up.  Mr.  Sidney 
Faber,  who  was  Secretary  of  the  New  York  Board  of  Phar- 
macy for  many  years,  is  Secretary  of  the  organisation. 

Pharmaceutical  Elections. — The  hot-bed  of  American 
pharmaceutical  politics  is  to  be  found  in  New  York  City, 
and  the  annual  political  season  is  now  drawing  near.  The 
usual  struggle  for  positions  on  what  is  called  the  "  Eastern 
Branch  "  of  the  New  York  State  Board  of  Pharmacy  has 
begun.  Dr.  George  C.  Diekman  is  a  candidate  for  re-elec- 
tion, but  inasmuch  as  he  is  a  teacher  in  the  New  York 
College  of  Pharmacy,  and  since  there  has  been  in  New  York 
for  years  a  faction  insisting  that  the  board  and  the  colleges 
should  be  kept  absolutely  distinct  from  each  other,  it  is 
likely  that  Professor  Diekman  will  find  a  strong  anti-college 
candidate  in  opposition. 

Protective  Schemes. — Reference  has  been  made  to  the 
"  St.  Louis  Club  "  of  seven  patent-medicine  proprietors,  who 
have  adopted  a  limited  form  of  the  direct-contract  plan,  and 
who  are  sending  representatives  around  to  the  leading  cities 
in  the  country  establishing  as  high  retail  prices  as  possible 
on  the  goods.  The  club  now  reports  that  on  dollar  goods 
a  price  of  91  cents  has  been  established  in  Cleveland.  Ohio, 
83  cents  in  Detroit,  Michigan,  85  cents  in  Washington, 
D.C.,  73  cents  in  Boston  and  other  neighbouring  cities, 
69  cents  in  Chicago,  79  cents  in  Kansas  City,  Missouri,  and 
85  cents  in  St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis,  Minnesota.  Since 
the  Wells  &  Richardson  Co.,  manufacturers  of  "  Paine's 
Celery  Compound"  and  other  patent  medicines,  adopted 
the  direct-contract  plan  with  a  minimum  retail  price  of 
90  cents,  only  one  complaint  has  been  registered.  Strange 
to  say,  that  came  from  an  association  of  retailers  in  a  western 
city,  who  insisted  that  they  should  be  permitted  to  sell  the 
product  for  83  cents  !  The  druggists  of  the  country  are 
still  marvelling  over  this  phenomenon. 
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"  Xiquo3one/' 

THE  adjourned  inquest  on  the  bodies  of  the  two  children, 
Constance  Adelaide  Sheppard,  aged  three  years  and  ten 
months,  and  Dorothy  May  Sheppard,  aged  two  years  (see 
C.  <£•  D.,  June  3,  p.  862),  was  resumed  by  Dr.  Wynn 
Westcott,  the  Coroner  for  North-East  London,  at  the 
Assembly  Eooms,  Stoke  Newington,  on  June  5. 

The  British  Liquozone  Co.  was  represented  by  Mr. 
Horace  Avory,  K.C.,  and  Mr.  Charles  Matthews;  while 
Mr.  H.  Andrews  appeared  on  behalf  of  the  parents. 
Great  interest  was  manifested  in  the  proceedings,  and 
there  was  a  large  company  present  in  court. 

The  father  of  the  children  was  called,  and  the  evidence 
he  had  previously  given  was  read  over  to  him,  after  which 
he  was  cross-examined  by  Mr.  Andrews  and  Mr.  Horace 
Avory.  In  reply  to  questions,  witness  detailed  all  that 
the  deceased  children  had  eaten  on  the  day  before  they 
were  taken  ill.  They  had  not  suffered  with  vomiting, 
sickness,  or  diarrhoea  before  taking  the  "Liquozone."  He 
himself  took  a  dose  and  had  very  bad  pains  in  the 
stomach  and  vomiting.  This  lasted  for  about  an  hour 
after  taking  it.  He  continued  taking  it  because  it  was 
stated  in  the  pamphlet  and  cn  the  bottle  that  nausea 
sometimes  resulted  from  killing  these  germs,  and  the 
destruction  of  them  could  not  always  be  accomplished 
without  unpleasantness. 

Dr.  Theophilus  Morcom  Harneis,  who  attended  the 
children  for  diarrhoea  and  acute  pains  in  the  stomach, 
said  he  attributed  their  illness  to  some  irritant.  It  was 
difficult  to  say  what  caused  it,  but  he  could  not  satisfy 
himself  that  it  was  anything  other  than  the  "Liquozone." 
He  attended  the  father  and  mother  for  the  same  complaint, 
which,  he  was  of  opinion,  arose  from  the  same  cause.  In 
cross-examination  by  Mr.  Avory,  witness  said  he  thought 
they  were  all  suffering  from  some  irritant  poison,  but  he 
was  not  sufficiently  specialised  in  poisons  to  say  that  the 
symptoms  were  such  as  might  occur  in  bacteriological 
poisoning.  Witness  then  went  on  to  describe  the  illness 
and  subsequent  death  of  the  second  ch  id. 

Mr.  Avory  :  Did  you  take  the  temperature  of  either 
of  these  children  ?— Yes ;  on  the  Monday  the  temperature 
was  103. 

That  is  far  above  the  normal?— Yes;  the  normal  is 
98.4.  But  on  the  following  day  the  temperature  was 
below  normal. 

And  the  other  child?— On  the  second  or  third  day  the 
temperature  was  below  normal. 

Dr.  Frederick  John  Smith,  F.R.C.P.,  F.R.C.S.,  said  he 
examined  the  body  of  the  younger  child  cn  Monday, 
May  29,  Professor  Pepper  and  another  medical  man 
representing  the  company  (Dr.  John  Armstrong)  also  being 
present.  He  found  absolutely  no  trace  of  disease,  and 
no  trace  of  any  irritant,  either  in  the  stomach  or  bowels, 
that  could  be  spoken  of  as  serious.  He  took  a  portion  of 
the  viscera  and  brain  of  the  child  and  removed  them  to 
the  London  Hospital.  There  were  no  wounds  or  internal 
injuries,  and  no  trace  of  worms,  but  a  portion  of  the 
intestines  had  been  reserved  for  Sir  Thomas  Stevenson  to 
examine. 

One  or  two  days'  diarrhoea  and  sickness  would  be  likely 
to  remove  any  irritant  originally  there.  Supposing  the 
child  had  taken  sulphurous  acid  and  water,  one  would 
not  be  likely  to  find  them  in  the  intestines  or  stomach 
.  Sulphurous  acid  is  rapidly  converted  and  a  good  deal  of 
it  would  pass  off.  His  opinion  of  the  cause  of  death  was 
founded  on  other  evidence.  Accepting  that  evidence,  he 
had  no  hesitation  whatever  in  ascribing  it  to  the  "Liquo- 
zone." He  thought  a  teaspoon  would  hold  a  drachm,  and 
that  the  bottles' of  "Liquozone"  contained  about  10  oz. 
of  the  liquid. 

Mr.  Andrews  :  Can  you  gather  from  your  examination 
how  this  stuff  is  made?— I  have  no  means  of  knowing  that, 
but  the  result,  when  handed  to  the  public,  is  a  solution  of 
sulphurous  acid  largely. 

Suppose  the  child  was  given  this  on  an  empty  stomach, 
before  breakfast.  That  would  have  to  be  taken  into  con- 
sideration ? — Yes ;  I  think  it  is  an  important  point  to  give 
such  an  irritant  as  sulphurous  acid  on  an  empty  stomach. 

Wo  may  take  it  that  germs  would  not  long  exist  in 


oxygen? — They  would  not  in  sulphurous  acid.  It  would 
have  to  be  a  very  clever  germ  to  live  long  in  that. 

It  is  recommended  to  cure  piles.  Are  there  any  germs 
in  piles? — I  dcn*t  think  so. 

Mr.  Avory  :  Is  Sir  Thomas  Stevenson  examining  the 
iscera  and  brain  ? 

The  Coroner  :  I  understand  the  Treasury  have  asked 
him  to  examine  the  liquid.    I  don't  know  about  the  other. 

Detective-Inspector  Martin  said  this  was  to  be  left  to 
the  discretion  of  Sir  Thomas. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Avory,  Dr.  Smith  said  the 
stomach  of  the  second  child  was  practically  a  replica  of  the 
first.  There  was  a  small  red  patch — smaller  than  a  six- 
pence in  size — in  the  stomach  of  the  first,  and  a  similar 
patch,  but  smaller,  in  the  second ;  but  such  patches  were 
not  an  indication  of  irritant  poison.  His  opinion  that  the 
hild  was  poisoned  by  "Liquozone"  was  based  almost  en- 
tirely on  the  clinical  evidence.  The  cross-examination  then 
proceeded  : 

Mr.  Avory:  Isn't  it  quite?— Well,  yes;  there  was  nothi  g 
corroborative  in  the  post-mortem,  but  it  was  all  compatible 
with  irritant  poison.  .  . 

Thero  was  no  evidence  in  the  post-mortem  of  irritant 
poison? — Quite  right. 

Yet  you  said  in  your  evidence  that  the  little  patch  was 
suggestive  of  irritant  poison  ?— And  I  say  so  now.  We  find  it 
in  irritant  poison,  and  in  other  conditions  too. 

Were  you  correctly  reported  to  have  said  that  from  your 
cursory  examination  of  "  Liquozone  "  you  found  a  traco  of 
free  chlorine  ? — Yes. 

You  have  said  you  are  not  here  as  a  chemist.   Are  you  aware 
that  it  is  a  chemical  impossibility  for  free  chlorine  and  sul- 
phurous acid  to  be  together  ?— If  Dr.  Luff  says  it  is  so.  I  will 
agree  to  it.  I  think  I  shall  have  to  take  back  the  word  "  frc  2 
from  "  chlorine." 

Mr.  Avory:  The  question  is,  What  irritant  poison  is  thci  ■ 
in  this  "Liquozone"?  I  think  you  said  its  chief  constituent 
is  sulphurous  acid,  and  that  is  what  you  suggest  is  an  irritant 
poison  ? — Yes,  that  is  so. 

Now,  in  what  proportion  do  you  suggest  the  sulphurous 
acid  is  present  in  this  liquid  ?— There,  again,  we  are  trenching 
on  chemistry;  but,  roughly,  in  the  liquid  given  to  u5  vie 
measured  about  .3  per  cent. 

I  suggest  it  is  .26.  But  you  make  it  .3  per  cent.,  whereas 
the  strength  of  sulphurous  acid  is  given  in  the  British  Phar- 
macopoeia as  5  per  cent.  Do  you  know  the  dose  given  in  tl  ■ 
British  Pharmacopoeia  is  a  half  to  one  teaspoonful.  so  that  in 
this  case  the  child  had  in  the  half-teaspoonful  one-nineteenth  of 
the  smallest  dose  recommended  in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  ? 
— Accepting  your  figures,  certainly  that  is  correct. 

Is  not  sulphurous  acid  recommended  in  the  text-books  a? 
being  useful  in  cases  of  vomiting— to  stop  it,  not  to  increase 
it  ? — I  don't  know.  I  believe  it  has  been  recommended  for 
dyspepsia. 

It  might  produce  constipation  rather  than  diarrhoea.  Is  1  ot 
that  a  fact  recognised  by  text-books  ?— It  is  not  a  fact  re- 
cognised by  me.    I  don't  know  about  the  text-books. 

Will  you  tell  me  any  work  of  authority  where  sulphui  o-s 
acid  is  classified  as  an  irritant  poison? — Yes,  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia. 

And  it  is  classified  there  as  an  irritant  poison  ? — I  won  t 
define  poison;  it  is  classified  as  an  irritant. 

But  the  expression  "irritant  poison"  is  well  recognised, 
isn't  it? — Among  ourselves  we  know  what  it  is,  but  we  cannot 
define  it.  '  . 

I  was  suggesting  to  you  no  work  of  authority  callr-  sul- 
phurous acid  an  irritant  poison  ?— Simply  because  no  work  of 
authority  will  define  an  irritant  poison. 

Your  answer  really  is  no  work  of  authority  calls  it  an  irri- 
tant poison?— That  it  definitely  says  it  is  an  irritant  poison- 
no.  But  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  admits  that  sulphurous 
acid  is  an  irritant  of  the  alimentary  canal. 

I  ask  you  to  mention  any  work  which  classifies  it  as  an 
irritant  poison  ?— I  refuse  to  answer  the  question,  becau;  i  1 
will  not  define  a  poison.  ,         .    •  , 

Mr.  Avory:  You  said  the  child  had  at  least  twice,  and 
probably  three  times,  the  close  it  should  have  had  ?-- Certainly. 

I  want  to  know  how  you  calculate  that  ?  —We  have  a  s:mpl  • 
formula— the  age  plus  12.  This  child  was  four  ;  therefoi  \  -if 
the  dose  for  an  adult  was  one  teaspoonful.  for  her  it  would 
have  been  a  quarter. 

And  if  the  dose  for  an  adult  was  two  teaspoonfuls,  then  halt 
a  teaspoonful  was  just  right  for  this  child  ?— Certainly. 

Mr.  Andrews  (re-examining)  :  The  directions  111  the  Brit  >h 
Pharmacopoeia  apply  to  known  medicines.  They  do  not  apply 
to  "  Liquozone  "  ?— Certainly  not  .  ,  . 

It  might  be  those  formulas,  if  applied  to  this,  might  bo 
absolutely  wrong  ?— Certainly,  it  is  possible. 

I  did  not  understand  you  to  say  these  children  were  poisoned 
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by  sulphurous  acid  ?— No,  I  did  not.  My  opinion  is  they  died 
because  thoy  took  "  Liquozone.'' 

Adelaide  Sheppard,  the  mother,  was  then  called,  and  the 
Coroner  remarked  that  the  child  had  been  given  this  medi- 
cine with  such  serious  results  because  witness  was  under 
the  delusion  that  "  germs"  meant  intestinal  worms.  They 
also  knew  that  in  the  pamphlet  the  company  did  not  recom- 
mend "  Liquozone"  for  worms.  The  only  point  of  import- 
ance in  this  witness's  evidence  was  the  fact  that  all  the 
family  partook  of  watercress  for  tea  on  the  day  before  their 
illness. 

Mr.  Avory  remarked  that  Professor  Pepper  was  present 
and  would  give  evidence,  but  he  thought  it  would  be  better 
to  have  Sir  Thomas  Stevenson's  report  first,  as  some  of  it 
might  be  unnecessary.  The  Coroner  agreed,  but  said  he 
would  like  to  hear  the  company's  medical  adviser. 

Dr.  Robert  Wallace,  of  Bisfey,  who  described  himself  as 
a  registered  medical  practitioner  not  in  practice,  said  he 
corresponded  with  patients  who  took  "  Liquozone, "  and  the 
company  paid  him  for  it.  He  had  been  with  them  about  six 
weeks.  He  had  taken  the  stuff  himself  two  or  three  times, 
and  as  much  as  an  ounce  at  a  time,  and  had  no  abdominal 
pains  or  diarrhoea.  He  confessed  it  smelt  pungently,  but 
thought  it  could  be  drunk  neat,  and  said  he  himself  had  so 
taken  it.  He  did  not  know  if  there  was  any  oxygen  or 
chlorine  in  "Liquozone."  One  or  two  people  had  com- 
plained that  they  had  nausea  after  taking  it.  as  they  would 
after  taking  Epsom  salts  cr  any  ordinary  medicine.  He  did 
not  write  the  pamphlet  referred  to.  He  sometimes  spoke 
well  of  it  in  writing  to  correspondents,  but  did  not  recom- 
mend it  to  everyone.  He  did  not  advise  as  to  doses  for 
children.  He  had  no  fears  of  the  General  Medical  Council 
or  of  anybody. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Andrews,  witness  said  he  did  not 
know  when  the  company  was  registered.  He  was  paid  a 
retaining-fee.  but  declined  to  say  what  it  was.  He  should 
not  recommend  anyone  to  take  "Liquozone"  neat  or  in 
large  doses,  although  he  had  done  so.  He  had  not  analysed 
it, 

Mr;  Andrews:  Don't  you  think  it  would  be  as  well  to  know 
the  constituent  parts  of  a  medicine  before  you  recommend 
it  ? — I  did  not  consider  it  my  duty  to  analyse  it. 

Is  it  proper  conduct  for  a  medical  man  to  prescribe  a  medi- 
cine when  he  does  not  know  what  it  is  ? — I  don't  suppose 
many  medical  men  know. 

Do  you  agree  that  it  cures  piles? — Yes.  I  have  cured 
several  cases  of  piles  by  "  Liquozone." 

Are  you  prepared  to  swear  you  have  not  heard  of  another 
death  rightly  or  wrongly  attributed  to  "  Liquozone  "  ? — One  ; 
it  was  said  to  have  had  something  to  do  with  the  death  of  a 
chronic  alcoholic  patient. 

Can  you  tell  us  if  the  "Liquozone"  was  taken  under  the 
impression  that  alcoholism  was  a  germ?  (Laughter.) 

Mr.  Avory:  In  that  case  was  it  suggested  deceased  took 
one  dose  of  "  Liquozone  "  a  fortnight  before  her  death  ?— Yes. 

You  meant  just  now  that  medical  men  did  not  always 
analyse  the  medicine  they  prescribe  ?— They  never  do. 

They  have  not  the  chemical  knowledge,  but  are  guided  by 
the  effects  of  the  medicine  ? — Certainly. 

Mr.  Andrews:  Before  you  had  anything  to  do  with  this 
company,  have  you  ever  prescribed  sulphurous  acid  ?— Yes  at 
.Barnsbury. 

And  do  you  seriously  suggest  that  medical  men  gain  their 
knowledge  of  medicine  by  waiting  for  its  effect  ?— I  mean  a 
medical  man  prescribes  quinine,  for  instance,  without  bein^ 
able  to  give  the  formula  for  it,  I  say  that  a  medical  man 
judges  the  effect  of  a  medicine  by  his  experience  of  it  with 
Ins  patients. 

If  it  killed  the  patients  he  would  know  it  did  not  agree  with 
them,  I  suppose  ?  (Laughter.) 

In  reply  to  a  juror,  witness  said  he  took  "Liquozone" 
because  he  was  surprised  to  hear  what  was  said  about  it  and 
he  wanted  to  try  the  effect  on  himself.  He  had  never  tried 
it  before  m  such  big  doses.  When  he  went  to  the  company 
he  knew  what  it  contained  in  a  general  sort  of  way  He 
knew  the  experience  of  it  in  America  was  good.  As  a 
medical  man  he  would  recommend  it  for  the  things  men- 
tioned in  the  pamphlet. 

The  Coroner  :  Is  it  not  a  fact"  that  a  medical  man  prides 
himself  on  dispensing  no  medicine  of  which  he  doesn't 
know  the  constituents  ? — I  don't  think  so. 

The  Coroner  :  My  impression  is  that  that  is  the  distinction 
between  a  quack  and  a  qualified  medical  man.    One  knows 


what  he  is  doing  and  the  other  is  careless  and  puts  medicine 
of  which  he  knows  little  into  bodies  of  which  he  knows  less. 

The  inquiry  was  again  adjourned  until  Monday,  June  26, 
for  the  evidence  of  Sir  Thomas  Stevcnscn.

Phosphorus-poisoning. 

Sir  Charles  Dilke  has  addressed  during  the  week  a  number 
of  questions  to  the  Home  Secretary  on  the  subject  of  phos- 
phorus-poisoning in  match-factories.  In  reply  to  the  first 
of  these  Mr.  Akers-Douglas  stated  that  a  case  of  phosphorus 
poisoning  had  occurred  at  the  factory  of  Messrs.  Moreland  & 
Sons,  Gloucester,  last  March.  The  person  attacked,  it  was 
explained,  was  a  man  who  had  been  employed  some  six  or 
seven  years  at  a  mechanical-dipping  machine  in  a  well- 
ventilated  room.  The  attack  was  a  first  attack,  and  mild  in 
character.  The  investigations  made  showed  that  the  man 
had  been  in  the  habit  of  chewing  tobacco  while  at  work,  and 
had  recently  received  a  blow  on  the  jaw,  which  had  caused  a 
tooth  to  come  out.  Stringent  special  rules  are  in  force  in  the 
factory,  and  Mr.  Akers-Douglas  assured  Sir  Charles  Dilke 
■that  he  would  take  care  that  these  rules  were  not  trans- 
gressed. In  the  circumstances  of  this  particular  case,  how- 
ever, he  did  not  think  that  any  action  en  his  part  was  called 
for. 

In  response  to  a  further  interrogation  from  Sir  Charles 
Dilke  as  to  whether,  in  addition  to  the  case  of  necrosis 
quoted  above,  two  other  cases  had  occurred  recently  at  the 
same  factory,  Mr.  Akers-Douglas  replied  in  the  affirmative. 
One  of  the  cases  reported,  the  Home  Secretary  explained, 
was  the  case  of  a  woman  employed  as  a  boxer  of  thoroughly 
dried  matches,  who  had  a  tooth  extracted,  and  returned  to 
work  directly  afterwards  without  informing  the  firm  and 
obtaining  a  certificate  of  fitness,  as  required  by  the  special 
rules.  The  attack  was  a  first  attack.  The  other,  it  was  ex- 
plained, was  the  case  of  a  man  who  had  phosphorus- 
poisoning  some  years  ago,  and  had  been  employed  since  in 
other  workj  latterly  as  a  night  watchman.  In  the  latter 
employment,  which  was  one  lying  outside  the  scope  of  the 
rules,  it  would  be  his  duty  to  visit  the  dipping  and  other 
rooms  at  night.  It  was  doubtful,  however,  at  present 
whether  the  case  was  one  of  phosphorus-necrosis  at  all.  The 
Home  Secretary  added  that  he  was  now  in  possession  of 
reports  in  all  three  cases,  though  the  investigation  of  the 
third  case  was  not  yet  complete.  In  view  of  the  fact  that 
they  all  occurred  at  one  factory,  Mr.  Akers-Douglas  stated 
that  he  had  called  for  a  special  report  on  the  circumstances  in 
which  they  arose,  and  on  the  working  of  the  special  rules  in 
that  factory. 

Medical  and  Dentists'  Registers. 
Mr.  Weir  has  been  desirous  of  knowing  from  the  Home 
.Secretary,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  during  recent  years 
twenty  names  have  been  struck  off  the  Medical  Register  for 
infamous  conduct  in  a  professional  respect  and  twelve  re- 
stored, while  out  of  six  names  removed  from  the  Dentists' 
Register  for  a  similar  cause  one  has  been  restored,  what  was 
the  nature  of  the  offences  originally  preferred  in  the  case  of 
those  whose  names  have  been  restored.  Mr.  Akers-Douglas, 
however,  replied  that  he  could  hardly  specify  the  offences 
without  identifying  the  persons  implicated  ;  and,  as  they 
had  been  restored  to  the  Register,  this,  in  his  opinion, 
"  would  merely  give  unnecessary  pain  to  individuals,  with- 
out serving  any  useful  public  service." 

The  Shot-hours  Act  in  Operation. 

From  a  reply  given  by  Mr.  Akers-Douglas  to  Mr.  Herbert 
Samuel,  in  which  the  results  for  England  and  Wales  are 
given,  it  would  appear  that  two  local  authorities — namely, 
the  Town  Councils  of  Barnsley  and  Swansea — have  made 
closing  orders  under  the  Shop-hours  Act,  1904,  and  sub- 
mitted them  to  the  Home  Office  authorities  for  confirmation. 
Both  the  orders  apply  only,  however,  to  barbers'  and  hair- 
dressers' shops,  and  their  provisions  cannot  be  finally  con- 
sidered and  confirmed  until  the  expiration  of  the  month 
allowed  for  the  receipt  of  objections.  In  thirteen  other 
cases  (eleven  boroughs  and  two  counties)  draft  orders  at 
various  stages  of  the  procedure  under  the  Act  have,  accord- 
ing to  the  Home  Secretary's  statement,  been  submitted  for 
preliminary  consideration,  and  the  authorities  have  been  or 
are  being  furnished  by  the  Home  Office  with  provisional 
observations  and  suggestions. 


Scientific  progress. 

Temperatures  under  this  heading  are  on  the  Centigrade  scale. 


IVIukogen. — Under  the  name  mukogen,  the  hydrochlorate 
of  dimethylphenyl-ammonium-oxynaphthoxazine  has  been  put 
on  the  market  as  an  antipyretic.  Its  formula  is 
CisHuNaOjCl.  It  forms  blue  crystals,  insoluble  in  water,  but 
soluble  in  alcohol  and  in  alkaline  solution.  It  is  given  in 
doses  of  1.5  to  4.5  grains. 

Codeine. — Schulz  has  re-examined  pure  codeine  with  a 
view  to  definitely  settle  certain  doubtful  points,  raised  by  the 
description  in  the  Russian  Pharmacopoeia.  He  linds  that 
pure  synthetic  codeine,  C,»H2,X03  +  HaO.  dissolves  in  118  parts 
of  water  at  15°  (1  in  80  required  by  the  Russian  Pharma- 
copoeia), and  to  lose  5.68  per  cent,  of  its  weight  at  100°.  Pure 
natural  codeine  has  exactly  the  same  character  in  all  respects 
as  the  synthetic  product. 

lemonsrass  Oil. — Ordinary  Cochin  and  Cejlon  lenun- 
grass  oil  is  soluble  in  3  volumes  of  70-per-cent.  alcohol,  whereas 
that  distilled  in  the  West  Indies,  although  a  very  line  pro- 
duct, is  very  insoluble  in  80  per  cent,  or  even  90  per  cent, 
alcohol.  The  reason  of  this  is  not  yet  known,  but  Schimmel  & 
Co.  point  out  that  the  oil  distilled  from  the  fresh  plants  has  a 
specific  gravity  of  0.912.  an  optical  rotation  of  -0°  15',  and  an 
aldehyde  value  of  60  per  cent.  It  is  also  much  less  soluble  than 
the  ordinary  oil;  and  the  same  peculiarity  is  noticed  with  oil 
distilled  in  the  Cameroons. 

Citronella  Oil. — In  reference  to  the  remarks  we  made 
in  this  column  on  the  testing  of  citroneila  oil  by  Schimmel's 
test  last  week,  a  slight  modification  is  now  necessary.  Origin- 
ally this  test  was  devised  in  the  belief  that  it  would  exclude 
any  adulterative  whatever.  Parry  and  Bennet,  however, 
showed  that  this  was  not  the  case,  and  it  is  now  recognised 
that  a  citronella  oil  to  pass  Schimmel's  test  is  in  reality  one 
containing  as  much  adulterant  as  will  just  satisfy  the  test. 
A  less  stringent  interpretation  of  the  test  is  now  held  in 
Leipsic,  and  so  long  as  the  oil,  when  once  dissolved  in  80  per 
cent,  alcohol,  does  not  throw  out  any  oily  drops,  it  may  bo 
regarded  as  passing  Schimmel's  test,  in  spite  of  a  turbidity 
which  in  former  days  would  have  condemned  the  oil. 

The  Purity  of  Peppermint  Oil. — The  comparatively 
high  price  of  peppermint  oil  and  the  low  price  of  menthol  has 
induced  a  considerable  amount  of  adulteration  of  the  former 
with  the  latter.  And  since  menthol  is  the  principal  consti- 
tuent of  American  oil  of  peppermint,  the  addition  of  an  extra 
quantity  is  not  easy  to  detect,  nor  does  it  in  any  way  damage 
the  oil,  the  only  fraud  being  in  the  relative  values  of  the 
products.  A  number  of  samples  of  oil  of  peppermint  grown 
in  the  South  of  Europe  have  recently  been  examined  in  this 
country,  with  somewhat  peculiar  results.  Some  Mitcham 
plants  were  transplanted  to  the  South  of  Italy,  and  the  first 
distillate,  an  oil  with  a  very  fine  odour,  had  an  optical  rota- 
tion of  -6°,  as  against  a  normal  value  of  about  -25°.  Several 
other  samples  grown  in  Southern  Italy  and  France  had  optical 
rotations  of  -  5°  to  -  10°,  and  Schimmel  &  Co.,  in  their  current 
report,  mention  three  samples  with  optical  rotations  of  -5°. 
-i8°,  and  -35°  respectively,  and  specific  gravities  of  0.925, 
0.911.  and  0.912.  It  is  therefore  clear  that  peppermint  oils 
grown  in  Southern  Europe  are  quite  different  in  their 
characters  from  English  and  American  oils. 

Estimation  of  Alkaloids.— Dragendorff's  well-known  al- 
kaloidal  reagent,  potassium  bismuth  iodide,  is  better  known 
in  this  country  as  Thresh's  reagent.  It  is  made  by  dissolving 
80  grams  of  bismuth  subnitrate  in  200  grams  of  30-per-cent. 
nitric  acid  and  adding  to  this  a  concentrated  solution  of 
272  grams  of  potassium  iodide  in  water,  allowing  the  potas- 
sium nitrate  to  crvstallise  out  and  diluting  the  clear  solution 
to  1  litre.  H.  Thorns  ("  Berichte  der  Deut.  Phar.  Ges."  3,  85) 
reports  on  the  utility  of  the  reagent  for  the  isolation  and 
estimation  of  alkaloids,  such  as  atropine,  which  undergo 
change  by  ordinary  analytical  methods.  Following  upon  the 
report  by  Merck  ("  Berichte,"  1900),  he  treats  a  solution  of 
2  grams  of,  e.g.,  belladonna  extract  in  50  grams  of  water  with 
10  e.c.  of  10-per-cent.  sulphuric  acid,  and  adds  to  this  5  c.c.  of 
the  Dragendorff's  reagent.  The  precipitate  is  collected  on  a 
filter,  washed  twice  with  5  c.c.  of  10-per-cent.  sulphuric  acid, 
and  then  transferred  to  a  cylindrical  shaking  bottle.  There 
are  then  added  to  this  0.3  gram  of  sodium  sulphate,  30  c.c.  of 
a  15-per-cent.  solution  of  sodium  hydrate,  the  contents  weli 
shaken,  and,  lastly,  15  grams  of  common  salt  and  100  c.c.  of 
ether  are  added  and  the  whole  well  shaken  for  three  hours. 
50  c.c.  of  the  ethereal  solution  (  =  1  gram  of  extract)  is  then 
pipetted  off,  excess  of  centinormal  hydrochloric  acid  added 
with  iodeosin  as  an  indicator  and  triturated  with  centinormal 
soda.  Thorns  shows  by  experiments,  which  are  recorded,  that 
the  alkaloid  thus  estimated  in  belladonna  is  really  atropine. 
He  proved  this  by  taking  a  known  amount  of  atropine, 
putting  it  through  the  process,  and  getting  a  yield  of  97  to  98 
per  cent,  of  the  theoretical  amount.

The  Chemical-trade 

has  rightly  marked  its  appreciation  of 

the  brilliant  and  persistent  efforts  of  Mr.  Tyrer  to  secure 
for  it  such  advantages  as  could  be  wrung  from  a  never-too- 
lavish  Exchequer.  The  banquet  and  the  presentation  would 
perhaps  have  seemed  a  little  more  opportune  if  they  had  cele- 
brated, instead  of  anticipated,  the  actual  legislative  triumph 
of  Mr.  Tyrer's  labours.  It  may  be  presumed,  however, 
that  his  admirers  wished  to  prove  to  him  that  their  gratitude 
was  for  his  work,  and  was  independent  of  sordid  considera- 
tions of  its  result.  True,  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer 
has  almost  promised  his  endorsement  of  the  Spirit  Com- 
mittee's recommendations ;  but  the  Chancellor  of  the  Ex- 
chequer is  only  a  Minister,  and  Ministers'  promises  are 
always  peculiarly  contingent  on  variable  conditions.  "  Oft 
expectation  fails,  and  most  oft  there  where  most  it  pro- 
mises "  has  become  the  sad  experience  of  those  who  live  in 
the  hope  of  a  remission  of  taxation.  Still,  the  chemical- 
trade  has  exceptional  reason  to  rely  on  the  fulfilment  of  its 
claims,  and  in  any  case  the  coming  captains  of  this  important 
industry  will  realise,  if  they  study  the  evidence  which  the 
Committee  heard,  that  the  tax  on  alcohol  has  not  been  by 
any  means  its  only  handicap  in  the  race  with  German  com- 
petitors. Mr.  Howard  recognised  this  in  his  advice  to 
young  chemists  to  give  their  minds  to  their  work,  and  not  to 
think  simply  of  how  to  amuse  themselves. 

The  Prescriber 

who  writes  over  the  signature  of  "  Shaldon." 
and  who  complains  of  the  addition  of  mucilage  to  a  bismuth 
mixture  which  he  had  prescribed,  does  the  right  thing  in 
addressing  dispensers  direct.  He  truly  points  out  that  in 
giving  his  patients  prescriptions  which  they  may  get  com- 
pounded anywhere  he  is  risking  his  professional  success  to 
a  certain  degree  on  the  fidelity  and  skill  of  the  pharmacists 
into  whose  hands  those  prescriptions  may  come.  We  would 
all  like  to  help  the  professional  success  of  a  practitioner  who 
treats  us  so  fairly,  but  he  naturally  objects  to  attempts  on 
our  part  to  accomplish  that  end  by  improving  his  prescrip- 
tions. The  question  opened  is  not  that  of  the  addition  of 
the  mucilage,  but  the  far  more  important  one  of  whether  we 
pharmacists  can  be  trusted.  And  the  trouble  is  that  though 
nine-tenths  of  us  may  be,  the  physician's  reputation,  the 
patient's  health,  and  confidence  in  us  as  a  body  may  still  be 
at  the  mercy  of  the  remaining  one-tenth.  The  danger  may 
not  be  a  very  appreciable  one;  the  immense  majority  of 
chemists  are  undoubtedly  scrupulously  particular  about 
their  dispensing ;  but  it  is  quite  conceivable  that  there  are 
many  practitioners  who  would  gladly  give  up  dispensing, 
but  who  do  not  because  they  cannot  share  this  confidence. 
For  this  reason  it  seems  to  me  that  the  likeliest  way  to  a 
more  general  division  of  labour  between  physician  and 
pharmacist  is  by  the  not  perfectly  satisfactory  path  of 
private  arrangements. 

Australian  Pharmacists 

seem  a  good  deal  like  ourselves,  only, 
in  many  respects,  more  so.  The  May  number  of  "The 
Chemist  and  Druggist  of  Australasia"  just  received  sug- 
gests this  reflection.  They  wrangle  and  strive  and  hope 
and  despair  on  much  the  same  subjects  and  for  much  the 
same  reasons  as  we  do.  Take  two  items.  In  Victoria 
"a  proportion  of  the  subscribers  are  refusing  to  renew 
their  subscriptions"  to  the  P.A.T.A.  of  that  State.  Some 
of  them  give  as  their  reason  for  dissatisfaction  that 
Beecham's  pills  are  not  yet  on  the  list.  That  excuse  was 
invented  in  the  northern  hemisphere.     A  new  member 


has  been  elected  to  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  New  South  Wales.    There  seems  to  have  been 
some  hostility  to  him.    The  President  said,  "  Mr.  Cox 
would  prove  a  great  acquisition  to  the  Council,  and  in 
time  would  get  as  tame  as  the  ordinary  councillor."  The 
taming  of  ordinary  councillors  must  have  been  imported 
from  the  Old  Country.    But  there  are  differences  to  be 
noted.    For  example,  the  President  of  the  N.S.W.  Phar- 
macy Board  reports  as  if  it  were  the  most  commonplace 
incident  that  he  and  the  Registrar  had  called  on  the  State 
Premier  on  some  matter  of  finance.    The  report  of  the 
Victorian  Pharmacy  Board  begins,  "Present  : — The  Lord 
Mayor  (in  the  chair)  "  ;  that  is,  the  Lord  Mayor  of  Mel- 
bourne, Mr.  Pleasance,  who  is  also  Chairman  of  the  Board- 
But  West  Australia  comes  out  ahead  of  all  the  States, 
pharmaceutically.    That  vast  territory  was  only  declared  a 
colony  in  1890,  and  must  have  been  blessed  with  a  pharma- 
ceutical society  in  its  very  early  days,  for  at  the  annual 
dinner  the  Chairman,  in  proposing  the  toast  of  "  The 
Parliament,"  said,  "  Everything  the  Society  had  asked  for 
during  the  past  fourteen  years  had  been  granted,  and  they 
had  one  of  the  best  Pharmacy  Acts  extant."    Who  would 
not  toast  such  a  complaisant  Parliament  as  that  ?  This 
West  Australian  Society  is  flourishing  famously.    It  has 
more  than  1.000/.  laid  by;  it  gets  fees  from  all  registered 
chemists    and  also  a  similar  good  income  from  licensed 
poison-vendors ;  it  makes  a  decent  profit  from  examina- 
tions, and  sells  diplomas  at  a  guinea  each,  poison-books 
at  2s.  9d.,  and  copies  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  at  2s.  each. 
The  annual  registration-fee   is    not    submitted  to  quite 
amiably  elsewhere.    A  New  Zealand  chemist  objects  to 
pay  it  on  the  grounds  that  it  was  not  in  force  when  his- 
certificate  was  issued,  and  that  he  had  not  agreed  to  its 
adoption.    Apparently  he  is  to  be  sued  for  it,  though. 
Lastly,  I  note  that  at  Hobart,  Tasmania,  a  shopkeeper 
is  fined  5s.,  and  1/.  14s.  6d.  costs,  for  selling  Health  Saline 
and  linseed,  liquorice,   and  chlorodyne  lozenges.  The 
prosecution  was  taken  under  a  Medical  Act  of  1837  which 
authorises  a  penalty  up  to  50/.  to  be  imposed  on  any 
unqualified  person  who  may  be  proved  to  have  sold  "any 
medicine  or  drug."

Soudanese  Gums. 

The  reference  to  the  present  condition  of  the  Soudanese 
gum-trade  made  in  Lord  Cromer's  last  Egyptian  Eepcrt, 
mentioned  in  our  issue  of  April  29,  p.  664,  indicates  that 
an  official  investigation  into  the  matter  is  in  progress,  and  as 
this  interests  our  readers,  it  may  be  well  to  indicate  here 
some  of  the  disabilities  under  which  Soudanese  gum  suffers 
and  which  it  may  be  presumed  the  present  inquiry  is  in- 
tended to  remedy.  Pharmacists  in  this  country  have  always 
regarded  Soudanese  gum  arabic  as  the  best,  and  probably  for 
our  purposes  this  is  true,  since  it  is  lighter-coloured,  cleaner, 
and  more  adhesive  than  the  acacia  gum  produced  in  other 
countries.  But  in  France,  Senegal  gum  has  always  been 
regarded  as  the  better  variety,  and  there  is  reason  to  believe 
that  this  opinion  is  gaining  ground  among  some  consumers 
outside  France.     During  the  Soudan  war  the  output  of

Senegal  gum  increased,  and  it  became  better  known  to  manu- 
facturers, and  since  that  time  its  price  has  generally  ruled 
somewhat  higher  than  that  of  the  Soudanese  variety.  The 
reason  for  this  appears  to  be  that  manufacturing  confec- 
tioners and  calico-printers  especially  find  that  Senegal  gum 
goes  further  than  the  Soudanese  article,  and  that  the  latter's 
cleanness  and  freedom  from  colour  do  not  compensate  for 
its  lower  strength  for  such  purposes.  As  large  quantities  of 
gum  are  used  in  these  industries,  it  is  obvious  that  if  this 
impression  gains  ground,  it  must  eventually  have  a  con- 
siderable effect  on  the  trade  in  the  Soudanese  article.  It 
is  difficult  to  say  whether  there  is  any  real  ground  for  this 
belief  since  the  researches  of  O'Sullivan  and  other  chemists 
indicate  that  the  two  classes  of  gums  are  almost  identical  in 
composition,  and  it  is  to  be  presumed  that  their  physical 
properties  are  also  similar.  Moreover,  the  two  gums  are 
obtained  from  the  same  tree — viz.,  Acacia  Senegal— and  the 
physical  conditions  prevailing  in  the  Soudan  and  in  Senegal 
are  not  strikingly  different,  which  all  gees  to  show  that  there 
should  be,  as  has  generally  been  assumed  to  be  the  case,  but 
little  difference  in  the  properties  of  the  two  gums.  On  the 
other  hand,  it  has  recently  been  asserted  in  France  that  the 
collection  of  gum  in  Senegal  has  been  carried  cn  of  late  years 
by  the  Arabs  and  their  slaves  in  a  very  crude  fashion,  the 
trees  having  been  "bled"  to  such  an  extent  that  many  of 
them  have  been  killed.  In  the  Soudan,  on  the  contrary,  the 
reports  of  travellers  in  the  gum-districts  indicate  that  the 
acacia-trees,  especially  in  Kordofan,  are  well  cared  for  (in 
some  districts  they  are  "  sylvicultured  ")  ,  and  that  in  collect- 
ing the  gum  care  is  taken  not  to  injure  them.  It  is  possible 
that  in  this  difference  of  treatment  is  to  be  found  the 
cause  of  the  alleged  superiority  of  Senegal  gum,  for 
it  is  now  generally  admitted  that  gum  is  a  pathological 
product,  and  it  is  possible  that  the  diseased  condition  pro- 
duced by  bad  treatment  of  the  Senegal  trees  is  a 
favourable  state  for  the  production  of  good  gum.  Further, 
it  has  also  been  stated  that  gum  from  old  trees  is  inferior 
to  that  collected  from  young  trees,  and  it  is  obvious 
that  the  Soudanese  plan  of  conserving  trees  is  more  favour- 
able to  the  output  of  gum  from  old  trees  than  the  Senegal 
method,  or,  rather,  lack  of  method.  The  reference 
made  by  Sir  R.  Wingate  in  the  Report  already  mentioned 
to  the  necessity  of  the  Soudan  gum-merchants  paying  more 
attention  to  the  sorting  and  grading  of  gum  seems  to  in- 
dicate that  the  official  view  is  that  this  has  something  to  do 
with  the  question.  The  fact  that  almost  all  the  Senegal  gum 
is  shipped  in  the  first  place  to  Bordeaux  perhaps  enables 
greater  uniformity  in  sorting  to  be  secured  than  is  possible 
with  the  rival  article,  which  is  picked  in  many  different 
centres.  A  more  serious  disadvantage  to  the  extension  of 
trade  in  Soudanese  gum  is  the  comparatively  heavy  taxation 
to  which  it  is  subject  on  export— viz.,  20  per  cent,  ad 
valorem,  which  on  the  scale  of  valuations  adopted  by  the 
Government  of  the  Soudan  works  out  at  about  2s.  %d.  per 
cwt.  for  "  Hashab,"  Is.  9d.  per  cwt.  for  "  Gezira,"  and  10^7. 
per  cwt.  for  "  Talh  "  gum.  In  addition,  a  slight  harbour-duty 
is  charged  at  Alexandria.  Senegal  gum,  on  the  other  hand, 
pays  only  Is.  2±d.  per  cwt.  all  round,  in  addition  to  a  small 
embarkation-charge.  The  better  qualities  of  Soudanese 
gum  are  therefore  more  heavily  taxed  than  the  correspond- 
ing qualities  produced  in  Senegal.  It  is  unlikely  that  any 
reduction  in  this  taxation  can  be  effected  immediately, 
because  gum  is  practically  the  only  taxable  asset  of  the 
Soudan,  since  no  minerals  are  worked,  and  other  vegetable 
products,  such  as  rubber  and  oil-seeds,  are  either  non- 
existent or  are  produced  in  quantities  too  insignificant  to  be 
worth  fiscal  attention.  The  heavy  freight-charge  from 
Khartoum  to  Alexandria  also  adds  seriously  to  the  cost  of 


Soudanese  gum,  but  the  completion  of  the  Berber-Suakin 
railway  may  effect  some  change  for  the  better  in  the  cost  of 
carrying  the  gum  to  the  coast. 

Public  Analysts. 

An  analysis  of  the  list  of  public  analysts  whose  appoint- 
ments have  been  confirmed  by  the  Local  Government 
Board  discloses  some  peculiar  and  not  uninteresting  facts. 
In  England  there  are  some  220  appointments  open  to 
public  analysts,  while  in  Scotland,  singularly  enough,  there 
appear  to  be  239.  In  Wales  there  are  16,  and  in  Ireland 
49.  In  England  the  appointments  are  more  evenly  divided 
than  in  either  Scotland  or  Ireland,  for  whereas  in  England 
there  are  about  a  hundred  analysts  holding  the  220  appoint- 
ments, in  Scotland  there  are  only  seventeen  public  analysts 
for  the  239  towns,  burghs,  counties,  etc.,  and  in  Ireland 
the  total  number  of  public  analysts  is  seven.  It  is 
apparent,  therefore,  that  plurality  is  rampant  in  both 
Scotland  and  Ireland.  An  examination  of  the  Scotch 
section  reveals  the  somewhat  astonishing  fact  that  60 
appointments  are  held  by  Mr.  George  Duncan  Macdougald, 
of  Dundee;  24  by  Mr.  J.  W.  Biggart,  of  Greenock;  23 
by  Mr.  John  Hunter;  21  by  Mr.  Falconer  King,  of  Edin- 
burgh ;  20  by  Mr.  James  Davidson,  of  Dumfries ;  19  by 
Mr.  J.  Hendrick,  of  Aberdeen;  18  by  Mr.  R.  R.  Tatlock, 
of  Glasgow;  and  so  on.  In  Ireland  the  plurality  of 
appointment  is  still  more  marked,  for  thirty-five  of  the 
total  forty-seven  appointments  are  held  by  Sir  Charles 
Alexander  Cameron,  of  Dublin.  It  cannot  be  that  there 
is  a  dearth  of  capable  men  (F.I.C.s  if  insisted  upon)  either 
in  Scotland  or  in  Ireland,  and  a  more  equitable  distribu- 
tion of  offices  might  not  be  altogether  prejudicial  to  the 
public  benefit.  Eight  of  the  English  and  Welsh  public 
analysts  are  pharmaceutical  chemists,  two  are  chemists  and 
druggists,  and  two  are,  or  have  been,  directly  interested  in 
pharmacy.    The  pharmaceutical  chemists  are  : 

Mr.  James  Baynes,  of  Hull,  who  is  analyst  for  Boston, 
Grimsby,  Lincoln  (city),  Louth,  Soke  of  Peterborough, 
Hanley  (Staffs),  Beverley,  Hull  (city),  Kingston-on-Hull, 
York  (city),  and  Scarborough. 

Mr.  Arthur  Edward  Ekins,  of  St.  Albans,  for  Liston  and 
Hertfordshire. 

Mr.  Thomas  Tickle,  of  Exeter,  for  Exeter. 

Mr.  Sidney  Harvey,  of  Canterbury,  for  Canterbury, 
Dover,  Folkestone,  Margate,  and  Ramsgate. 

Mr.  Francis  Sutton,  of  Norwich,  for  Norfolk  and  Great 
Yarmouth. 

Mr.  William  Elborne,  of  Peterborough,  for  Peterborough 

(city). 

Mr.  John  Francis  Liverseege,  of  Birmingham,  for  Bir- 
mingham (city). 

Mr.  Thomas  Porter  Blunt,  of  Shrewsbury,  for  Wenlock, 
Salop,  Merioneth,  and  Montgomery. 

The  analysts  who  have  the  chemist  and  druggist  qualifica- 
tion are  :

(city),  Isle  of  Ely,  Huntingdon,  and  King's  Lynn.

With  the  exception  of  Mr.  Elborne,  all  these  gentlemen  are 
Fellows  of  the  Institute  of  Chemistry. 


Trouble  with  the  Revenue  Authorities. 

Messrs.  B.  Biggs  &  Co.,  of  Cannon  Street,  E.G.,  are  ven- 
tilating in  the  "  Times  "  a  grievance  they  have  with  the  In- 
land Revenue  authorities.    They  say  : 

We  have  been  fined  100/.  on  a  charge  of  attempting  to 

defraud  the  Revenue,  and  find  it  necessary  to  make  an  ex- 
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planation.  We  recently  imported  121  barrels  of  wood 
spirit,  of  which  one  barrel  was  purified.  This  one  barrel 
was  examined  bv  the  Customs  officer  and  declared  to  be 
subject  to  spirit-of-wine  duty  ;  we  were  communicated  with, 
and  we  frankly  told  the  Department  that  we  wished  to  get 
this  barrel  for  experimental  purposes,  and  that  the  same  was 
not  worth  the  spirit-of-wine  duty.  The  Customs  would  also 
know  that  no  purified  wood  spirit  had  ever  been  imported 
and  paid  duty.  We  applied  for  an  interview  with  the 
Board,  but  were  refused,  and  were  summoned  to  Grays,  in 
Essex,  and  were  fined  WOL,  being  nearly  three  times  the 
extreme  import  duty,  and  the  barrel  was  confiscated.  We 
contend  that  the  fine  is  altogether  disproportioned  to  the 
offence.  There  is  a  large  consumption  of  the  purified  wood 
spirit  in  America  and  Germany,  and  it  is  not  subject  to  any 
restriction  in  those  countries.  Some  years  back  we  applied 
for  and  obtained  permission  to  import  this  spirit  for  colour- 
purposes,  but  it  became  a  dead  letter,  and  the  recent  inquiry 
about  free  spirit  induced  us  to  try  and  make  another  trial. 
We-  proved  by  written  evidence  that  we  were  going  to 
supply  the  Department  of  Chemical  Research  at  the  Royal 
Arsenal,  Woolwich,  with  part  of  this  barrel,  charging  6s.  6cZ. 
per  gal.,  being  about  one-third  of  the  duty,  and  also  pro- 
duced a  copy  of  a  letter  written  to  them  saying  that  we 
should  have  to  apply  to  the  Customs  and  Inland  Revenue 
for  supply  in  quantity,  clearly^  showing  that  if  this  refined 
spirit  were  wanted  we  recognised  that  we  would  have  to 
apply  for  permission  to  import. 
Messrs.  Biggs  give  other  examples  of  trouble  they  have  had 
with  the  Revenue  authorities,  and  they  certainly  seem  to 
have  been  made  the  scapegoat  of  red-tape  on  more  than  one 
occasion. 

The  Optician's  Title. 

The  "British  Optical  Journal"  for  May  publishes  a 
further  contribution  from  Mr.  F.  G.  Plaistowe,  M.A.,  as 
to  the  best  title  for  a  sight-testing  optician  (see  C.  cfc  D., 
April  29,  page  661). 

A  reconsideration  of  my  notes  leads  me  to  recommend  as  the 
most  appropriate  titles  for  a  sight-testing  optician  (i.)  Op- 
siologist  or  (ii.)  Ophthalmician.  Opsiologist  [Jty's  (opsis), 
"sight,"  and  \6yos  (logos),  "science"]  should  mean  "one 
skilled  in  the  science  of  the  eyesight,"  or  "an  eyesight 
specialist,"  i.e.,  "  a  sight-testing  optician";  cp.  physiologist 
[<pvais  (physis),  "nature,"  and  \6yos  (logos),  "science"]. 
The  word  opsiologist  is  (i.)  philologically  sound,  (ii.)  new, 
(iii.)  euphonious,  (iv.)  comprehensive,  (v.)  not  too  long. 

Ophthalmician  [6<p6aA/j.iK6s,  "of  or  pertaining  to  the 
eye"]  should  mean  "one  versed  in  matters  pertaining  to  the 
eye,"  and,  like  opsiologist,  is  (i.)  philologically  sound,  (ii.) 
new,  (iii.)  euphonious,  (iv.)  comprehensive,  (v.)  not  too  long. 
But  it  should  be  noted  that  optician  from  meaning  "  one 
versed  in  optics"  (Sir  Isaac  Newton  was  called  "the  Great 
Optician  "  in  a  work  dated  1687)  has  come  to  mean  "  a  maker 
of  or  dealer  in  optical  instruments."  On  the  analogy  of 
optician,  the  word  ophthalmician  would  possibly  suggest  in 
many  minds  merely  "  a  maker  of  or  dealer  in  medicines  or 
instruments  for  the  eye,"  and  a  sight-testing  optician  is  a 
great  deal  more  than  that.  Those  who  feel  any  doubt  about 
the  connotation  of  opthalmician  would  be  quite  safe  in 
adopting  opsiologist. 

Optologist  should  mean,  since  it  is  derived  from  6ttt6s 
(optos),  "seen,"  and  \6yos  (logos),  "science,"  "one  skilled 
in  the  science  of  things  seen."  Some  would-be  humourist,  who 
says  he  knows  "a  little"  Greek  and  Latin,  forgetting  the 
proverbial  danger  of  a  little  knowledge,  has  rushed  into  the 
columns  of  a  contemporary  with  the  dogmatic  assertion  that 
optologist  can  only  mean  "  a  wise  cook."  There  is  a  Greek 
word  otttSs  (optos),  "roasted,"  "broiled,"  "baked";  and  by 
the  analogy  of  other  compounds  with  -logist  a  word  might 
be  coined — viz.,  opto-logist,  with  the  meaning,  "one  skilled 
in  the  knowledge  of  things  roasted,  broiled,  or  baked,"  i.e., 
"an  epicure,"  rather  than  "a  cook."  But  there  is  no 
derivative  meaning  "a  cook"  formed  in  Greek  from  otttAs 
(optos),  "  roasted,"  the  Greek  word  for  a  cook  being  btyoiroiis 
(opsopocos) ;  nor  is  there  any  derivative  in  English  from 
07tt6s  (optos).  "roasted";  hence  all  analogies  would  lead 
us  to  connect  optologist  with  "  things  seen,"  or  "  the  vision." 
The  word  should  be  rejected  as  being  (i.)  ambiguous,  (ii.) 
philologically  objectionable,  if  taken  to  mean  "  one  skilled  in 
the  eyesight." 

My  attention  has  also  been  drawn  to  the  word  Ophthal- 
[miater  0<p6aKfi6s'f  (ophthalmos),  "eye,"  and  ,, :lari\p  (later), 
"healer"].  It  is  not  quoted  in  the  Standard  Dictionary, 
while  the  great  Oxford  English  Dictionary  gives  it  as 
"  rare,"  and  as  meaning  "  an  ophthalmic  surgeon,"  "oculist," 
the  latest  quotation  given  being  1852,  "  Jerdan  Autobiog.," 
II.,  71.  _  "  A  glorious  quack  oculist,  or  '  ophthalmiater,'  as  he 
styled  himself."    The  word  has  some  associations  of  quackery 


that  do  not  commend  it  as  suitable  for  the  gennine  eyesight 
specialists,  and  these  gentlemen  do  not  usually  profess  to 
heal  the  eyes. 

I  would  add  to  my  note  on  Optist  that  the  word  is  not  only 
philologically  objectionable,  but  it  has  recently  been  used  of 
one  who  makes  and  inserts  artificial  eyes,  in  contradistinction 
to  the  optician  whose  business  is  with  the  natural  eyes;  anc? 
optist  originally  meant  "  an  optician."  An  optist  is 
described  in  Horn  and  Robotham,  "  Gate  Lang.  Unl."  lxxvi.r 
§  769  (dated  1639),  as  one  who  "  frameth  spectacles  and  per- 
spective glasses  "  (v.  Oxford  Eng.  Diet.). 

The  terms  Opsiometrist,  Optometrist,  and  Ophthalmo- 
metrist,  as  referring  merely  to  the  measuring  of  the  visionr 
do  not  seem  to  be  comprehensive  enough  for  the  modern  sight- 
testing  optician. 

"  All  we  Ask." 

The  death  of  a  chorus-girl  recorded  on  p.  880  has  revived 
the  public  interest  as  reflected  in  the  daily  Press  on  the 
question  of  the  sale  of  poisons.  The  "Daily  News"  has 
interviewed  Mr.  Bremridge  regarding  the  supplying  of 
laudanum  to  a  boy  of  eleven  years.  The  Press  representa- 
tive was  informed  that  the  Society  is  of  opinion  that  some 
steps  should  be  taken  "as  soon  as  possible." 

"  At  present,"  he  said,  "  with  the  exception  of  the  sale  of 
arsenic,  there  is  no  '  age  limit '  for  serving  poisons.  Then 
the  question  of  special  bottles  needs  inquiring  into.  A 
chemist  may  sell  laudanum  in  an  ordinary  bottle  as  a  drug ; 
but  if  it  is  used  as  a  liniment  ho  must  put  it  in  a  speciaB 
bottle.  But  to  make  any  such  regulations  effective  they 
must  apply  to  everyone.  Only  chemists  who  are  trading  for 
themselves  or  working  for  private  firms  are  regulated.  IF 
they  form  a  limited  liability  company,  whether  they  are' 
chemists  or  not,  they  escape  all  pains,  penalties,  and  regula- 
tions. .  .  .  All  we  ask  is,  what  I  believe  is  the  practice  in 
most  respectable  drug  companies,  that  the  employment  of 
a  fully  qualified  assistant  to  compound  prescriptions  and 
sell  poisons  shall  be  made  obligatory  on  the  part  of  alB 
limited  liability  companies,  and  that  such  companies  shall 
be  subject  to  the  same  regulations  as  private  individuals^ 
It  is  not  the  bond-fide  firms  or  companies  who  need  legis- 
lative control  so  much  as  the  '  one  man  '  companies  estab- 
lished to  evade  the  laws  enacted  for  the  protection  of  the- 
public." 

Mr.  Boot  the  following  day  objected  to  Mr.  Bremridge 
using  the  incident  of  a  poisoning  case  as  "a  text  to  mis- 
represent chemists'  companies  which  had  nothing  to  do- 
with  the  matter."  Mr.  Bremridge  had  exempted  "respect- 
able drug  companies  "  from  his  remarks,  but  it  is  not  thaft 
that  Mr.  Boot  objects  to.  He  does  not  like  the  words, 
"all  we  ask."    That  is  not  all,  he  writes  : 

The  Society  asks  in  the  Pharmacy  Bill,  1905,  that  though' 
its  shop  is  managed  by  a  qualified  chemist  a  company  may 
not  say  that  it  does  a  chemist's  business.  The  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  say  in  effect:  "We  cannot  prevent  companieD- 
employing  a  qualified  chemist  and  doing  a  chemist's  busi- 
ness, but  we  are  asking  Parliament  that  they  may  not  be- 
allowed  to  announce  the  fact  on  their  labels,  by  advertise- 
ment, or  in  any  shape  or  form,  so  that  the  public  may  not 
know  they  do  such  a  business  and  our  members  may  get  the- 
monopoly  of  the  trade." 

Truly  there  are  two  sides  to  every  question. 

"Weeds  Used  in  Medicine." 

From  the  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture  comes  this' 
exceedingly  interesting  brochure,  prepared  by  Miss  Alice- 
Henkel,  as  one  of  the  series  of  "  Farmers'  Bulletins."  The 
object  of  the  pamphlet  is  to  supply  farmers  with  informa- 
tion regarding  weeds  that  are  used  as  drugs,  so  that  -while- 
ridding  the  farm  of  these  weeds  they  may  at  the  same  time- 
make  them  a  source  of  income  rather  than  a  dead  loss. 
With  this  in  view  directions  are  given  for  collecting  and 
curing  drugs,  the  proper  season  for  gathering  roots.  barksy 
leaves,  herbs,  flowers,  and  seeds,  and  for  the  disposal  of  the 
drugs.  The  various  weeds  are  illustrated  and  fully  de- 
scribed, these  consisting  of  burdock,  dandelion,  docks, 
couch-grass,  foxglove,  lobelia,  horehound,  hemlock,  and' 
many  others.

Elliman  r.  Parke's  Drug-stores,  Ltd. 
Ma.  Justice  Warrington,  in  the  Chancery  Division  on 
June  2,  heard  a  motion  to  restrain  passing  off  and  deface- 
cnent  of  the  plaintiffs'  label  by  another  label.

Wilkins-a  for  the  defendants. 

Mr.  Rowden  said  defendants  were  large  customers  of 
Messrs.  Ellimans,  and  had  bought  their  embrocation  in  very 
large  quantities  for  a  considerable  time,  and  did  not  wish 
tto  be  on  bad  terms  with  them.  Defendants  had  put  a  little 
label  on  top  of  plaintiffs'  label  to  the  effect  that  "  if  this 
fail  try  another  embrocation,"  but  there  was  a  point  which 
anight  be  debated  whether  there  was  any  representation  that 
Elliman's  were  connected  with  the  other  embrocation. 

Mr.  Cartmel  :  There  is  evidence  to  show  that,  because  a 
.gentleman  has  written  to  us  for  the  other  embrocation. 

Mr.  Rowden  objected  to  giving  an  undertaking  in  the 
iterms  of  the  second  part  of  the  notice  of  motion,  but  agreed 
ithat  no  label  or  paper  advertising  any  commodity  not  manu- 
factured by  plaintiffs  should  be  put  on  plaintiffs'  label. 

His  Lordship  (to  Mr.  Cartmel)  :  If  the  defendants  are 
.restrained  from  putting  any  label  or  paper  advertising  any 
■commodity  not  manufactured  by  the  plaintiffs  on  your  label, 
us  not  that  good  enough  ? 

Mr.  Cartmel  said  he  was  prepared  to  accept  an  under- 
taking to  that  effect,  and  to  abandon  the  second  part  of 
the  motion.  Messrs.  Elliman  did  not  want  to  make  money 
■out  of  this.  As  long  as  they  were  indemnified  in  costs  they 
waived  any  inquiry  as  to  damages. 

His  Lordship  granted  an  interlocutory  order  in  the  terms 
<of  the  first  part  of  the  notice  of  motion. 


Veterinary  Surgeons  Act. 

At  Stratford,  on  June  3,  David  Eric  Wilkinson,  of  High 
tStreet,  Wanstead,  was  summoned  under  the  Veterinary 
•Surgeons  Act,  1881,  for  taking  a  description  to  which 
lie  was  not  entitled.  Mr.  F.  Stone  prosecuted  for  the 
Royal  College  of  Veterinary  Surgeons  ;  Mr.  A.  Robinson 
appeared  for  the  defendant.  A  clerk  in  the  employ  of 
'4he  solicitor  to  the  College  went  to  Wanstead  on  April  6, 
■and  saw  in  front  of  the  defendant's  premises  the  words 
**  Surgery  and  infirmary  for  horses  and  dogs " ;  on  a 
Sforass  plate  "David  Eric  Wilkinson,  equine  and  canine 
.•specialist";  and  on  a  door  the  word  "Surgery."  The 
-defendant's  name  is  not  on  the  list  of  the  Royal  College 
of  Veterinary  Surgeons.  For  the  defence  Mr.  Robinson 
.-said  the  whole  case  rests  on  the  use  of  the  word  "  Veterin- 
ary." He  admitted  that  the  defendant  called  himself  an 
"equine  and  canine  specialist,"  but  any  man  may  call 
Siimself  a  specialist  in  that  way,  provided  that  he  does  not 
■use  the  word  "  Veterinary."  Mr.  B.  Tabrum  said  the 
IBench  decided  against  Mr.  Robinson  on  the  point  of  law, 
and  imposed  a  fine  of  101.  and  costs — 111.  5s.  in  all.  Mr. 
Bobinson  applied  for  a  case  on  the  point  of  law. 


Medicine-stamp  Acts. 

At  Maidstone,  on  June  1,  Messrs.  Vinson  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  of 
3  Middle  Row,  Maidstone,  were  proceeded  against  by  the 
Commissioners  of  Inland  Revenue  for  selling  a  box  of  pills 
■and  a  bottle  of  liver-tonic  to  which  the  necessary  stamp 
3had  not  been  affixed. 

Mr.  Hawkins  prosecuted  for  the  Commissioners,  and  at 
the  onset  Mr.  A.  J.  Ellis,  who  defended,  contended  that 
a  limited  liability  company  could  not  be  proceeded  against, 
Ibut  the  Bench  overruled  the  objection. 

The  evidence  for  the  prosecution  was  to  the  effect  that 
an  Inland  Revenue  officer  purchased  at  the  defendants' 
premises  a  box  of  pills  labelled  : 

Bunter's  purifying  bilious  and  liver  pills  ;  the  most  valuable 
medicine  ever  offered  to  the  public.  Prepared  by  E.  Vinson 
&  Co.,  Ltd. 

The  officer  paid  one  shilling  for  the  pills,  and  there  was 
yio  Inland  Revenue  stamp  on  the  box.  A  bottle  of  Filmer's 
Over-tonic  was  also  purchased,  and  this  also  bore  no  stamp. 

The  officer,  Henry  Max  Thorp,  in  cross-examination, 


said  he  believed  it  was  the  practice  of  retail  chemists 
to  buy  Inland  Revenue  wrappers  to  put  round  boxes 
of  pills,  the  manufacturers  selling  the  boxes  of  pills 
to  retailers,  and  leaving  the  latter  to  affix  the  stamp. 
He  did  not  know  that  Bunter's  pills  were  done  up 
in  Id.  boxes. 

With  regard  to  the  liver-tonic,  Mr.  Hawkins  said  the 
bottle  was  labelled  "Liver-tonic,  a  perfect  appetiser  and 
invigorator  "  ;  while  a  pamphlet  accompanying  it  intimated 
that  it  was  the  sole  manufacture  of  the  defendant  company. 
He  maintained  that  the  medicine  was  a  proprietary  one,  and 
therefore  dutiable. 

For  the  defence  Mr.  Ellis  said  it  would  have  been  in- 
teresting if  they  could  have  had  some  evidence  as  to  how 
the  Act  dealt  with  pills  sold  in  small  quantities.  He  sub- 
mitted that  if  a  man  went  into  a  chemist's  shop  and 
bought  one  pill  it  was  not  possible  to  suppose  that  the 
chemist  would  have  to  wrap  the  pill  round  with  a  Govern- 
ment stamp.  It  was  a  fact  that  chemists  sold  such  medi- 
cines in  extremely  small  quantities,  and  the  Government 
had  winked  at  the  practice.  It  was  not  until  they  came  to 
Is.  worth  that  a  Government  stamp  was  really  thought 
necessary.  His  clients  supplied  boxes  of  pills  to  chemists 
either  stamped  or  unstamped,  as  was  desired,  and  he  added 
that  the  unstamped  box  was  sold  to  the  Revenue  officer  in 
mistake  by  an  assistant. 

Mr.  Hawkins  said  that  with  regard  to  the  sale  of  single 
pills  chemists  should  meet  the  difficulty  by  selling  from  a 
box  which  had  been  stamped. 

With  regard  to  the  liver-tonic  case,  Mr.  Ellis  contended 
that  the  label  did  not  bear  the  name  of  the  manufacturers, 
but  simply  "  Sold  by  Vinson  &  Co.,  Ltd.,"  which  might 
mean  that  they  were  the  retailers.  The  label  only  recom- 
mended the  medicine  as  an  appetiser  and  invigorator, 
which  did  not  imply  that  it  cured  anything. 

The  Bench  convicted,  imposing  a  fine  of  1/.  and  9s.  costs 
in  each  case.

Victoria  Street,  Great  Grimsby,  herbalist. — The  liabilities 
in  this  case  are  stated  at  198/.  0s.  4c/.,  and  the  assets  aro 
estimated  to  realise  10/. 

Re  Frederick  William  Hughes,  66  Greenough  Street, 
Wigan,  Druggist. — In  this  failure  the  liabilities  are  stated  to 
be  68/.  Is.  6cZ.,  and  the  assets  are  estimated  to  produce  5/.  4s. 
The  following  are  creditors:  Hirst.  Brook  &  Hirst,  Leeds 
(10/.);  E.  S.  Larinimie,  Wigan  (11/.);  Raimes  &  Co..  York 
(11/.). 

Re  Thomas  Arthur  Wingfield,  Lower  Broughton,  Salford, 
Wholesale  and  Retail  Chemist. — At  the  Salford  County  Court- 
on  June  1  Mr.  Newman,  solicitor  for  the  trustee  in  the  bank- 
ruptcy, said  the  trustee  laid  claim  to  certain  effects  which  were 
given  to  Miss  Temperley,  his  fiancee  (see  C.  cfc  D.,  April  1. 
p.  519).  The  debtor,  it  appeared,  had  asked  his  sweetheart's 
father  to  lend  him  50/.  to  stave  off  an  execution,  but  the  request 
was  refused.  The  day  before  the  debtor  filed  his  petition  the 
engagement  was  broken  off.  The  trustee  had  made  a  claim 
for  the  property  which  the  debtor  had  given  to  the  daughter, 
but  the  claim  was  refuted.  Mr.  Newman  claimed  that  under 
the  circumstances  the  trustee  was  entitled  to  the  property  so 
given.  He,  however,  did  not  ask  for  the  return  of  the  jewellery 
and  certain  other  articles.  The  girl  wanted  to  keep  all  she 
had  got,  but  did  a  young  man  establish  a  claim  to  a  girl's 
affections,  he  asked,  by  presenting  her  with  a  shaving-stand 
and  mirror  and  a  bow-fronted  chest  of  drawers?  The  debtor 
said  he  had  been  engaged  to  Miss  Temperley  since  1899,  and 
he  soon  after  his  engagement  began  to  buy  furniture.  He 
asked  her  to  keep  them  at  her  father's  house  in  Bolton  becauce 
he  had  no  room  for  them  at  Lower  Broughton.  He  had  also 
entrusted  her  with  money  to  buy  whatever  sort  of  furniture 
she  liked,  so  long  as  it  was  done  in  a  reasonable  way.  It  was 
ultimately  arranged  that  certain  articles  should  be  given  up 
to  the  trustee. 

Re  John  Wyatt.  1  Broadway.  Mortlake.  Surrey,  chemist 
and  druggist. — It  appears  from  the  report  of  the  Official 
Receiver  that  the  order  was  made  on  the  debtor's  petitio  i 
on  May  17,  and  debtor  was  adjudicated  bankrupt  on  the 
same  date.  From  statements  made  by  the  debtor  it  appears 
that  he  started  trading  in  November  1902  as  a  chemist  at 
1  Broadway,  Mortlake,  Surrey,  with  a  borrowed  capital  of 
150/..  and  although  it  seems  that  the  business  was  carried  on 
at  a  profit,  it  was  not  sufficient  to  cover  living  expenses. 
The  books  of  account  kept  bv  debtor  consist  of  an  incomplete 
cash-book,  ledgers,  day-book,  and  a  diary,  but  they  have 
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never  been  balanced.  The  debtor  states  that  he  did  not 
become  aware  that  he  could  not  pay  his  liabilities  in  full 
until  about  six  weeks  before  he  filed  his  petition;  but, 
according  to  his  deficiency  account,  he  was  in  financial  diffi- 
culties to  the  extent  of  99/.  in  May  1904.  Of  the  debtor's  un- 
secured liabilities  234/.  is  in  respect  of  moneys  borrowed,  the 
balance  being  due  for  goods  supplied  and  work  done.  The 
debtor  ascribes  his  position  to  "  insufficient  capital,  and  heavy 
rates,  rent  and  taxes."  The  statement  of  accounts  filed  shows 
gross  liabilities  458/.  12s.  8c/.  and  net  assets  124/.  10s.  bd.  The 
following  are  creditors: — Hodgkinson,  Prestons  &  King, 
London  (17/.) ;  E.  P.  Innocent,  London  (10/.) ;  E.  Stevens, 
Brierlcy  Hill  (50/.)  ;  W.  Sutton  &  Co.,  London  (48/.)  ;  S.  T. 
Whiteford,  London  (110/.) ;  C.  W.  Myatt,  Exeter  (33/.) ;  Miss 
West,  London  (15/.);  Wright,  Layman  &  Umney,  Ltd., 
London  (15/.)  ;  R.  N.  Webber,  London  (20/.) 

Re  William  Richard  Walkey  (trading  as  Waller,  Malvine  & 
Co.),  32a  Euston  Square,  N.W.,  Manufacturing  Chemist  and 
Wholesale  Druggist. — The  receiving  order  in  this  case  was 
made  on  May  22,  upon  the  petition  of  R.  W.  Grceff  & 
Co.,  the  act  of  bankruptcy  alleged  being  non-compliance 
with  the  requirements  of  a  statutory  bankruptcy  notice.  The 
first  meeting  of  creditors  was  held  on  June  5,  at  the  London 
Bankruptcy  Court,  before  Mr.  Egerton  S.  Grey,  Official 
Receiver.  Having  dealt  with  the  various  proofs  of  debt 
lodged,  the  Chairman  reported  that,  according  to  the  debtor's 
statement,  he  did  not  prior  to  September,  1900,  carry  on 
business.  He  had,  however,  studied  chemistry,  and  was  a 
qualified  chemist.  In  September,  1900,  he  began  business  as  a 
wholesale  druggist  and  chemist  at  12  Castle  Street  East,  W., 
having  at  the  time  a  free  capital  of  some  200/.  to  250/.  Since 
the  end  of  1902  ho  had  also  been  engaged  in  the  manufacture 
of  photographic  chemicals.  His  business  gradually  increased, 
and  he  took  a  factory  at  2  and  3  Marylebonc  Passage,  W. 
In  February  last  he  removed  the  business  to  32a  Euston 
Square,  N.W.  A  largo  part  of  his  trade  was  in  hyposulphite 
of  soda,  and  at  first  he  ordered  some  200  to  300  tons  of  it  from 
Germany  each  year.  Recently,  however,  ho  had  manufac- 
tured the  hyposulphite  by  his  own  process.  In  July  last 
creditors  began  to  press  him,  and  about  forty  writs  were 
issued  against  him.  He  did  not  defend  the  actions,  the  result 
being  that  his  credit  was  stopped.  In  January  he  closed  the 
factory,  and  his  business  ceased  in  consequence  of  his  inability 
to  obtain  further  supplies  of  goods.  He  had  since  collected 
book  debts  and  realised  his  stock  as  far  as  possible,  the  pro- 
ceeds being  paid  into  his  bank.  The  debtor  attributed  his 
failure  to  pressure  by  creditors  and  the  consequent  stoppage 
of  his  business  owing  to  his  inability  to  obtain  fresh  stock. 
He  added  that  on  September  3  last  his  wife  advanced  him 
90/.,  for  which  he  gave  her  stock  to  the  value  of  68/.  and 
machinery  worth  22/.  The  stock  and  machinery  were  removed 
to  Twickenham,  where  his  wife,  in  the  name  of  a  company,  of 
which  he  was  a  director,  was  now  carrying  on  business  as  a 
manufacturer  of  hyposulphite  of  soda.  The  Chairman  re- 
marked that  the  matter  would  require  careful  investigation, 
and  a  creditor  expressed  the  same  opinion.  The  statement 
of  affairs  showed  unsecured  liabilities  4,774/.  12s.,  a  liability 
fully  secured  300/.,  and  preferential  claims  13/.  4s.  4cZ.  Tho 
assets  were  estimated  to  produce  a  net  sum  of  372/.  19s.  3c/. 
In  his  deficiency  account  the  debtor  stated  that  his  liabilities 
on  August  12  last  exceeded  his  assets  by  3,361/.  odd.  There  was 
no  offer  of  composition  before  the  meeting,  and  a  resolution 
for  bankruptcy  having  been  passed  it  was  decided  to  leave  the 
estate  in  the  hands  of  the  Official  Receiver  as  trustee  for 
administration.  Appended  is  a  list  of  the  principal  ci-editors  :

Re  Charles  Field  McCombie,  trading  as  C.  McCombic  & 
Co.,  19  St.  Dunstan's  Hill,  E.G..  and  60  Lower  Thames  Street, 
E.G.,  residing  at  43  Bulwer  Road,  Leytonstone,  Drug-mer- 
chant.—The  first  meeting  of  the  creditors  herein  was  held  on 
June  7  at  the  London  Bankruptcy  Court,  before  Mr.  C.  A. 
Pope,  Assistant  Receiver.  It  appeared  from  the  debtor's 
statements  that  prior  to  1893  ho  was  in  the  employ  of  Messrs. 
Gross  &  Co.,  and  in  that  year  ho  was  admitted  as  a  partner. 
He  introduced  no  capital,  but  had  considerable  knowledge  of 
the  trade,  and  was  allowed  one-fourth  of  the  profits.  That 
partnership  was  continued  until  1898,  when  the  debtor  re- 
tired, as  the  business  was  not  paying.  He  took  out  no 
capital,  but  was  retained  as  manager  at  a  salary  of  250/.  a 


year.  Mr.  Gross  took  over  the  liabilities  and  assets,  and 
continued  the  business  alone.  The  debtor  in  June,  1899. 
started  on  his  own  account  at  St.  Dunstan's  Hill  and  Lower 
lhames  Street  with  a  borrowed  capital  of  600/.  He  traded 
successfully  up  to  1901,  but  in  the  following  year  he  sustained 
heavy  losses  through  depression  in  the  price  of  menthol  and 
damage  in  transit  of  a  consignment  of  menthol.  The  value 
was  300/.,  but  ho  was  only  able  to  recover  50  per  cent,  of  his 
claim  against  the  insurance  company.  Since  then  trade  has 
been  very  bad,  and  the  profits  hardly  covered  expenses.  He 
has  also  made  losses  owing  to  the  increased  price  of  menthol, 
he  haying  contracted  sales  before  he  actually  purchased.  In 
tho  middle  of  1902  he  was  in  financial  straits,  and  had  to 
obtain  further  capital  for  the  business.  He  borrowed  260/.. 
and  managed  to  keep  going  until  the  middle  of  March,  1905. 
when  he  made  further  losses  on  the  purchase  and  sale  of 
menthol  and  peppermint  oil;  in  consequence  of  which  In- 
closed the  business  and  consulted  his  solicitors.  A  private 
meeting  of  the  creditors  was  held  on  March  22.  and  was 
adjourned  more  than  once,  but  owing  to  illness  the  debtor 
could  not  attend.  A  deed  of  assignment  was  executed  in 
favour  of  Mr.  Oscar  Berry,  who  has  sold  some  of  the  stock 
at  a  profit  and  collected  some  of  the  book-debts.  Ho  has  now 
some  60/.  or  70/.  in  hand,  and  emploj-s  the  debtor  as  manager 
at  a  weekly  salary.  The  failure  is  attributed  to  bad  trade 
during  tho  last  two  years,  heavy  interest  on  borrowed  money, 
loss  through  depreciated  value  of  stock  on  hand,  and  im- 
mediately to  the  action  of  the  bank  demanding  his  taking  up 
their  security  and  giving  them  a  margin  against  further  de- 
preciation ;  also  to  loss  occasioned  by  the  forced  sale  of 
securities  in  the  hands  of  Messrs.  Marshall  &  French,  the 
petitioning  creditors.  No  accounts  have  yet  been  filed,  but 
the  dobtor  roughly  estimates  his  liabilities  at  1.800/.  and  his 
assets  at  400/.  The  Chairman  pointed  out  that  proofs  for  over 
2,000/.  had  already  been  sent  in,  and  the  debtor  had  under- 
estimated his  liabilities.  He  asked  why  the  statement  had 
not  been  lodged.  The  debtor  said  it  was  being  prepared  bv 
Mr.  Oscar  Berry,  and  would  doubtless  be  lodged  in  a  day  or 
two.  Tho  Chairman  said  the  delay  was  inexcusable,  seeing 
that  a  statement  was  prepared  for  the  purpose  of  the  private 
meeting.  Mr.  G.  Steve  ns,  on  behalf  of  Messrs.  W.  J.  Bush  <k 
Co.,  complained  that  the  debtor  purchased  two  cases  of  H.G.H. 
mint  from  them  only  four  days  before  tho  private  meeting  of 
creditors,  and  sold  them  to  a  firm  who  had  a  contra  account 
against  him.  This  was  the  first  transaction  the  debtor  had 
with  them  for  some  considerable  time.  The  debtor  asserted 
that  when  he  bought  the  two  cases  he  fully  expected  to  be 
able  to  pay  for  them.  Mr.  Pope  suggested'  that  the  matter 
should  be  dealt  with  at  the  sitting  for  public  examination  on 
July  7,  when  the  debtor  would  be  upon  his  oath.  Tho  trans- 
action was  undoubtedly  unfortunate  from  the  creditors'  point 
of  view,  but  he  saw  nothing  criminal  in  it.  Replying  to 
another  creditor,  debtor  said  he  could  not  say  how  long  he 
had  been  insolvent.  He  had  been  struggling  along,  and  had 
been  paying  off  an  old  debt  by  quarterly  instalments  of  40/.. 
the  last  payment  being  mada  jn  February.  The  Chairman 
observed  that  it  was  clear  that  the  debtor 'had  been  insolvent 
throughout  his  trading  at  St.  Dunstan's  Hill.  He  should  in 
all  probability  require  him  to  furnish  cash  and  goods  account.^ 
showing  the  disposal  of  goods  that  he  had  obtained  from  the 
creditors.  (Hear,  hear.)  The  proceedings  then  terminated, 
and,  no  resolution  being  moved,  the  case  remains  in  the 
hands  of  the  Official  Receiver  to  be  wound  up  in  bankruptcy.

Zhc  S.fllNC.  Examination. 

A  CHEMIST-OPTICIAN  sends  us  his  experience  of  the 
XX  recent  examination  of  the  Spectacle-makers'  Company, 
which  was  held  at  the  Caxton  Hall,  Westminster. 

In  obedience  to  instructions  received  from  the  Clerk  of  the 
company,  to  the  effect  that  the  Master  "  required  his  attend- 
ance "  there,  the  writer  presented  himself  at  the  Caxton  Hall, 
armed  with  a  trial-case  and  near-point  measure,  a  few  minutes 
before  the  time  specified. 

At  the  extreme  end  of  the  hall  was  a  raised  platform  separated 
by  a  curtain  from  the  rest  of  the  room,  and  on  the  platform 
were  tables  A  and  B,  over  which  presided  the  medical  men 
conducting  the  oral  section  of  the  examination.  Across  the 
room,  in  front  of  the  curtain,  was  a  row  of  "  Orthops  " 
testing-charts  mounted  on  vertical  easels,  six  in  number,  and 
about  twenty-five  feet  in  front  of  them  a  like  number  of  chairs 
for  the  convenience  of  the  subjects  whoso  sight  was  to  be 
tested;  behind  these  chairs  were  arranged  tables  to  hold  the 
opticians'  apparatus.  Having  signed  his  name,  the  candidate 
was  given  a  few  minutes  to  measure  the  distance  of  his  test- 
chart  from  his  subject's  chair  and  to  get  his  test-frame  and 
lenses  ready  for  work.  Then  he  was  directed  to  pick  up  an 
envelope  from  a  heap,  which  contained  two  numbers  ;  these 
numbers  were  called  out,  and  two  commissionaires,  holding 
tickets  bearing  similar  numbers,  came  in,  and  their  visual 
capabilities  were  placed  at  the  candidate's  disposal  A. 
card  was  given,  on  which  was  to  be  noted  tho  lenses  which  gave 
the  best  vision  and  the  lenses  the  optician  would  actually  give 
m  a  doubtful  case.  One  and  a  quarter  hour  was  allowed  for 
the  two  cases,  but  the  writer  did  not  see  anyone  who  took  so 
long  as  tins.  In  spite  of  the  fact  that  two  ophthalmometers 
were  provided,  as  well  as  a  dark-room,  these  instruments  did 
not  seem  to  be  in  favour  with  the  majority  of  candidates 
who  used  the  subjective  methods  only.  In  this  matter  thev 
were  greatly  helped  by  the  examiners'  choice  of  subjects- 
these  were  nearly  all  men  of  middle  age  or  over,  in  whom 
the  difficulty  of  active  accommodation  was  not  present,  and 
not  less  important  was  the  intelligent  way  in  which  the  ques- 
tions put  were  answered.  The  candidates  wero  next  examined 
orally  by  Drs.  A  and  B.  in  rotation.  Dr.  A.'s  object  was  to 
ascertain  the  candidate  s  knowledge  of  the  construction  of  the 
eye  and  of  the  various  functions  of  different  portions  In- 
tending candidates  might  do  well  to  note  that  derivation  of 
such  parts  as  the  lens-capsule  and  suspensory  ligament  as 
well  as  the  structure  of  important  organs,  such  as  tho  iris  or 
choroid  are  asked.  Dr.  B.  tried  to  probe  the  candidates- 
knowledge  of  apparatus  for  the  discovery  and  correction  of 
optical  errors.  At  tho  conclusion  of  this  oral  examination  the 
candidate  was  released,  to  return  next  day  for  tho  written 
paper  on  sight-testing.  This  consisted  of  twelve  questions  to 
answer  which  three  hours  was  allowed.  I  have  given  a  full 
account  of  the  first  day's  examination  to  show  that  the 
bpectacle-makers  Company  have  taken  advantage  of  the 
many  suggestions  that  have  been  made  since  the  first  sight- 
testing  examination  was  held,  when  the  arrangements  in- 
voked a  good  deal  of  criticism.

The  Secretary  (Mr.  Ewell,  senr.)  reported  that  he  had 
represented  the  Association  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Society.  He  was  deputed  to  represent  the  Association  at 
the  Brighton  Conference. 

Early  Closing. 

After  some  further  discussion  on  various  topics,  and  con- 
gratulations to  the  two  patres  familias  on  the  newly-arrived 
olive  branches,  it  was  arranged  to  canvass  the  local  trade  on 
closing  on  Wednesdays  from  two  to  six.  Messrs.  Ewell, 
jun.,  Forster,  and  Hambrook  were  deputed  to  undertake  the 
work.  It  was  arranged,  if  the  canvassers  were  successful,  to 
close  on  Wednesday,  June  7. 

The  result  of  the  canvass  was  entirely  successful,  all  the 
Dover  chemists  having  agreed  to  close;  Messrs.  Timothy 
White  also  meeting  the  wishes  of  the  Association  and 
closing  their  two  shops.  The  first  day  passed  off  well, 
despite  the  rain,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  there  will  be  no 
defections  from  the  agreement. 


Society  of  Public  Analysts. 

The  last  meeting  of  the  current  session  was  held  at  Burling- 
ton House  on  June  7,  Mr.  E.  J.  Bevan,  the  President, 


occupying  the  chair.    The  first  paper,  by  Mr.  D.  Lloyd 

Howard,  on  the 

Separation"  of  Strychnine  and  Brucine. 
was.  in  the  absence  of  the  author,  read  by  Mr.  Chapman.  It 
has  been  stated  by  Gordin  that  Heller's  method,  in  which  the 
brucine  is  destroyed  by  treatment  with  nitric  and  sulphuric 
acids,  and  the  strychnine  extracted  with  chloroform,  gives 
too  low  results — viz.,  only  about  96  per  cent,  of  the  true  ones. 
Mr.  Howard  finds,  on  the  contrary,  that  at  ordinary  tem- 
peratures too  high  results  are  obtained,  whether  in  the 
presence  or  absence  of  brucine.  Extraction  with  a  mixture 
of  benzine  and  amyl  alcohol  was  tried,  but  gave  still  higher 
results.  It  is  found  that  the  temperature  and  time  of  ccn- 
tact  with  the  acid  considerably  influences  the  determination, 
the  nearest  approach  to  accuracy  being  obtained  by  treating 
with  acid  at  0°  C. 

The  next  paper,  by  Mr.  P.  V.  Dupre.  cn 

Ammonium  Oxalate,  its  Formula  and  Stability, 
showed  that  this  salt  normally  contains  one  molecule  of 
water  of  crystallisation,  attempts  to  obtain  other  salts  by 
varying  the  temperature  of  crystallisation  proving  fruitless. 
Some  of  this  water  is  given  off  in  a  desiccator  containing 
sulphuric  acid  at  a  temperature  of  12°  C.  after  some  days, 
and  it  is  almost  completely  lost  at  a  temperature  of  30-40° 
in  two  or  three  days.  The  evolved  water  has  been  measured 
by  causing  it  to  react  with  calcium  carbide  and  measuring 
the  liberated  acetylene. 

Two  papers,  one  on  "Some  Abnormal  Milks  from 
Durham."  the  other  on  "A  Camera  for  Photomierographic 
Work,"  by  Mr.  A.  C.  Wilson,  and  Mr.  Droop  Richmond's 
annual  communication  on  last  year's  milk,  concluded  the 
meeting. 


Exeter  Chemists'  Association. 

By  the  invitation  of  the  President  (Mr.  E.  F.  Stone),  a 
meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  at  the  Priory  on 
June  6.  there  being  also  present  Messrs.  H.  Wippell  Gadd 
(Hon.  Secretary),  P.  F.  Rowsell.  D.  Reid.  T.  C.  Milton. 
F.  Vinden,  J.  Hinton  Lake,  E.  Lemmon,  F.  Sloman,  and 
J.  Harris. 

The  meeting  discussed  the  proposed  agreement  as  to 
certain  preparations  being  treated  as  included  in  the  first 
part  of  the  schedule.  Mr.  Rowsell  thought  there  would  be 
many  advantages  to  be  derived  from  a  unanimous  course. 
There  was  no  doubt  that  preparations  containing  strychnine 
and  suchlike  should  be  registered.  By  mutual  agreement 
they  would  put  themselves  right  with  one  another  in  the 
city.  Mr.  Milton  agreed  that  chemists  as  a  body  should 
be  united  in  the  matter.  Mr.  Lemmon  and  Mr.  Reid  were 
in  favour,  and  Mr.  Hinton  Lake  said  if  they  adopted  the 
proposal  the  public  should  be  made  acquainted  with  their 
decision  as  early  as  possible,  s-j  that  they  might  know-  that 
they  would  be  required  to  sign  their  name  in  the  Poisons- 
book.  The  medical  profession  should  also  be  informed. 
Mr.  Harris  thought  such  an  announcement  would  give  the 
public  the  impression  that  up  to  now  the  chemists  had 
been  breaking  the  law.  Mr.  Lake  did  not  think  so,  and 
Mr.  Rowsell  moved — 

That  the  Exeter  Association  of  Chemists  and  Druggists 

resolves  to  strictly  conform  with  all  the  regulations  of  the 

Pharmacy  Act  in  the   sale    of   preparations  containing 

schedule  poisons. 

Mr.  Milton  seconded  the  motion,  which  was  carried 
unanimously. 

A  Pharmaceutical  M.P. 

Mr.  Harris  moved  that  the  Hon.  Secretary  be  asked  to 
convey  the  following  resolution  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Federation  of  Local  Pharmaceutical  Associations,  to  be 
placed  on  the  agenda  for  the  annual  meeting  : — 

That  the  Federation  of  Local  Pharmaceutical  Associa- 
tions resolve  to  institute  a  fund  to  ensure  the  direct  repre- 
sentation of  pharmacy  in  Parliament. 

Mr.  Rowsell,  in  seconding,  said  if  the  matter  was 
brought  before  the  Federation  it  would  give  them  some 
idea  whether  or  not  the  chemists  of  the  country  were 
in  favour  of  the  proposal.  Mr.  Lemmon  supported,  but 
thought  that  the  power  supposed  to  be  exercised  by  a 
single  member  of  Parliament  was  greatlv  overrated.  After 
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Mr.  Milton  and  Mr.  Reid  had  spoken  the  resolution  was 
carried  unanimously. 

Delegates  were  appointed  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Con- 
ference at  Brighton  and  to  the  Federation  of  Local 
Associations,  and  the  proposed  excursion  to  Paris  was 
discussed. 


Society  of  Chemical  Industry. 

London  Section. 
The  last  meeting  of  the  session  was  held  at  Burlington 
House,  Piccadilly,  W..  on  June  5,  the  Chairman  (Mr.  A. 
Gordon  Salamon)  presiding.  After  the  minutes  of  the 
previous  meeting  had  been  read  the  Chairman  announced 
that  tb.3  arrangements  for  the  reception  and  entertainment 
of  the  American  visitors  were  complete  and  would,  he 
hoped,  be  a  fitting  response  to  the  cordial  welcome  which 
was  given  to  the  English  visitors  last  year  in  America. 
The  Chairman  paid  a  high  tribute  to  the  work  of  the  Hon. 
Secretary  of  the  section,  Mr.  Julian  L.  Baker.  This  was 
followed,  as  is  usual  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  session, 
by  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  Chairman,  the  proposition  being- 
put  by  Dr.  Divers  and  seconded  by  Mr.  W.  F.  Reid. 

TAPER-MAKING. 

Mr.  R.  W.  Sindall  then  read  a  paper  on  "  The  Manufac- 
ture and  Use  of  Art  Papers."  The  modern  half-tone 
blocks  need  to  be  printed  on  a  smooth  surface  paper  to 
give  the  best  results,  and  this  surface  is  obtained  by  coat- 
ing the  paper  with  china  clay  or  blanc  fixe  held  on  the 
surface  by  means  of  glue  or  casein.  The  process  of  coat- 
ing was  described  and  illustrated  by  means  of  lantern- 
slides.  Much  trouble  results  with  the  finished  paper  if 
the  proportion  of  glue  is  unsuitable,  and  the  cumulative 
influence  of  various  defects  leads  to  the  lifting  of  the 
surface  of  the  paper  during  printing.  Cheap  paper,  much 
used  for  magazine  printing,  consists  of  wood  pulp  with, 
perhaps,  a  small  proportion  of  esparto  pulp,  loaded  with 
china  clay  and  held  together  with  cheap  glue.  Is  there  any 
hope  that  such  paper  will  survive  the  influence  of  tempera- 
ture, moisture,  and  wear  ?  There  is  apparently  no  paper  at 
present  produced  for  half-tone  printing  that  meets  with 
the  lecturer's  approval,  but  there  is  hope  that  experi- 
ments on  the  lines  of  Willesden  canvas  manufacture  may 
point  the  way  to  obtaining  a  smooth-surfaced  paper  with- 
out the  use  of  loading  materials. 

There  was  a  short  discussion,  Mr.  Reid  pointing  out 
that  cellulose  solvents  make  paper  brittle  and  that  a 
certain  amount  of  filling  is  necessary  in  paper-making  to 
complete  the  structure. 

This  was  followed  by  an  elaborate  paper  by  Mr.  Clayton 
Beadle  and  Dr.  H.  P.  Stevens  on  "  The  Influence  of 
Gelatin  Sizing  on  the  Strength  of  Paper."  The  authors 
find  that  the  greatest  strength  in  paper  is  always  in  the 
direction  in  which  the  greatest  number  of  fibres  lie.  With 
a  small  proportion  of  gelatin  sizing  there  is  a  diminution  of 
strength,  but  above  0.7  per  cent,  and  up  to  10  and  11  per 
cent,  the  rate  of  increase  of  strength  is  fairly  constant. 

Two  other  papers  were  taken  as  read. 


Edinburgh  Chemists'  Trade  Association. 

The  annual  meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  at  36  York 
Place,  Edinburgh,  on  June  1,  Mr.  John  A.  Forret  (Chair- 
man) presiding.  Mr.  D.  F.  Macdonald.  Raeburn  Place, 
Edinburgh,  and  Mr.  J.  E.  Gauld,  Dalkeith,  were  elected 
members. 

The  Annual  Report. 
Mr.  G.  H.  C.  Rowland  (Hon.  Secretary)  submitted  the 
annual  report,  from  which  it  appeared  that  the  membership 
of  the  Association  had  reached  ninety-five — an  increase  of 
two  during  the  session.  One  member  has  retired  from  busi- 
ness. Renewed  interest  had  been  shown  this  year  at  the 
recent  Council  election  in  the  endeavour  of  the  Association  to 
summarise  the  views  of  the  candidates  on  the  more  important 
questions  in  pharmaceutical  politics.  The  advisory  com- 
mittee had  not  yet  any  great  demands  made  upon  it,  only 
one  subject  having  been  brought  forward,  which  is  at 
present  under  consideration.  No  response  has  been  made 
to  the  invitation  for  particulars  of  "  Possessive-case  named 
remedies,"  but  the  committee  hope  this  matter  has  not 
been  lost  sight  of.    The  recent  cases  in  the  English  Courts 


in  connection  with  the  retail  sale  of  certain  poisonous  pre- 
parations are  commended  to  the  earnest  attention  of  the 
members  as  a  matter  of  importance  to  them. 
The  report  was  unanimously  agreed  to. 

Finances. 

Mr.  R.  L.  Hendry  (Hon.  Treasurer)  submitted  the  annual 
statement  of  accounts.  The  total  income,  including 
38/.  12s.  3</.  carried  forward  from  last  year  and  eighty-one 
annual  subscriptions  (10/.  2s.  6rf.),  amounts  to  51/.  18s.  4d.  ; 
and,  after  meeting  expenditure,  there  is  on  deposit  receipt 
33/.  14s.  8<7.  and  in  hand  4/.  8s.,  making  a  total  of  43/.  4s.  4rf. 
There  is  thus  4/.  12s.  Id.  more  in  hand  than  last  year.  The 
accounts,  which  had  been  audited  and  certified  as  corrected, 
were  approved  of. 

Federation  Matters. 
The  Hon.  Secretary  recalled  that  a  question  had  been 
raised  at  the  last  Federation  Meeting  as  to  the  status  of 
defaulting  associations,  and  that  the  Federation  Secretary 
said  there  was  no  rule  to  deal  with  them  ;  and  the  delegates 
of  their  Association  promised  to  formulate  a  suggested  rule 
for  consideration  at  the  Brighton  meeting  of  the  Federation 
on  the  question.  It  was  agreed,  on  the  recommendation 
of  the  committee,  to  send  the  following  notice  of  motion 
to  Mr.  Watson  Will  (Hon.  Secretary)  for  discussion  :  "  Any 
Association  which  is  a  unit  of  the  Federation  whose  sub- 
scription is  more  than  two  years  in  arrears  at  the  date  of 
the  annual  meeting  shall  at  that  date  cease  to  be  affiliated  to 
the  Federation." 

Election  of  Office-bearers. 

The  following  were  elected  office-bearers  for  the  ensuing 
year:  Chairman,  Mr.  J.  A.  Forret;  Vice- Chairman,  Mr. 
C.  F.  Henry;  Hon.  Secretary,  Mr.  G.  H.  C.  Rowland, 
117  Prince's  Street ;  Assistant  Secretary,  Mr.  Jas.  McBain ; 
Hon.  Treasurer,  Mr.  R.  L.  Hendry.  Members  of  Com- 
mittee :  Messrs.  Blenkiron,  Bowman,  Brindle,  Currie, 
Glass,  D.  McGlashan,  D.  McLaren,  Macpherson,  Millar, 
and  E.  Steven. 

The  Chairman  proposed  that  donations  of  21.  2s.  and  of 
11.  Is.  should  be  given  to  the  Benevolent  Fund  and  the 
Orphan  Fund  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  respectively. 

Votes  of  thanks  concluded  the  meeting. 


Bristol  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

On  June  7  a  meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  at  the 
Royal  Hotel,  College  Green,  Mr.  A.  L.  Taylor  {the  Presi- 
dent) being  in  the  chair.  There  was  a  representative  attend- 
ance. 

The  District  Meeting. 
The  Chairman  reported  on  the  arrangements  being  made 
for  holding  a  District  Conference  in  Bristol  in  connection 
with  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  on  June  22.  He  said  that 
the  meeting  would  be  held  at  the  Royal  Hotel,  and  Mr. 
S.  R.  Atkins,  of  Salisbury,  would  preside.  There  would 
be  first  a  regular  meeting,  at  which  speeches  would  be  de- 
livered by  Mr.  Atkins  and  by  representatives  of  the  different 
towns  who  would  be  present.  After  the  meeting  tha  confer- 
ence would  resolve  itself  into  committee,  and  any  questions 
might  be  asked  of  the  representatives  of  the  Council  who 
would  be  present.  So  far  it  was  definitely  understood 
representatives  are  coming  from  Plymouth,  Taunton, 
Exeter,  and  Torquay.  In  discussion  it  was  stated  that  Mr. 
Shenstone,  of  Clifton,  was  ready  to  be  one  of  the  selected 
speakers  for  Bristol  if  he  could  attend  the  meeting ;  and  it 
was  agreed  that  Alderman  Charles  Townsend,  J. P.,  should 
be  invited  to  act  as  the  second  speaker. 

The  Sale  of  Poisons. 

The  Chairman  said  they  desired  to  consider  the  question 
as  to  whether  there  could  be  any  common  ground  come  to  on 
the  sale  of  certain  poisons,  as  to  whether  they  could  make 
any  general  rule  in  selling  them,  whether  it  would  be  neces- 
sary or  not  to  sign  for  every  poison. 

Mr.  T.  Grant  (the  Hon.  Secretary)  urged  the  necessity 
of  uniformity. 

The  Chairman  proposed  that  the  Association  should  agree, 
as  a  body,  to  follow  strictly  the  Poisons  Schedule  in  the 
sale  of  any  preparation  of  a  drug  included  in  that  Schedule. 

After  some  discussion  Mr.  Matthews  seconded  the  resolu- 
tion submitted  by  the  Chairman,  which  now  read  "That 
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the  Association  recommend  its  members  to  strictly  observe 
the  poisons  regulations  with  regard  to  Part  1  and  Part  2 
of  the  Schedule." 
The  resolution  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Plumley  said  there  seeme i  to  be  some  pharmacists  who 
did  not  take  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  or  the  "  Phar- 
maceutical Journal,"  and  probably  they  had  not  followed  the 
cases  which  had  been  heard  in  the  North.  He  therefore 
thought  it  was  necessary  not  only  to  carry  the  resolution,  but 
also  to  point  out  the  names  of  the  proprietary  articles  so  far 
as  they  knew  which  it  was  absolutely  necessary  to  be 
signed  for. 

Mr.  Matthews  did  not  see  why  a  man  who  did  not  sub- 
scribe to  these  papers  or  attend  a  meeting  of  the  Association 
was  deserving  of  more  consideration  than  anyone  else. 

"  Modern  Methods." 
The  Hon.  Secretary  read  a  letter  from  the  Cheltenham 
Chemists'  Association  asking  the  Bristol  organisation  to  con- 
sider the  advisability  of  addressing  to  the  Council  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  a  letter  similar  to  their  own  in  refer- 
ence to  their  circular  on  "A  Lesson  in  Modern  Methods." 
Cheltenham  expressed  regret  that  the  Society  had  not  seized 
to  the  full  extent  its  opportunity  of  replying  to  certain  mis- 
statements. 

It  was  decided  not  to  take  any  action  on  the  letter. 
Breaking  Bulk. 

The  Hon.  Secretary  reported  the  receipt  of  a  letter  from 
the  Federation  of  Local  Pharmaceutical  Associations  relating 
to  the  question  of  breaking  bulk,  and  asking  for  the  views  of 
the  Bristol  Association  on  this  important  subject. 

Mr.  Chandler  said  that  this  matter  affected  75  per  cent, 
of  the  chemists  of  the  country. 

Mr.  Young  moved  that  a  reply  should  be  sent  expressing 
their  sympathy  with  the  Federation  in  their  endeavour  to 
prevent  the  breaking  of  bulk  in  packages  of  patent  medicines. 

Mr.  Sleight  seconded  the  motion,  which  was  carried  unani- 
mously ;  and  it  was  added  that  the  Federation  would  con- 
sider the  subject  at  the  annual  Ccnference  in  July. 

Delegates  to  Conference. 
It  was  understood  that  Mr.  H.  E.  Boorne,  Mr.  Sleight, 
and  Mr.  F.  B.  Kirby  would  probably  be  the  delegates  to  the 
Pharmaceutical  Conference  at  Brighton  in  July. 


Chemical  Society. 

A  Meeting  of  this  Society  was  held  at  Burlington  House  on 
June  1.  The  chair  was  taken  by  Professor  Raphael  Meldcla, 
F.R.S.  The  list  of  papers  down  for  reading  was  an  un- 
usually long  one,  and  the  President  opened  the  meeting  by 
appealing  to  authors  to  be  brief.  The  Wellcome  Cheim'cal 
Research  Laboratories  communicated  several  papers,  of 
which  the  following  are  abstracts  : 

The  Constituents  of  the  Seeds  of  Hydnocarpus 
Wightiana  and  of  Hydnocarpus  anthelmintics. — 
Isolation  of  a  Homologue  of  Chaulmoogric  Acid. 

By  Frederick  B.  Power  and  Marmaduke  Barrowcliff. 

About  a  year  ago  one  of  the  authors  and  Mr.  F.  H. 
Gornall  communicated  to  the  Society  the  results  cf  an 
investigation  of  chaulmoogra  seeds,  which,  as  was  then 
noted,  are  obtained  from  the  plant  known  as  Tarahtogcnos 
Kurzii,  King,  a  native  of  Burmah,  and  not,  as  had  been 
generally  believed,  from  Gynocardia  odorata.  It  was 
shown  by  that  investigation  that  chaulmoogra  oil  consists 
chiefly  of  the  glyceryl  esters  of  members  of  an  homologous 
series  of  acids  of  an  entirely  new  type.  While  represented 
by  the  general  formula  C„  H  „  40.2,  they  absorb  but  two 
atomic  proportions  of  bromine  or  iodine,  therefore  contain 
but  one  ethylenic  linking,  and  must  necessarily  possess  a 
closed  carbon  ring.  One  of  these  acids  was  isolated  in  a 
pure  state,  and  designated  chaulmoogric  acid.  It  has  the 
formula  C18H3:,02,  a  melting-point  of  68°  C.  rnd  the 
specific  rotation  [a~,D-f56°.  Inasmuch  as  no  acid  of  an 
alicyclic  nature  had  hitherto  been  found  in  a  fatty  oil,  the 
subject  was  one  of  considerable  scientific  interest.  There 
facts  have  therefore  led  the  present  authors  to  examine  the 
seeds  of  two  species  of  Hydnocarpus — namely.//.  Wightiana 
and  II.  anthelmintica — especially  with  reference  to  the  con- 
stituents of  their  fatty  oils.  These  plants  are  not  enly 
very  closely  related  botanically  to  the  Taraktogenos,  but 


the  fatty  oils  expressed  from  the  seeds  are  used  in  their 
respective  countries  for  the  same  purpose  for  which  chaul- 
moogra oil  is  employed. 

Hydnocarpus  Wightiana,  Bluir.e,  is  indigenous  to  the 
Western  Peninsula  of  India,  whereas  H.  anthelmintica, 
Piarre,  is  a  native  of  Siam,  and  is  exported  to  China  under 
the  name  of  "  Lukrabo."  The  fatty  oils  had  the  following 
characters  : 

Oil  of  II.  Wightiana.  M.p.  22°  -  23°  C.  [<TD  +  57.7° 
Iodine  value.  103-3. 

Oil  of  II.  anthelmintica.  M.p.  24°  -25°  C,  [a"D  +52.5° 
Iodine  value,  86.4. 

Both  these  oils  very  closely  re-emble  chaulmoogra  oil  in 
their  physical  characters  and  in  their  chemical  composition. 
They  consist  chiefly  of  the  glyceryl  esters  of  chaulmoogric 
acid  and  a  lower  homologue,  which  has  been  isolated  from 
both  oils,  and  now  also  from  chaulmoogra  oil.  The  new 
acid  is  designated  hydnocarpic  acid.  It  has  the  formula 
C.-H,„0„.  a  melting-point  of  60°  C  and  the  specific  rotation 
tf]D  +68°.  Several  derivatives  of  it  have  been  prepared  and 
analysed.  Like  chaulmoogric  acid,  it  contains  but  one 
ethylenic  linking. 

The  oil  of  Hydnocarpus  Wightiana  contains,  besides  the 
above-mentioned  acids,  a  very  small  proportion  of  an  acid 
or  acids  belonging  to  the  linolin  or  linolenic  series.  The  oil 
of  Hydnocarpus  anthelmintica  contains,  as  minor  constitu- 
ents, small  amounts  of  oleic  and  palmitic  acids. 

The  Constituents  of  the  Seeds  of  Gynocardia  Odorata. 

By  Frederick  B.  Power  and  Marmaduke  Barrowcliff. 

Having  previously  shown  that  chaulmoogra  oil  is  not 
obtained  from  the  seeds  of  Gynocardia  odorata.  it  seemed 
of  special  interest  to  examine  these  seeds  and  to  determine 
the  character  of  the  fatty  oil. 

Gynocardia  odorata,  R.Br.,  is  indigenous  to  Sikkini, 
Assam,  and  a  district  in  Bengal.  The  seeds  are  not  collected 
for  the  purposes  of  commerce,  but  a  quantity  of  them  was 
specially  collected  for  the  authors  in  Assam.  The  expressed 
oil  bears  no  resemblance  whatever  to  chaulmoogra  oil,  either 
in  its  physical  characters  or  in  its  chemical  composition.  It 
is  a  yellow  liquid,  having  an  odour  like  linseed  oil,  the 
specific  gravity  0.925  at  25°,  and  an  iodine  value  of  152.8°. 
It  is  optically  inactive,  and  contains  neither  chaulmoogric 
acid  nor  its  homologues. 

Gynocardia  oil  consists  of  the  glyceryl  esters  of  the  follow- 
ing acids  : 

1.  Linolic  acid  or  isomerides  of  the  same  series,  in  largest 
proportion. 

2.  Palmitic  acid  in  considerable  amount. 

3.  Linolenic  and  isolinolenic  acids,  the  latter  preponderat- 
ing. 

4.  Oleic  acid  in  small  amount. 

After  removing  the  palmitic  acid,  the  unsaturated  acids 
were  indentified  by  the  method  which  consists  in  their 
oxidation  with  potassium  permanganate  and  the  separation 
of  the  resulting  hydroxystearic  acids. 

The  isolation,  from  the  seeds  of  Gynocardia  odorata.  of  a 
now  cyanogenetic  glucoside,  gynccardin.  and  a  hydrolytic 
enzyme,  gynocardose,  has  been  previously  noticed. 

These  authors  were  succeeded  by  Dr.  Alfred  Tutton, 
with  a  further  contribution  to  our  knowledge  of 

The  Relation  of  Amjionium  to  the  Alkali  Metals, 
in  which  he  showed  that  careful  crystallographic  comparison 
of  the  sulphates  of  the  alkali  metals  with  that  of  ammonium 
indicates  that  ammonium  closely  resembles  rubidium  in  its 
behaviour,  and,  in  particular,  that  the  group  XH,  takes  up 
almost  the  same  space  in  a  molecule  as  an  atom  of  rubidium. 
All  this,  Dr.  Tutton  pointed  out,  indicates  that  a  great  part 
of  a  molecule  must  be  "  space"  and  not  "matter."  since  it 
is  possible  to  push  seventeen  atoms  into  almost  the  same 
space  as  one  without  seriously  disturbing  the  structure  of 
the  molecule. 

Camphorylazoimide 
was  the  title  of  the  next  paper,  contributed  by  Dr.  Fcrster 
and  Mr.  Fierz.  It  dealt  with  the  formation  of  this  deri- 
vative of  hydrazoic  acid  from  the  camphoryl  pseudo- 
somicarbazide  recently  described  by  the  same  authors.  Dr. 
Morgan  and  Miss  Micklethwait  then  described  the  results  of 
a  number  of  observations  on  diazo-substitution  in  aromatic 
m-diamines,    and    Dr.    Armstrong    and    Mr.  Robertson 
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followed  with  a  paper  on  the  utilisation  of  optical  properties, 
particularly  optical  rotation,  in  the  determination  of  the 
structure  of  derivatives  of  nitrogen.  The  most  interesting- 
point  in  this  paper  was  the  deduction,  based  principally  on 
the  colour  and  optical  properties  of  camphorquinone  and 
some  of  its  derivatives,  that  this  quinone  could  not  have 
the  constitution  generally  assigned  to  it  by  camphor 
chemists.  The  authors  exhibited  for  the  admiration  of 
those  who  are  not  camphor  chemists  a  stereo-model  showing 
the  latest  conception  of  the  camphor  molecule. 

Thermostats. 

Two  new  temperature  regulators  were  described  by  Dr. 
T.  M.  Lowry,  designed  for  use  with  toluene,  consisting  of 
fluted  spirals  of  glass  tubing.  With  one  of  these  the  author 
stated  that  he  had  kept  a  bath  at  a  desired  temperature  with 
a  variation  of  only  0.003  of  a  degree  centigrade  in  two 
months. 

The  next  paper  was  entitled  : 

The  Constitution  of  Barealoin.    Part  I. 
By  H.  A.  D.  Jowett  and  C.  E.  Potter. 
On  account  of  the  confusion  at  present  existing  with 
regard  to  the  constitution  and  even  the  empirical  formula  of 
barbahin,  the  authors  have  commenced  an  investigation  of 
the  subject. 

Prior  to  1902  barbaloin  was  assumed  to  have  the  formula 
Cir,HlsO;  (or  CI6Hlc07)  and  to  be  a  derivative  of  methyl- 
anthraquinone.  These  deductions  were  based  on  the  ex- 
perimental work  of  Tilden  (1872-1875),  which  was  con- 
firmed and  slightly  amplified  by  subsequent  workers  on  the 
subject  (Groenewald,  Leger,  Oesterle).  In  1902  Leger 
proposed  to  alter  the  formula  from  Cl6H10Or  to  CjH^O,, 
and  suggested  the  following  constitution  :

His  results  were  not  confirmed  by  Aschan. 

The  present  authors  have  made  a  number  of  analyses  of 
different  specimens  of  carefully  purified  material  as  well  as 
molecular  weight  determinations,  and  were  unable  to  con- 
firm Leger's  formula.  Their  results  best  agree  with  Tilden's 
formula,  C16HlgO;,  which  they  accordingly  adopt. 

They  have  been  unable  to  confirm  several  other  of  Leger's 
statements,  but  have  proved  the  correctness  of  Tilden's°and 
Oesterle's  work  on  the  subject.  The  number  of  hydroxyl 
groups  in  barbaloin  could  not  be  determined,  but  by  the 
analysis  of  a  well-defined  crystalline  tetraacetyl  tribromo- 
barbaloin  it  was  proved  that  tribromobarbaloin  contains 
four  hydroxyl  groups.  Barbaloin,  therefore,  probably  con- 
tains this  number.  There  are  several  difficulties  in  the  way 
of  accepting  the  view  that  barbaloin  is  a  trioxymethyl- 
anthraquinone  derivative,  the  chief  being  the  large  amount 
of  hydrogen  contained  in  the  molecule.  The  authors  in 
the  present  communication,  which  deals  chiefly  with  the 
empirical  formula  of  barbaloin,  are  not  prepared"  to  propose 
any  constitutional  formula  for  the  subject. 

Subsequently  a  paper  on  the  influence  of  substitution  on 
the  formation  of  diazoamines  and  aminoazo-compounds  by 
Dr.  Morgan  and  Mr.  A.  Clayton  was  read  by  the  former 
author,  and  the  meeting  was  then  adjourned  till  Wednesday, 
June  14,  when  the  last  meeting  before  the  vacation  will  be 
held. 


A  Syphilis  Microbe.— At.  the  Academy  of  Medicine,  Paris, 
on  May  16,  M.  Metchnikoff  read  a  paper  announcing:  the  dis- 
covery of  the  microbe  of  syphilis  by  Drs.  Schaudinn  and 
Raussmann,  of  Berlin. 

The  production  of  quicksilver  in  1904  is  est'mated  at 
3,391  tons,  not  including-  the  output  of  Mexico  and  Russ'a,  of 
which  no  statistics  have  been  received  as  yet.  In  1903  thecc 
countries  yielded  190  and  362  tons  respectively.  The  pro- 
duction in  1904  of  the  United  States,  Spain,  Austria,  and  Italy 
were  1,480  tons,  1,020  tons,  536  tons,  and  355  tons  respectively. 
Counting  the  output  of  Mexico  and  Russia,  the  world's  pro- 
duction for  1904  will  probably  amount  to  4,000  tons.

Manipulation  of  Prescriptions. 

Messrs.  Squire  cb  Sons,  Chemists  on  the  Establishment  of 
the  King,  say  :  "  It  is  not  our  practice  to  add  mucilage  to 
bismuth  mixtures  unless  ordered  on  the  prescription." 

Sir, — In  reply  to  "Shaldon's"  inquiry,  we  should  say, 
speaking  generally,  that  we  do  not  think  it  permissible  to 
"  manipulate"  a  prescription  without  previously  consulting 
the  prescriber,  except  in  those  cases  where  the  ingredients 
if  dispensed  exactly  as  written  would  produce  a  medicine 
of  which  the  patient  could  not  take  an  exact  dese,  or  which 
would  have  dangerous  effects.

Sir, — In  reply  to  "  Shaldon  "  he  will  find  that  about  90 
per  cent,  of  the  Hospital  Pharmacopoeia  formulae  for  bis- 
muth mixtures  contain  a  suspending  agent.  In  the  "  Extra 
Pharmacopoeia"  it  is  suggested  that  the  official  dose  of  bis- 
muth carbonate  should  be  suspended  in  an  ounce  of  water  by 
moans  of  a  drachm  of  mucilage  of  tragacanth,  or  about 
6  grains  of  compound  tragacanth  powder.  I  find  that  the 
majority  of  prescribers  order  a  suspending  agent  when 
prescribing,  so  as  to  leave  no  doubt  about  it — this  ensures 
uniformity.

Sir, — The  subject  of  the  "  Manipulation  of  Prescrip- 
tions "  introduced  by  "  Shaldon  "  in  his  letter  is  one  of  great 
importance,  and  one  in  which  uniformity  of  practice  is 
desirable.  Generally  speaking,  the  introduction  of  muci- 
lage, etc.,  into  mixtures  is  to  be  avoided  as  much  as  possible. 
Of  course,  if  specific  instruction  be  given  to  use  mucilage,  or 
to  make  "  according  to  art,"  it  is  quite  another  matter ;  but 
as  regards  the  prescription  alluded  to  in  "  Shaldon's  "  letter, 
my  dispensers  and  I  think  the  introduction  of  a  suspending- 
agent  quite  unnecessary.  A  general  rule  with  us  is  not  to 
add  anything  to  a  mixture  unless  absolutely  necessary,  in 
which  case  a  note  is  made  on  the  prescription,  showing  the 
quantity  and  composition  of  the  agent  employed.

Sir, — There  are  many  who  prescribe,  many  who  dis- 
pense, and  many  who  take  mixtures  containing  bism. 
subnit.  and  subcarb.,  who  have  a  preference  for  the  mix- 
ture without  gum.  It  is  then  most  easily  "shaken  up," 
and  if  poured  out  and  swallowed  with  reasonable  alacrity, 
most  easily  "taken  down."  An  observant  dispenser  ought 
to  have  noticed  that  many  prescribers,  who  formerly 
ordered  suspending  agents,  have  ceased  to  do  so.  In  my 
opinion,  the  dispenser  who  made  the  addition  to  your 
correspondent's  prescription  was  indiscreet,  and  almost, 
if  not  quite,  impertinent  in  the  liberty  which  he  took. 
There  is  all  the  difference  in  the  world  between  such 
interference  and  the  departure  which  must  sometimes  be 
made  to  avoid  a  chemical  change  or  an  impracticable  ad- 
mixture. I  would  like  to  note  the  admirable  and  len'ent 
tone  adopted  by  the  subscriber  in  his  note  to  your  journal.

Sir, — I  am  very  much  in  sympathy  with  "  Shaldcn"  in 
his  complaint.  I  consider  that  an  addition  of  mucilage  to 
the  mixture  quoted  was  altogether  unwarrantable,  although 
I  do  not  see  how  "by  inspection  "  "Shaldcn"  confirmed 
its  presence,  seeing  that  such  a  mixture  might,  an  i  probably 
would,  vary  greatly  with  different  samples  of  rhubarb.  1 
do  not  know  what  is  the  custom  of  dispensing  houses  in  this 
matter,  but  I  should  be  surprised  to  hear  that  it  is  in  accord- 
ance with  the  information  given  to  "  Shaldon,"  seeing  that 
some  medical  men  believe  that  since  bismuth  salts  are  sup- 
posed to  act  locally  on  the  walls  of  the  stomach  anything

that  tends  to  prevent  the  subsidence  of  these  salts,  such  as 
mucilage,  etc.,  is  to  be  avoided.  While  I  have  great 
sympathy  with  the  dispenser  who  likes  to  send  out  his 
preparations  as  elegantly  as  possible,  I  contend  that  the 
only  excuse  for  adding  to  or  taking  from  the  ingredients  of 
a  prescription  would  be  when  some  poisonous  substance 
would  be  formed,  or  when  the  patient  could  not  possibly  take 
an  accurately-divided  dose.  Then,  and  only  then,  is  it  his 
duty  to  communicate  with  the  prescriber.

Sir, — In  our  judgment  there  would  be  no  occasion  for  the 
chemist  to  add  mucilage  to  the  carbonate  of  bismuth  mixture 
unless  there  were  exceptional  circumstances,  and  in  many 
cases  the  addition  of  mucilage  is  a  distinct  disadvantage. 
At  the  same  time  we  do  not  think  the  remarks  of  your 
medical  correspondent  were  quite  justified,  as  at  the  present 
time  so  many  medical  men  have  little  or  no  knowledge  of 
pharmacy  that  a  great  deal  is,  of  necessity,  left  to  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  dispenser.  There  are  many  medicines  pre- 
scribed which  it  would  be  quite  impossible  to  dispense  as 
written.  Our  own  experience  is  that  medical  men  are  glad 
of  suggestions,  but  we  believe  that  in  some  cases  they  are 
resented.

Sir, — In  your  last  issue  "  Shaldon  "  asks  to  what  extent 
pharmacists  consider  it  justifiable  to  manipulate  a  pre- 
scription in  order  to  produce  a  good  pharmaceutical  prepara- 
tion. I  think  that  a  pharmacist  should  never  alter  the 
medicaments  ordered  in  a  prescription  nor  the  quantities  of 
such  ingredients  on  his  own  responsibility.  He  should 
exercise  his  discretion  with  regard  to  the  omission  or 
addition  of  excipients.  When  suitable  excipients  are  indi- 
cated by  the  prescriber  they  should,  of  course,  be  em- 
ployed, but  the  pharmacist's  special  knowledge  of  such 
things  should  be  discreetly  exercised  when  unsuitable  ex- 
cipients or  excipients  in  excessive  or  deficient  quantities  are 
ordered.  Nowadays  pill  excipients  are  left  almost  entirely 
to  the  dispenser's  judgment,  and  in  the  matter  of  such  ex- 
cipients as  suspending  and  emulsifying  agents  it  is  ex- 
pected by  the  physician  that  the  pharmacist  will  do  what  is 
necessary  to  make  presentable  and  reasonable  combinations 
of  the  medicaments  he  desires  to  exhibit,  whether  such 
agents  are  specified  or  not.        Yours  faithfully,

Sir, — "  Shaldon  "  raises  a  subject  of  great  interest  to 
pharmacists,  for,  as  he  says,  it  is  instructive  to  know  what 
those  think  who  look  at  the  prescription  from  the  other 
point  of  view;  the  more  so  when  the  other  side  includes 
those,  outside  our  own  rank,  who  are  best  able  to  judge  of 
our  work.  If  the  question  propounded  be  slightly  altered 
and  made  to  read  "  To  what  extent  do  they  consider  it 
justifiable  to  manipulate  a  prescription  in  order  to  carry  out 
the  evident  wishes  of  the  prescriber"  it  will  give  its  own 
answer,  and  the  working  idea  the  dispenser  should  follow. 
Take  as  an  instance  "Shaldon's  "  own  prescription.  It  may  be 
presumed  it  was  his  intention  that  the  patient  should  take 
for  each  dose  a  definite  quantity  of  bismuth  carbonate ;  by 
an  addition  of  mucilage  the  dispenser  wrould  enable  the 
patient  to  more  exactly  carry  out  that  intention.  It  is  un- 
necessary to  quote  other  instances ;  the  one  given  is  simple, 
and  covers  the  principle  that  ought  to  govern  the  dispenser's 
work,  "  the  evident  intention  of  the  prescriber."  By  intent 
or  otherwise,  medical  men  do  frequently  leave  something  to 
the  discretion  of  the  dispenser.  Such  cases  receive  the  best 
thought  our  technical  training  enables  us  to  give,  and  any 
deviation  considered  necessary  is  not  made  recklessly,  but 
with  the  governing  idea  in  mind,  "the  intention  of  the 
prescriber."

Sir, — I  think  "  Shaldon  "  is  right  in  requiring  that  when 
he  prescribes  bismuth,  his  patient  should  get  bismuth,  and 
not  bismuth  and  something  else.  The  addition  of  mucilage 
or  of  any  substance  changing  the  character  of  the  dispensed 
article  is,  I  think,  quite  unwarrantable,  without  the  con- 
sent of  the  medical  practitioner.  I  should  certainly  have 
dispensed  the  prescription  exactly  as  ordered,  and  hold  it 
to  be  tiTe  rule  among  the  pharmacists  to  dispense  prescrip- 
tions precisely  as  they  are  ordered,  unless  the  medical  prac- 
titioner can  be  reached,  to  modify,  if  necessary.  But  no  arbi- 


trary rule  can  have  universal  application.  Prescriptions,  to 
be  always  properly  dispensed,  must  have  incorporated  among 
the  ingredients  a  modicum  of  common-sense — in  fact, 
common-sense  in  inverse  ratio  to  the  practitioner's  pre- 
scribing capabilities.  If,  for  instance,  a  medical  practi- 
tioner wrote  a  prescription  l>ke  the  following,  would 
"Shaldon"  insist  upon  its  being  dispensed  as  ordered, 
if  the  prescriber  could  not  be  found,  or  what  ?

It  is  possible  to  send  out  above  as  ordered,  with  the 
phenacetin  lying  at  the  bottom  of  the  bottle.  It  would 
be  interesting  to  know  what  proportion  of  pharmacists 
would  send  it  out  in  this  way,  and  what  the  patient  said 
when  a  few  doses  had  been  taken.  It  would  be  useful 
also  to  know  what  proportion  would  add  mucilage  to  over- 
come certain  physical  difficulties  overlooked  by  the  medical 
practitioner.  If  the  prescriber  cannot  be  communicated 
with,  what  should  the  pharmacist,  from  "Shaldon's'' 
point  of  view,  do  ?

Sir. — I  am  inclined  to  agree  with  your  correspondent 
"Shaldon"  in  his  remarks  in  connection  with  the  bismuth 
mixture,  since  it  is  possible  to  make  a  very  presentable 
product  without  the  addition  of  mucilage,  but  is  he  not 
going  too  far  when  he  suggests  that  the  pharmacist  should 
not  under  any  circumstances  "manipulate"  or  in  any  way 
add  to  a  prescription,  unless  "  according  to  art  "  be  written 
thereon  ?  I  should  like  to  know  how  he  would  overcome  the 
difficulty  in  the  following  prescription,  which  I  met  with 
only  the  other  day  :

To  suggest  that  every  time  one  meets  with  a  prescription  of 
this  kind  one  should  see  the  doctor  about  it  is  not  only 
impracticable  but  would  be  very  annoying  to  the  medical 
man,  and  in  not  a  few  cases  (though  not  by  any  means  all) 
give  rise  to  a  good  deal  of  friction.  I  consider  the  phar- 
macist is  quite  within  his  province  in  dispensing  secundum 
arterri;  although  I  make  it  a  rule  never  to  manipulate  unless 
the  preparation  is  an  impossible  one  without.  "Shaldon" 
may  retort  that  the  writer  of  the  above  prescription  should 
have  given  instructions  as  to  the  best  way  of  dispensing  it, 
which  very  possibly  might  have  made  it  all  the  more  in- 
compatible. I  say  this  advisedly,  having  had  ample  oppor- 
tunity of  estimating  the  medical  man's  knowledge  of 
pharmacy.

Sir, — In  reply  to  the  letter  of  "  Shaldon"  in  your  issue 
of  June  3,  may  I  be  permitted  to  make  one  or  two  remarks  '! 

The  one  aim  of  the  pharmacist  should  be  the  faithful 
interpretation  and  subsequent  carrying-out  of  the  actual 
intentions  of  the  prescriber  in  so  far  as  they  can  be  indi- 
cated by  a  prescription.  No  alteration  either  in  the  quan- 
tity or  nature  of  the  ingredients  is  justifiable  except  with 
this  end  in  view.  If  from  the  literal  rendering  of  the  pre- 
scription the  pharmacist  sees  that  the  patient  will  run  the 
risk  of  taking  variable  doses  of  one  ingredient  in  succeeding 
equal  portions  of  the  mixture,  and  should  he  at  the  same 
time  be  assured  that  this  is  not  the  actual  intention  of  the 
prescriber.  he  is  fully  justified  in  adding  an  inert  substance 
which  will  have  the  effect  of  enabling  the  patient  to  pour  out, 
each  dose  of  the  mixture  so  that  it  contains  an  aliquot 
portion  of  the  prescribed  ingredient.  This  argument  holds 
good  not  only  in  a  mixture  containing  heavy  insoluble 
powders,  such  as  carbonate  or  subnitrate  of  bismuth,  but 
in  a  more  marked  degree  in  those  containing  tinctures  of 
resinous  substances.  It  is  a  fact  that  medical  men  do  not. 
as  a  rule,  differentiate  between  these  tinctures  and  those 
which  are  spirituous  solutions  of  alkaloidal  salts  and  colour- 
ing-matter soluble  in  water.  W'ithout  the  addition  of  a 
suitable  emulsifying-agent  to  mixtures  containing  resinous 
tinctures  great  risks  are  run  that  the  resin  will  be  precipi- 
tated and  form  agglutinated  masses  of  different  weights, 
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more  or  less  suspended  in  the  mixture,  making  it  practically 
impossible  to  pour  out  a  dose  containing  that  portion  of  the 
resin  present  in  the  amount  of  tincture  which  the  prescribe! 
intends  the  patient  to  take. 

'  On  the  other  hand,  the  pharmacist  is  not  justified  in 
"manipulating"  a  prescription  (to  quote  the  words  of 
"  Shaldon  ")  in  order  merely  to  produce  a  good  pharma- 
ceutical preparation— attaching  to  the  word  "good"  the 
idea  of  "elegance"  or  "  presentableness."  An  examiner 
would  hardly,  I  should  say,  award  extra  marks  to  a  candi- 
date for  adding  mucilage  to  a  mixture  containing  bismuth 
carbonate  or  any  other  immiscible  substance  unless  that 
candidate  could  adduce  adequate  and  sound  reasons  for  so 
doing.  As  to  a  prescription  for  a  pill,  it  is  practically 
impossible  to  avoid  using  an  excipient  in  all  those  cases 
where  "  according  to  art "  is  omitted.  This  point  needs  no 
elaboration. 

I  have  shown  "  Shaldon's  "  letter  to  medical  friends,  but 
their  remarks  upon  it  will  hardly  help  him  to  arrive  at  what 
he  appears  to  think  the  only  satisfactory  solution  of  the 
supposed  difficulty — namely,  that  the  pharmacist  must  obey 
to  the  actual  letter  the  wording  of  the  prescription,  and  is 
not  justified,  except  in  those  (fortunately  rare}  instances  he 
quotes,  in  utilising  that  knowledge  which  he  has  acquired 
by  study,  experience,  and  daily  intercourse  with  enlightened 
men  of  the  great  profession  to  which  he  has  the  honour  to 
belong.

The  Liquozone  Guarantee. 
Sir, — A  customer  of  mine  bought  "Liquozone";  he 
brought  a  form  they  issue  guaranteeing  the  return  of  the 
money  if  not  cured.  He  is  worse  since  taking  "  Liquozone." 
Within  two  months  he  applied  to  the  company  for  return 
of  the  12s.  6cL,  and  in  nearly  three  weeks  received  a  reply 
to  keep  on  using  it.  After  writing  them  several  times  he 
receives  a  reply  that  his  guarantee  is  out  of  date.  Perhaps 
this  information  will  be  useful  to  other  chemists.

Powdered  Liquorice  and  Gentian  Root. 
Sir, — The  adulteration  of  powdered  drugs  of  foreign 
origin  during  the  past  few  months  has  attained  considerable 
notoriety,  particularly  liquorice  and  gentian.  There 
appears  to  be  a  feeling  among  certain  classes  of  the  trade 
that  quality  is  quite  immaterial,  provided  the  article  is  true 
to  name,  and  in  their  quest  for  cheap  material  there  is  an 
unfortunate  tendency  to  overstep  the  bounds  of  prudence. 
Other  writers  have  pointed  out  that  if  a  dealer  buys  a 
powdered  drug  at  a  lower  price  than  that  at  which  the  same 
drug  can  be  bought  unpowdered,  it  is  obvious  he  runs  con- 
siderable risk  of  obtaining  an  adulterated  article.  During 
the  last  few  months  several  samples  of  the  above-named 
drugs  have  come  under  my  notice  adulterated  with  quite 
50  per  cent,  of  cheaper  material,  chiefly  wheaten  flour,  bean 
flour,  olive  kernels,  and  almond  shells.  These  adultera- 
tions to  anyone  having  a  working  acquaintance  with  a 
microscope  are  very  conspicuous,  and  the  wonder  is  that 
the  foreign  drug-grinders  responsible  for  this  kind  of  thing 
have  not  succeeded  in  discovering  some  kind  of  vegetable 
material  having  at  least  some  resemblance  to  the  drug  they 
propose  to  dilute.  I  have  noticed  also  that  samples  of 
gentian  some  years  old  are  generally  free  from  adulteration, 
and  this  would  appear  to  indicate  that  the  practice  is  a 
growing  one.  The  trade,  at  least  those  who  do  their  utmost 
to  supply  drugs  of  high  quality,  is  indebted  to  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Act,  and  especially  to  those  analysts  who  enforce 
it,  for  bringing  this  reprehensible  practice  to  the  public 
notice,  showing  that  cheapness  is  not  always  consistent  with 
good  quality;  anyhow,  to  retail  chemists  it  is  a  warning 
that  the  quality  will  generally  bear  a  simple  relation  to  the 
cost.  Finally,  I  would  like  to  point  out  that  if  it  be  neces- 
sary to  adulterate  an  article  the  stretch  of  conscience  would 
be  very  little  greater  if  the  retailer  did  it  himself,  instead  of 
placing  the  onus  on  the  wholesaler,  and  if  he  has  any  pre- 
tence to  scientific  knowledge  he  will  be  able  to  do  it  better 
than  is  usually  the  case,  and,  what  is  more,  he  will  save  the 
middleman's  profit.  Lancs.  (235/12.)

Before  submitting  queries  in  this  department,  subscribers  are  ad- 
vised to  consult  the  "  C.  &  D.  Diary,"  1905,  on  General  and 
Trade  laws,  p.  287;  Pharmacy  and  Poison  laws,  p.  299,  and 
Medicine-stamp  Acts,  p.  279.  In  respect  to  the  last  we  can 
mark  labels  "Liable"  or  "Not  liable"  if  they  are  sent  in 
duplicate,  and  with  a  stamped  and  addressed  envelope  for 
return  of  the  marked  ones. 

Full  particulars  in  regard  to  trade-mark  registration  will  be  found 
in  the  "  Diary,"  p.  240. 


Income-Tax  Returns.— Secundo  Curo  (237/68)  inquires 
whether  he  has  the  option  of  making  his  income-tax  return 
from  his  private  house  or  from  the  address  at  which  lie  is 
employed  in  the  City.  [Strictly  speaking,  the  return  should 
be  made  in  the  district  whore  the  taxpayer  earns  his  income, 
and  he  should  make  a  note  that  he  has  done  so  on  the  form 
sent  by  the  local  assessor  when  returning  it  to  him.  It  is 
immaterial,  however,  to  the  authorities  where  the  return  is 
made,  and  if  our  subscriber  prefers  to  make  his  return  from 
his  private  address  there  is  nothing  to  prevent  his  doing  so.] 

Solicitor's  Charge.— Jtasus  (235/28)  inquires  as  to  what  is 
the  correct  legal  charge  for  deducing  title,  perusing,  and  com- 
pleting purchase  of  a  house  which  sold  for  365?.  Also  if  it 
is  legal  to  charge  1/.  Is.  for  preparing  estate-duty  and  then  in 
addition  charge  1/.  1*.  for  "  London  agents'  "  charges  in 
passing  accounts  at  the  Inland  Revenue,  making  21.  2s.  for 
paying  estate-duty  of  3/.  13s.  [The  Solicitors  Remuneration 
Act  provides  that  the  charges  for  deducing  title,  perusing, 
and  completing  conveyance  on  a  sale  for  365/.  shall  be  6'. 
With  reference  to  the  estate-duty  accounts  the  sum  of  11.  Is. 
for  the  preparation  thereof  and  17.  Is.  for  the  London  agents' 
charges  for  passing  the  same  at  the  Inland  Revenue  is  ex- 
tremely moderate,  and  our  correspondent,  in  the  absence  of 
any  agreement  to  the  contrary,  should  be  well  satisfied  with 
these  amounts.  Of  course  if  the  solicitor  agreed  to  do  the 
work  for  a  lesser  amount  that  is  a  different  matter.  If  there 
was  an  agreement,  the  remedy  is  to  have  the  bill  taxed  and 
set  up  the  agreement  before  the  Taxing-master,  or  to  tender 
the  agreed  amount  to  the  solicitor,  and  then  to  let  him  sue 
for  his  bill  and  pay  the  agreed  amount  into  court.] 

Protection  of  Lodger's  Goods. — Fodoph.  (237/15)  writes: 
"  The  goods  of  lodgers  are  protected  against  distresses  for 
rent  due  to  the  superior  landlord,  but  are  they  also  protected 
against  distresses  due  for  debt  from  any  other  cause  than 
rent?  "  [A  lodger's  goods  are  protected  not  only  against  dis- 
tresses for  rent,  but  also  against  distraints  or  executions  of 
every  other  kind.  In  every  case  the  bailiff  is  entitled  to  seize 
the  goods  on  the  premises,  but  he  must  give  up  possession 
upon  being  served  with  a  proper  notice  by  the  lodger, 
supported  by  a  declaration.  In  the  case  of  distress  for  rent, 
before  he  can  replevy  his  goods  the  lodger  must  pay  the 
bailiff  any  rent  owing  to  his  landlord,  but  this  rule  does  not 
apply  in  any  distress  other  than  for  rent.]

— The  basis  of  this  is  shellac 
and  borax  solution,  which  you  can  prove  by  precipitating  the 
former  by  means  of  sulphuric  acid.  In  the  base  aniline  blue 
and  nigrosinc  are  dissolved.  What  was  your  difficulty  with 
your  experimental  batch? 

C.  G.  B.  (202/40).— Skin-lotion. — This  is  a  nicely  perfumed 
lotion  with  a  basis  of  zinc  oxide  and  bismuth  oxychloride  in 
glycerin  and  water.  There  are  recipes  for  similar  prepara- 
tions in  "  Pharmaceutical  Formulas." 

Doggy  (212/20). — Distemper-iills  for  D03S. — These  con- 
tain a  little  calomel  and  a  trace  of  iron,  with  powdered 
liquorice  and  aniseed  as  the  vegetable  part.  We  understand 
your  customers'  reference  to  the  quick  action  of  the  pills  to 
refer  to  the  aperient  action,  not  to  the  cure  of  the  distemper. 

T.  and  W.  (203/7).— Liquid  Soap.— As  a  basis  for  this  use 
2  oz.  of  hard  soap  dissolved  in  a  pint  of  hot  water  ;  when  cold 
add  2  oz.  of  spirit  in  which  5  oz.  of  carbolic  acid  has  been  dis- 
solved. For  colouring-purposes  use  rose  bengal,  as  that  colour 
is  not  affected  by  the  alkaline  solution. 

Amidol  (218/12). — Antim.  Tart,  is  used  externally  as  a 
counter-irritant,  but  not  so  much  nowadays  as  formerly, 
owing  to  its  uncertain  action  and  liability  to  form  scais. 
Capsicum  is  a  good  substitute  for  this  drug  as  a  counter- 
irritant,  and,  as  it  is  non-poisonous,  is  far  preferable  to  ol. 
crotonis. 

Phoshir  (224/34).— Syrup  of  Free  Phospholus.— The  follow- 
ing modification  of  Ashurton  Thompson's  prescription  for  ad- 
ministering free  phosphorus  is  from  "  Pharmaceutical  For- 
mulas," and  is  the  best  of  the  several  processes  there  given  : 

Phosphorus  gr.  j. 

Absolute  alcohol    jj. 

Oil  of  peppermint   niij. 

Rectified  spirit        ...       ...       ...  3SS- 

Glycerin  to   3VJ- 

Place  the  phosphorus  and  glycerin  in  an  8-oz.  flask  or  good 
bottle.  Heat  in  a  water-bath,  shaking  occasionally  until  the 
phosphorus  is  dissolved.  Then  add  the  absolute  alcohol, 
heated  in  the  same  way,  and  the  rectified  spirit  with  the  oil 
dissolved  in  it.    3j  =  phosphorus  gr.j^. 

— We  make  a  point  of  refraining  from 
publishing  formula?  imitating  proprietary  articles. 

Elbpw  (210/59). — Metal-polish.— The  modern  type  is  re- 
presented by  the  following  formula  :

Both  finely  levigated.  Perfume  with  oil  of  mirbane  mx. 
Mechanic  (215/29)f—  Motor-spirit. — The  sp.  gr.  of  petrol  is 
0.680  at  60°  F. ;  carburine  is  0.700.  Gasoline  has  a  sp.  gr.  of 
0.650,  benzine  is  approximately  0.750,  benzoline  being  a  littlo 
heavier.  Kerosene  has  approximately  a  sp.  gr.  0.830  to  0.850. 
Motor-spirit  may  be  used  in  place  of  benzine,  but  not  ad- 
vantageously as  regards  safety. 

A,.  H.  M.  (215/32).— Massage-cream.— The  formula  for 
camphor  snow  given  in  the  C.  ct-  D.,  March  25,  p.  468,  is  suit- 
able for  your  requirements.  A  cream  with  a  tragacanth  basis 
is  also  employed. 

Soupcon  (218/31). — The  Insecticide  for  Green  Fly  is  an 
emulsion  of  heavy  tar  oil  with  resin  soap.  It  is  fairly  well 
matched  by  using  one  of  the  numerous  disinfectants,  which, 
when  mixed  with  water,  form  milky  liquids. 

Slugs  (200/26). — The  Slug-fowder  is  a  mixture  of  sawdust, 
charcoal,  and  lime.  Most  of  the  lime  is  carbonated,  so  that 
it  will  not  have  a  caustic  effect  on  the  plant.  Some  of  these 
mixtures  contain  salt,  that  being  a  substance  slugs  also  dis- 
like. 

J.  M.  A.  (223/70).— The  Hair-lotion  credited  with  restora- 
tive and  preservative  properties  is  really  a  brilliantine.  You 
will  notice  the  oily  layer  and  the  spirituous  portion. 

It.  B.  I.  <t  Co.  (Antwerp)  (190/26).— Sugar-colouring.— 
Stannous  chloride  is  used  for  treating  yellow  sugar  crystals  to 
prevent  the  brilliancy  "  greying."  The  solution  is  used  before 
drying  the  sugar  in  a  centrifuge.  A  yellow  aniline  dye  is  now 
used  for  imitating  Demerara  crystals,  for  which  you  should 
inquire  of  a  firm  such  as  Williams  Bros.,  Hounslow. 

L'Encre  (214/38).— Writing-ink.— It  would  take  up  too 
much  space  to  tell  you  all  you  should  know  about  the  success- 
ful manufacture  of  writing-ink,  even  on  a  small  scale.  The 
subject  has  often  been  referred  to  in  the  C.  <fc  D..  and  is  well 
summarised  in  "  Pharmaceutical  Formulas,"  where  a  chapter 
is  devoted  to  "  Writing-materials."  You  might  also  read 
Ainsworth  and  Hepworth's  recently  published  book  on 
"  Inks,"  which  was  reviewed  in  the  Winter  Number  of  the 
C.  <f- 1). 


Bowler  (217/3). — (1)  Worms  on  Bowling-greens.— An 
effectual  remedy  is  corrosive  sublimate.  To  prepare  tho 
liquid,  make  a  saturated  solution  of  common  salt  (1  in  3).  and 
in  a  pint  of  this  dissolve  1  oz.  of  corrosive  sublimate  and  1  dr. 
of  water-soluble  aniline-blue.  This  solution  is  further  diluted, 
one  teacupful  in  a  can  of  water,  for  use  on  the  green. 
(2)  "  Fog"  on  Bowling-green. — The  above  solution  is  also  a 
cure  for  "  fog,"  or  a  plain  salt  solution  could  be  used. 

E.  B.  (225/70). — One-solution  Developep.— Wc  gave  a  for- 
mula for  this  as  recently  as  March  4  (p.  360).  which  you  could 
adapt  to  the  concentration  you  desire.    Here,  however,  is

Casein  (225/65). — Preparation  of  Casein. — Fresh  milk  is 
diluted  with  its  own  bulk  of  water,  heated  to  £0°  C,  and  just 
enough  acetic  acid  added  to  make  the  liquid  distinctly  acid. 
The  curd  is  separated  and  washed  with  water,  and  then 
treated  with  ether  to  dissolve  out  the  fat.  The  next  step  is  to 
re-dissolve  the  casein  in  weak  ammonia  solution,  filter,  and 
precipitate  again  with  acetic  acid.  The  casein  is  dried  by 
treating  first  with  alcohol,  then  with  ether,  and  finally  drying 
in  an  air-current.  The  product  yields  a  case'n  suited  for  food- 
purposes  :  for  technical  purposes  the  expensive  method  of 
getting  rid  of  tho  fat  is  dispensed  with. 

Alpha  (222/42).— Etching-bath  for  Zinc— This  depends  011 
the  process  which  is  being  employed  by  tho  half-tone  worker. 
The  most  usual  bath  is  a  1  to  2  per  cent,  solution  of  nitric 
acid.  Ferri-perchloride  solution  "  killed  "  by  the  addition 
of  ferric  hydrate  is  also  in  common  use.  and  there  are  various 
baths  prepared  by  adding  such  ingredients  as  sal  ammoniac 
and  pyroligneous  acid  to  the  nitric-acid  solution  referred  to 
above. 

Gips  (Badapcst)  (223/37).— Hardening  Plaster  of  Paris.— 
Several  methods  have  been  suggested  to  produce  harder  casts 
of  plaster  of  Paris,  the  simplest  being  to  use  solution  of  borax 
for  wotting  the  powder.  Another  way  is  to  mix  aluminium  or 
z  nc  hydrate  with  the  plaster,  and,  having  made  the  cast, 
paint  it  over  with  a  solution  of  silicic  acid.  Hard  silicates 
are  thus  formed  on  the  surface  of  the  plaster  cast. 

Terminus  (214/34).— Copper  as  Fungicide  in  Water-reser- 
voirs.— The  Department  of  Agriculture  in  Washington  first 
drew  attention  to  the  value  of  copper  sulphate  for  preventing 
the  growth  of  algee  in  water-supplies.  The  published  paper 
shows  that  different  alga?  can  be  killed  by  adding  copper  sul- 
phate to  the  water  in  parts  varying  from  1  in  2,000  to  so  small 
a  quantity  as  1  in  10,000,000.  Dr.  Rideal,  at  the  last  Sanitary 
Congress,  gave  some  hope  that  the  even  simpler  method  of 
placing  water  in  copper  vessels  or  filtering  through  copper 
gauze  may  be  sufficient  to  destroy  pathogenic  organisms  in 
drinking-water. 

Nightingale  (229/60).— (1)  Bird  Food.— Mix  together 
blanched  sweet  almonds  lj  oz.,  pea-meal  3  ozs.,  one  hard- 
boiled  egg,  dried  breadcrumbs  2  ozs.,  and  make  into  a  stiff 
paste  with  the  addition  of  a  littlo  butter  if  necessary.  The 
mass  is  then  pressed  through  a  colander  and  the  granules 
dried  in  a  current  of  air.   (2)  Asthma-mixture  for  Canaries  :

Remigia  (178/27).— Carbolic  Jelly.— Either  flexile  or 
ordinary  collodion  may  be  used  for  this,  but  the  carbolic  acid 
should  bo  the  melted  crystals.  A  small  phial  is  half  filled 
with  collodion  and  an  equal  quantity  of  melted  carbolic  acid 
added,  violently  shaking.    A  dry  homogeneous  jelly  results.

tional orders  or  to  make  further  deliveries  on  account  of 
contracts  entered  with  us  for  bromide  salts.  Said  condition 
is  as  follows :  Bromides  purchased  from  us  are  for  the 
legitimate  wants  of  our  customers,  and  are  sold  and  pur- 
chased for  consumption  in  the  United  States ;  the  buyers 
guarantee  not  to  directly  or  indirectly  re-export  the  same, 
and  to  bind  their  customers  to  the  same  conditions."  What 
the  penalty  is  to  be  for  not  complying  with  the  above  agree- 
ment is  not  stated  ;  but  we  should  say  the  conditions  are  more 
honoured  in  the  breach  than  in  the  observance,  as  some 
2,000?.  worth  of  potassium  bromide  has  already  been  received 
in  this  country  from  Canada  and  the  United  States,  mostly 
vid  the  Dominion.

Spain. 

A  British  report  on  the  trade  and  commerce  of  Bilbao 
,-gives  a  few  particulars  of  the  chemical-industry  in  Spain, 
which  country,  we  learn,  is  gradually  increasing  its  output 
•of  industrial  chemicals.    Sulphate  of  ammonia  is  one  of  the 

•  leading  items,  the  local  production  of  which  last  year 

•  amounted  to  2,400  tons  (of  this  amount  1,932  tons  was  pro- 

•  duced  in  Bilbao).    The  imports  of  this  product  are  esti- 
i  mated  at  48,000  tons  annually,  which  is  practically  all  im- 
ported from  the  United  Kingdom.    The  production  of  car- 

•  bonate  of  soda  and  caustic  soda  has  so  far  been  of  little 
importance,  but  a  Belgian  company  is  erecting  important 
works  at  Torrelavega  (Santander  province)  to  work  the 
Solvay  process,  and  the  company  calculates  its  future  annual 

■  output  at  ZO.000  tons  of  carbonate  of  soda  and  15,000  tons 
of  caustic  soda.  Sulphuric  and  nitric  acids  are  almost 
wholly  produced  in  the  country ;    new  works  are  being 

•  erected  close  to  Bilbao  capable  of  producing  5.000  tons  per 

■  annum  by  the  "  catalytic  "  or  contact  process. 

Holland. 

The  chemical-industry  in  Holland  was  the  subject  of  a 
report  by  the  Dutch  Industrial  Society  a  short  time  ago, 
when  it  was  stated  that  the  industry  embraced  the  produc- 
tion of  sulphur,  saltpetre,  acetic  acid,  colouring-stuffs, 
potato  starch,  dextrine,  grape  sugar,  linseed  oil,  candles, 
glycerin,  glue,  perfumery,  superphosphates,  and  coal-tar 
products.  The  Dutch  gasworks  produced  36,863  tons  of 
tar  in  1902,  the  greater  part  of  which  was  exported. 
•Germany  supplies  the  bulk  of  the  chemicals  used  in  Hol- 
land. The  outlook  for  the  Dutch  chemical-trade  is  only 
;poor  owing  chiefly  to  the  want  of  cheap  raw  materials. 
Further,  the  Dutch  chemists,  the  report  states,  have  not  the 
'practical  experience  and  special  knowledge  of  the  separate 
chemical  branches  as  is  the  case  with  Germany.  The  tech- 
nical instruction  in  Holland  is  poor,  so  that  there  is  a  want 

•  of  trained  workmen.    The  chief  drawback,  however,  is  the 
i  too-powerful  competition  of  Germany.    The  prices  of  che- 
micals in  Holland  are  very  depressed,  on  account  of  the 

•.competition  of  the  German,  English,  and  Belgian  works. 

Eotjmania. 

An  Austro-Hungarian  Consular  report  from  Galatz  on  the 
» trade  of  Roumania  during  1904  states  that  in  the  supply  of 
perfumery  France  takes  first  place,  Germany  being  second. 
The  total  imports  amounted  to  6,704  kilos.    Of  this  amount 
France  supplied  3.672  kilos.,  Germany  2,311  kilos.,  England 

•  425  kilos.,  and  Austria-Hungary  244  kilos.  Perfumes  such 
as  myosotis.  Parma  violet,  white  heliotrope,  mikado,  reseda, 

■(etc.,  are  obtained  almost  exclusively  from  France,  and  are 
great  favourites.  The  imports  of  chemicals  from  Austria- 
Hungary  are  steadily  increasing.   That  country  supplied  the 

•  largest  quantities  of  chlorate  of  potash,  the  total  import  of 
which  was  1,426  quintals.  Of  this  amount  Austria-Hungary 
supplied  916,  England  483,  and  Germany  25  quintals.  Ger- 
many supplied  the  largest  quantities  of  alum.  The  total 
imports  last  year  amounted  to  1.101  quintals,  of  which  836 
•came  from  Germany,  212  from  Belgium,  35  from  Austria- 
Hungary,  and  18  quintals  from  Holland.    Of  sulphate  of 

•  copper  7.188  quintals  was  imported  from  England.  263  from 
"Germany,  129  from  Holland,  86  from  Belgium,  and 
.51  quintals  from  France.  The  demand  for  caustic  soda, 
.bicarbonate  of  soda,  and  silicate  of  soda  is  covered  chiefly 
J'by  England  and  Belgium.  Borax  is  imported  from  Ger- 
imany  and  England,  zinc  oxide  chiefly  from  Austria-Hun- 
,  gary,  and  in  the  second  place  from  France  and  Belgium. 

Austria-Hungary  and  Germany  have  the  bulk  of  the  trade  in 

■  carbolic  acid. 

Italy. 

The  mineral  wealth  of  the  provinces  of  Siena  and  Grosseto 
.-are  the  subject  of  a  special  report  by  Mr.  Consul-General 
•Chapman,  of  Florence,  who  gives  some  interesting  informa- 
rtion  about  Tuscan  quicksilver,  antimony,  sulphur,  and  boric 

■  acid.  As  regards  quicksilver  the  most  important  mine 
.hitherto  discovered  in  Italy  is  that  of  Siele,  situated  near 

•  Castell'Azzara,  in  the  province  of  Grosseto,  and  in  the  region 
of  Monte  Amiata.    The  Consul  gives  details  of  the  history 

.of  this  and  other  quicksilver-mines,  stating  that  after  many 
azicissitudes  the  above-mentioned  mine  in  1865  passed  into 


the  hands  of  its  present  proprietors,  Messrs.  Angelo  Ros- 
selli,  of  Leghorn,  who  paid  80,000  lire  (3.200/.)  for  the  pro- 
perty at  public  auction,  which  indicated  that  at  that  period 
it  was  not  considered  very  promising.  Soon  afterwards, 
however,  it  yielded  very  substantial  profits,  as  what  the  late 
Professor  of  Mineralogy  at  the  University  of  Pisa  described 
as  a  "  great  dyke  of  very  rich  cinnabar  "  was  discovered.  Of 
late,  however,  the  production  of  ore  has  fallen  off  materially. 
Another  mine  of  considerable  importance  was  opened  up 
by  the  late  Mr.  Filippo  Schwarzenberg,  in  the  same  district, 
at  Cornacchino,  which  is  now  owned  by  his  heirs.  A  more 
recent  enterprise  is  that  of  a  German  company,  which  has 
opened  up  a  mine  at  Badia  San  Salvatore,  known  as  the 
Societa  Anonima  di  Miniere  di  Mercurio  del  Monte  Amiata, 
and  has  a  paid-up  capital  of  2.520.000  lire  (100.800Z.).  Year 
by  year  the  company  has  been  able  to  increase  its  output  and 
to  distribute  enhanced  dividends.  At  Cortevecchia  the 
Santa  Fiora  Mercury  Mines  Co.  has  for  some  years  past 
conducted  extensive  prospecting  operations ;  and  at  Monte- 
buono,  near  Sorano,  the  firm  of  Menicanti,  of  Leghorn,  is 
also  developing  a  quicksilver-mine.

Gilbert  Edgar  Truscott,  chemist  and  druggist,  Gr.  Brit.. 
1896  (formerly  of  Bulawayo)  ;  Robert  Marsden  Graham ; 
chemist  and  druggist,  Gr.  Brit.,  1904  (late  of  Blackpool). 

Shorter  Hours  and  Better  Prices. — At  a  meeting  of 
the  Woodstock  chemists  held  recently  and  presided  over 
by  Mr.  S.  C.  Sivertsen,  there  were  present  Messrs. 
Cherry  (Hopkins  &  Co.),  Sloan,  Barry  (Wells  Slegg  & 
Co.),  Fox  (Heynes,  Mathew  &  Co.),  and  Davidson  (Hop- 
kins &  Co.).  A  letter  was  read  from  the  Woodstock 
Municipal  Council  nullifying  the  order  for  chemists  to 
close  their  establishments  at  1  p.m.  on  Wednesdays.  This 
letter  gave  entire  satisfaction,  seeing  that  it  enabled 
chemists  to  make  their  own  arrangements  with  regard  to 
closing,  and  no  definite  decision  having  been  arrived  at, 
it  was  left  over  for  further  discussion.  A  sub-Committee, 
consisting  of  the  following  gentlemen,  was  appointed  to 
revise  the  present  retail  price-list  and  to  bring  it  before 
the  next  meeting,  to  be  held  at  an  early  date — Messrs. 
Hopkins,  Barry,  Sloan,  and  Sivertsen.  It  was  proposed 
that  hours  for  Sunday  should  be  11  a.m.  to  1  p.m.,  and 
7  p.m.  to  9  p.m. 

Possession  Wanted. — In  the  Supreme  Court,  Cape 
Town,  last  month,  Messrs.  Heynes,  Mathew  &  Co.,  whole- 
sale chemists,  Cape  Town,  made  application  upon  motion 
calling  upon  John  William  Cooper  to  show  cause  why  he 
should  not  be  ordered  to  give  up  possession  to  the  appli- 
cants' representative  of  certain  premises  in  Main  Street, 
Malmesbury,  occupied  by  the  Malmesbury  Dispensary.  An 
affidavit  was  read  from  Mr.  A.  H.  Mathew,  who  stated  that 
plaintiffs  purchased  the  business  in  question  in  September 
1899,  and  continued  the  respondent  in  his  position  as 
manager.  Subsequently,  on  February  27,  1903,  the  parties 
entered  into  an  agreement  whereby  "Cooper  purchased  the 
business.  The  respondent,  however,  had  fallen  into  arrear 
with  the  instalments  of  the  purchase-price  due  to  the 
applicants,  and  the  applicants  had  now  given  him  notice 
that,  under  Clause  7  of  the  agreement,  they  now  resumed 
possession  of  the  business.  The  respondent  had  broken 
nearly  every  clause  of  the  agreement.  It  was  stated  that 
the  respondent  was  willing  to  give  up  the  stock  and  fix- 
tures, but  he  could  not  sublet  the  premises  without  the 
permission  of  the  owners,  he  (respondent)  being  merely 
a  monthly  tenant.  After  hearing  counsel,  judgment  wa's 
given  for  plaintiffs,  respondent  being  ordered  to  deliver 
up  the  Malmesbury  Dispensary  within  forty-eight  hours 
and  pay  the  costs  of  the  action. 


Natal. 

Messrs.  A.  J.  Watts,  D.  L.  Petrie,  and  P.  Mason  have 
been  authorised  to  practise  in  Natal  as  chemists  and 
druggists. 

During  the  three  months  ending  March  drugs  and  chemi- 
cals valued  at  38,000/.  were  imported  into  Natal,  compared 
with  a  like  amount  in  the  corresponding  period  of  1904. 

Malaria  is  still  keeping  the  doctors  and  chemists  busy. 
There  has  been  a  great  demand  for  quinine  salts,  and 
cachets  have  been  the  order  of  the  day.  Some  of  the 
more  enterprising  wholesale  firms  have  lost  no  time  in 
sending  out  lists  of  quotations  for  quinine  salts,  and  their 
smartness  has  been  justified  by  results.  The  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  the  borough  of  Durban  is  still 
endeavouring  to  cope  with  the  outbreak,  and  has  just 
received  permission  from  the  municipal  authorities  to 
employ  more  coolies  to  help  him  in  the  work  of  disinfec- 
tion, and  to  assist  in  destroying  the  mosquito  larva;  in 
the  swampy  portions  in  the  districts  outside  the  town- 
proper. 

Early-closing. — Nothing  definite  has  so  far  been 
achieved  in  the  matter  of  closing  the  Durban  pharmacies- 
at  8  p.m.  Although  all  agreed  that  it  was  desirable  to- 
close  earlier  than  at  present,  it  was  found  impracticable- 
to  do  so  without  the  aid  of  legislation.  This  stage  has 
now  arrived,  for  there  is  at  present  a  Bill  before  the 
Legislative  Assembly  dealing  with  the  Shop  Hours  Bill 
which  was  passed  last  session,  giving  power  to  Town 
Councils  to  make  by-laws  regulating  the  closing  of  stores 
under  their  control.  The  Bill  is  at  present  in  the  com- 
mittee stage,  so  representations  are  being  made  on  behalf 
of  the  chemists  to  get  their  wishes  embodied  in  the  new 
Bill.  As  one  of  the  representatives  of  Durban  in  the  Legis- 
lature is  a  member  of  the  committee  there  is  every  prospect 
of  a  fair  measure  of  success. 
Transvaal. 

The  "  New  Pharmacy  "  has  been  opened  in  Market  Street, 
Pietersburg,  under  the  managership  of  Mr.  E.  Bannatyne. 

At  Johannesburg,  on  May  11,  John  Christus,  a  Greek, 
was  fined  20/.,  or  a  month's  imprisonment,  for  selling 
opium  to  a  Chinaman  at  the  Croesus  mine. 

For  the  two  months  ended  February  last  the  value  of  the 
drugs  and  chemicals  imported  into  the  Transvaal  amounted 
to  96,000/.  In  the  same  period  for  the  previous  year  the 
value  was  77,000/. 

The  Examinations. — The  first  examinations  of  the 
newly  constituted  Pharmacy  Board  were  arranged  to  be 
held,  writes  a  Johannesburg  correspondent,  in  the  Technical1 
School,  Johannesburg,  on  May  29,  30,  and  31.  Eighteen 
candidates  have  paid  their  10/.  entrance  fee.  These  include 
four  or  five  men  who  have  been  keeping  open  shop  in 
the  country  for  years. 

The  Opium  Question  is  worrying  the  Chamber  of  Mines- 
very  much,  and  they  would  like  the  sale  stopped  entirely 
by  inflicting  on  delinquents  six  months'  hard  labour  without 
the  option  of  a  fine.  The  sub-committee  of  the  Pharmacy 
Board  (consisting  of  the  President,  Dr.  J.  van  Niekirk,  and 
Mr.  R.  Butters)  agreed  that  unqualified  persons  should  be 
thus  severely  punished,  but  not  registered  chemists.  They 
also  agreed  to  a  duty  of  21.  to  21.  10s.  per  lb.  being  imposed. 
The  sub-committee's  report  on  the  sale  of  medicines  by  store- 
keepers will  be  considered  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board. 
A  large  number  of  storekeepers  all  over  the  Colony  sell 
Kay's  linseed,  ehlorodyne,  and  other  lines  containing 
scheduled  poisons,  and  they  strongly  object  to  the  new  law. 

In  the  "  Government  Gazette  "  of  May  5,  the  rules  and 
regulations  for  the  conduct  of  the  business  of  the  Transvaal 
Medical  Council  are  detailed,  as  well  as  the  regulations  for 
midwives  and  for  trained  nurses.  The  examination  for 
nurses  includes  elementary  anatomy,  physiology,  medicine, 
and  surgery,  medical,  surgical,  and  monthly  nursing,  generai 
hygiene,  ana  "the  properties,  uses,  and  doses  of  the  prin- 
cipal remedies  usually  administered  by  nurses."  In  the 
same  issue  it  is  notified  that  James  Walker  White,  chemist 
and  druggist  (Ontario,  1903),  Hugh  Robertson  Anderson, 
chemist  and  druggist  (Great  Britain.  1900 — formerly  of 
Crieff,  N.B.),  and  Alfred  William  Turner,  chemist  and 
druggist  (Great  Britain,  1896 — formerly  of  Westbury-on- 
Severn),  have  been  licensed  to  practise  as  chemists  in  the 
Colony.

(News  from  our  own  Correspondents.) 


Mr.  Tom  Bliss,  of  Messrs.  E.  Plorr.er  &  Co.,  Lahore  and 
Simla,  sailed  for  England  on  May  15  from  Bombay. 

Mr.  Marshall  K.  Watt,  chemist  and  druggist,  manager 
of  the  Dispensary,  Singapore,  has  sailed  for  England  on 
leave. 

The  Directors  of  the  Sirdar  Carbonic-acid  Gas  Co., 
Ltd.,  of  Bombay,  have  resolved  to  pay  a  dividend  of  7  per 
cent,  for  the  year  ended  March  31  last. 

The  Mysore  Forest  Department  is  disposing  of  the 
right  to  collect  the  barks  of  Cassia  auriculata  and  Cassia 
fistula  for  a  period  of  two  years  from  August  next. 

A  Recent  Official  Statement  records  a  further  develop- 
ment, notably  in  the  Central  Provinces,  in  the  export  of 
manganese  ore  for  the  year  1904.  While  the  quantity 
handled  does  not  yet  reach  a  million  tons  it  is  hoped  this 
result  may  presently  be  achieved. 

The  Working  of  the  Ordinance. — On  May  3,  before 
the  First  Magistrate,  at  Penang,  Messrs.  G.  Walker  and 
D.  Graham  were  summoned,  at  the  instance  of  the  Colonial 
Surgeon,  for  offences  under  the  new  Morphine  Ordinance. 
Mr.  Walker  was  fined  $250  for  importing  morphine  without 
the  necessary  permit  from  the  Colonial  Surgeon,  and  Mr. 
Graham,  for  exporting  on  two  occasions  without  permission, 
had  to  pay  $50. 

Prosperous  Dispensaries. — The  Federal  Dispensary, 
Ltd.,  Kualahumpun,  made  a  profit  of  over  $23,500  in  1904. 
.  out  of  which  the  directors  propose  to  declare  a  dividend 
of  15  per  cent.,  to  utilise  $5,000  in  creating  a  Reserve  Fund, 
to  write  off  $5,000  goodwill,  and  to  carry  forward  the  balance 
■ — $9,547.  With  a  slightly  larger  profit  the  George  Town 
Dispensary,  Ltd.,  Penang,  is  declaring  the  same  dividend, 
which  is  an  increase  of  3  per  cent,  on  the  previous  year. 

Circulars  in  Chinese. — The  Criterion  Press,  Ltd.,  of 
Penang,  is  a  new  organisation  which  is  offering  to  help 
British  drug  merchants,  proprietary  manufacturers,  and 
others,  to  expand  their  Eastern  trade  by  translating  their 
labels,  circulars,  and  advertising-matter  into  the  Chinese, 
Malay,  and  Tamil  languages.  This  should  be  useful  to 
exporters  who  experience  difficulty  in  getting  this  work 
done  at  home.  Manufacturers  are  beginning  to  see  the 
wisdom  of  appealing  to  the  native  public  through  the 
medium  of  their  language. 

Morphine  Bread. — Upwards  of  fifty  deaths  have  taken 
place  in  the  vicinity  of  Amoy  from  morphine-poisoning. 
It  seems  that  the  morphine,  which  is  subject  to  a  heavy 
duty,  had  been  smuggled  into  the  port  and  stowed  amid 
a  shipment  of  flour.  By  some  mischance  it  would  appear 
some  of  the  morphine  packages  were  broken  open,  and  be- 
came mixed  with  the  flour.  When  the  flour  was  landed, 
instead  of  being  destroyed  it  was  sold  to  customers,  the 
result  being  that  most  of  the  perscns  who  used  it  were 
poisoned.  The  larger  portion  of  the  flour  went  into  the 
up-country  districts,  where  most  of  the  deaths  occurred. 

Making  Rubber. — A  chemical  method  of  coagulating  the 
iatex  of  Fiats  elastica,  the  tree  which  gives  to  commerce 
"Rambong"  rubber,  is  recommended  by  the  Straits 
Government  analyst.  On  account  of  the  acid  nature  of 
the  latex  from  this  tree  it  is  not  possible  to  coagulate  it 
by  the  acetic-acid  method  as  usually  employed  for  Hevea 
brasiliensis.  Up  to  the  present  the  plan  has  been  to 
expose  the  latex  to  the  combined  action  of  the  sun  and 
air,  and  if  necessary  to  artificial  heat.  The  method  now 
advocated  consists  in  warming  the  latex  to  40°  C.  and 
treating  with  a  2  per  cent,  solution  of  tannic  acid.  By 
gentle  beating  the  mixture  in  a  few  minutes  sets  to  a 
cream,  and  on  agitation  becomes  coherent,  when  it  can 
be  rolled  or  washed  and  prepared  for  the  market.  This 
is  stated  to  be  a  practical  process  for  use  on  rubber- 
estates.  Mr.  P.  J.  Burgess,  the  Straits  Government 
analyst,  has  been  granted  a  year's  leave.  He  has  taken 
to  Europe  1.000  lbs.  of  Pari  rubber  and  a  quantity  of 
"  Rambong."  which  has  been  prepared  by  a  special  washing- 
machine.  By  the  use  of  this  process  it  is  possible  to  convert 
the  coagulated  latex  into  rubber  with  a  saving  of  several 
months'  time,  and  a  better  article  is  said  to  be  produced. 


Colonial  ant)  foreign  IRews. 


Happy  Odessa  Pharmacists. — The  double  shift  in  the 
Odessa  pharmacies  has  worked  out  to  the  satisfaction  of 
both  servants  and  masters,  and  where  the  staff  is  so  small 
as  to  make  the  double  shift  impossible  the  difficulty  has 
been  got  over  by  letting  the  asistant  get  ten  days'  holiday 
per  month.  This  has  brought  about  an  improvement  in 
the  work  in  the  pharmacies. 

Compressed  Oxygen.— An  incident  which  has  caused 
some  uneasiness  is  reported  by  the  "  Bollettino  Chimico 
Farmaceutico."  Father  Giovacchino  Geroni,  of  the  Minore 
Osservanti,  Florence,  has  sent  a  letter  to  the  journal  "  II 
Fieramesco  "  saying  that  whilst  giving  a  lantern  lecture  the 
oxygen  ran  short,  and  a  new  cylinder  was  obtained  from  a 
neighbouring  chemist.  The  new  supply  did  not  give  so  good 
a  light  as  the  original,  and  it  was  discovered  that  the  cylin- 
der contained  one-third  oxygen  and  two-thirds  compressed 
air.  He  went  to  another  pharmacy  and  got  another  cylin- 
der, which  the  proprietor  on  examination  found  to  be 
purely  compressed  air,  containing  just  the  percentage  of 
oxygen  to  be  found  in  the  open  air.  On  examining  his 
whole  stock  the  pharmacist  found  it  to  be  nothing  but  com- 
pressed air.  The  writer  points  out  the  risks  run  in  cases  of 
serious  illness,  and  adds,  "  and  we  howl  if  foreigners  prefer 
English  and  German  chemists  to  ours."  The  matter  is  being 
looked  into,  and  a  note  has  appeared  from  the  President  of 
the  Association  of  Florentine  Pharmacists  warning  his 
readers  against  an  obvious  exaggeration. 

Against  White  Phosphorus. — At  the  International  Con- 
ference for  the  protection  of  workmen  at  Berne,  on  May  16, 
it  was  agreed  that  the  following  provisions  form  the  basis 
of  an  International  Convention  for  the  prohibition  of  the 
use  of  white  phosphorus  : 

From  January  1,  1911,  the  manufacture,  introduction,  or 
sale  of  matches  containing  white  phosphorus  to  be  for- 
bidden. 

Notices  of  ratification  to  bo  sent  in  by  December  31,  1907, 
at  the  latest. 

The  Japanese  Government  to  be  invited  to  give  its  adhe- 
sion to  the  present  Convention  before  December  31,  1907. 

The  validity  of  the  Convention  to  be  conditional  on  its 
acceptance  by  all  the  States  represented  at  the  Conference 
and  by  Japan. 

Russian  Honey  Adulteration. — The  "  Pharmatzevti- 
cheski  Viestnik  "  says  that  the  Russian  Government  De- 
partment of  Agriculture  is  anticipating  the  opening  of  the 
Aii  Russian  Congress  of  Agriculturists,  to  be  held  this  year 
in  Moscow,  with  respect  to  the  question  of  adulteration  of 
honey  and  wax.  Abuses  in  this  respect  have  assumed  alarm- 
ing proportions  in  Russia.  Wax  is  mixed  with  resin,  vege- 
table wax,  tallow,  starch,  meal,  sand.  soap,  salt,  etc.  ;  whilst 
in  honey  there  is  found  molasses,  dextrine,  starch,  meal, 
saccharine,  gum,  water,  chalk,  gypsum,  white  lead,  saw- 
dust, sand,  dead  bees,  to  make  it  look  genuine,  and  so  on. 
Bee-culture  is  one  of  the  prominent  industries  of  Russian 
village  life;  the  number  of  beehives  being  about  five 
millions,  and  the  value  of  the  honey  and  wax  obtained  being 
about  14,000.000  roubles.  The  gross  return  on  the  capital 
invested  is  about  55  per  cent. 

Saccharin  in  Holland. — With  an  eye  to  the  interest  of 
several  important  branches  of  industry  in  Holland,  Drs. 
van  Hamel  Roos  and  Harmens  have  thought  proper  to  send 
the  undernoted  observations  to  the  Second  Chamber  in 
respect  to  taking  proper  measures  as  to  the  use  of  saccharin 
in  foods  and  drinks  : 

(1)  That  in  the  matter  of  using  saccharine  for  sweetening 
purposes  in  nourishment,  either  as  foods  or  drinks,  the 
opinion  of  doctors  and  physiologists  is  divided  as  to  its  being 
injurious  by  continued  use.  (2)  That  it  is  agreed  by  all 
experts  that  saccharin  cannot  be  considered  a  substitute  for 
sugar  as  a  food.  (3)  That  for  the  industries  of  lemonade- 
syrups,  jams,  pudding  powders,  etc.,  in  which  sugar  is  ex- 
clusively used,  competition  with  goods  prepared  with 
saccharin  becomes  impossible.  (4)  That  it  appears  to  the 
writers  to  be  desirable  that  proper  conditions  should  be 
worked  out  by  which  the  employment  of  saccharin  in  in- 
dustry should  be  freely  allowed  or  not  at  all,  in  order  that 
one  level  should  be  applied  to  all  manufacturers,  and  an  end 
put  to  the  insecurity  in  which  many  manufacturers  find 
themselves  with  respect  to  the  basis  of  their  calculations — 
i.e.  the  use  of  cane  sugar  or  saccharin.
